wipe wꝛote a letter to Ariſtotle, wherin he layd: J gyue 
eat graces to the goddis, not all onely that they haue 
puen vnto me a Corte, but bicauſe they haue gyuen him 
me in the tyme that thou mayſt be his mayſter, and he 
y dilciple. Marc Aurele the emperour, ot whom this pe 
nit boke intreateth, he lpeakynge of hym felfe wꝛote to 
yolion thele woꝛdes: frende F| wyl thou knowe, that Ji 
m not made emperour by realon of the blode of my pꝛe⸗ 
eceſſours, noꝛ yet forthe fauour of my linage nowe pꝛe⸗ 
nt, but it was bycaule J haue ben always q frende, and 
juer of the lage people, and enmy to them that haue no 
ood knowlegẽ. Ryght happy was Rome to chofe fo Da- 
ant an emperour, and ryght fortunate was that empe⸗ 
our to come to ſuche an empire, not by patrymonie but 
p lagenes. And ik that aege was gloztous in topinge of 
ig perfone, no leffe it is to vs to tope ok his doctrines. F 
vpil intitle this boke the golden voke » It mape be called 


golden, bycauſe info high eſtimation it holdeth the ver⸗ 


uous dilcoueringe in theit tymes this boke with the fen 
ences as there pꝛinces holdeth their mynes of golde in 
heir Indes. But J lay that at this houre there be moo

Romayn: whiche fo2 to delyuer the towne of Rome from 


perylle, and to gyne his perſone perpetualle memorye, of 
his owne good free wylle he pelded hpm ſelfe to the fame 
borage, that as than was ſene in Rome. The mother ol 


this emperour was called Domiciade, as Cyne hiſtoꝛtien 
recounteth in the bokes of the lygnages of Rome. The 


Camilles were perſones in that tyme greatly eſtemed bß 


cauſe they were accompted to be delcended of Camille ỹ |

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famous and aunctent capttapne Romayne, whiche dely⸗ 
uered Rome fromthe Gaulles that had wonne hit. The 
men that defcended of that lygnage were called Camil- 
li, fo? the remembꝛaunce of Camille, and the womenne 
were allo calledde Camilles, in the remembzaunce of a 
doughter of the ſayde Camille, that was called Ca⸗ 
milla. There was an auncient lawe, that all Romayns 

ſhuld haue a particuler pꝛiuilege in the fame place where 

their pꝛedecellours had done to the Komapne people anp 
great leruice. Foꝛ this auncient cuſtome they had pꝛiup⸗ 

Lege, fo that all they of the lynage of Camplle were kept 

and mayntayned in the high capitoll. And in cale the va⸗ 
riete of the tyme the multitude of tyꝛantes, the ebulition 
and mouynge of ciuill warres were cauſe of the dymp⸗ 
nyſſhynge of the auncient Policye of Rome, and intro- 
duced in maner a lyke not verye good, yet for all that we 
rede not, that the pꝛeemynence of the Romapnes were 
bꝛoken, but if it were in the tyme of Sylla, whã he made 
the vntuerlall pꝛelcription agaynſt the Marians. After 
the dethe ot this cruell Syllã, in exaltynge of hym felfe, 

Julius Cefar the pitiefull, made dictatour of Rome, and 

chiele of the Marians, adnulled and vndyd all that Dil- 
la had made, and brought agayn into the auncient eftate 


the common welthe. i] 


¶ What hath ben the condictons, the ſtate, pouertie,rp- 
cheffe, kauour, 02 disfauour of the aunceſtours of this 
Marc Aurelee Emperour, we kynde not in the auncient 
hiſtoꝛies, and yet it hath ben diligently ferched. The an⸗ 
cient Romayne hyſtoꝛiens were not accuſtomed to Witte 
the lyues of the emperours fathers, namely whan they 
be made monarches, but the merptes and grates that 
their childꝛen had, as forthe auctozitie that they had in- 
heritinge their fathers. Trouthe it is, as ſapthe Nauf 
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Capitolyn, the father of Marc Aurelee themperour had 


ben pꝛetour in exerciles, and capitayne in the Frontiers, 


in the tyme of Traian the good, x Adꝛian the wple a An- 
thony the meke, emperours. This is confirmed by that 
the lame Marc Aurelee wote (being at Rodes) to a fred 
of his called Bolton, that was at Rome, layinge thus: 
Many thinges haue J felte and knowen frende olion, 
by the abſence of Rome, namely of that J femp felfe here 
alone in this pie: but as vertue maketh a ſtraunger na⸗ 


turall, and vice tourneth naturalle to a ſtraunger: Ind 


as J haue ben. x.yeres here at Rodes to rede philofop by, 
Itherby repute my felfe as naturall of this lande, x that 
bath cauſed me to forgette the plealures of Rome and 


it hath lerned me the maners of the yle. And here J baue . 
founde many of my fathers krendes. ere was capitayn 


agaputt the Sarbariens, to my lozde Adzian, Ankhonye 


my father in lawe, the (pace of. xv. peres. J lette theto 
wyte, that the Rodpan people are curteis, and ful of good 
graces. I wolde haue redde philoſophy as tonge as my 
father had ben at Rodes in warre, but J map not: for X- 
Dan my loꝛde commandeth me to go and kepe reſidẽce 
at Rome, ho we be it euery man reioyleth to fee his natu⸗ 
tall countrey. 
¶ So by the woꝛdes of this letter it is to be beleued that 
Anio Vero, father to this emperour Marc, had applyed 
the moolte parte of his lyfe in warre. It was not the cu⸗ 
ſtome lyghtly to truſte a perſon to haue the office of a go- 
uernour on the Frontiers, without he had ben well eter- 
cyled in the feates of warre, And as all the gloꝛpe of the 
Romapnes was to leaue after theym good renowme the 
{apd Marc certaynly was taken foz the mofte vertudus, 
and had greatteſt frendes in the Senate, wherby he tru⸗ 
fed on the conqueſt of the moft cruell enmpes: according 
as 
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as the ſayd Sertus Cheronenle hittorten fapth.Che Ro- 
| mapnsallthough they had in their handes mote peryl⸗ 
| tous warres, pet they had in foure partes of the empire 
ſtronge and entier garnifons. That is to fap in Byzance, 
the whiche is nowe Conſtantinoble, by reaſon of theym 
of the oꝛiente: And Engades, the whiche nowe is cal⸗ 
ledde Calyx a citie of Spayne, foz loue of theym ok the 
weft: In the ryuer ol Rhodano, which is nowe p ryuer ot 
pne, koꝛ the Germaynes: And in Collofle, whiche now 
ig called the Rhodes, bycaule of the Barbariens. In the 
kalendes of Januarie, whan the lenate deuyded the of- 
kyces, beinge pourueyed of a dictatour, and of two con⸗ 
ſulles perely, Incontinent in the thirde place they proui 
ded koꝛ foure moſte excellent barons to defende the fapde 
foure Frontiers: Che whiche femeth to be trewe, koꝛ the 
moſte famous and renowmed barons in their pong dais 
were capitaynes in the faide Frontiers. Che great Pom 
peius was lente to the Byzaunces Conſtanttnoble: The 
woꝛthy Scipio was fent to the Colloſſences and Rodp⸗ 
ang: And the couragious Julius Cefar was fente with 
the Gadytaines of Calpe in Spapne: And the ſtronge 
eſtemed Marcus was ſent to them of the ryuer ol Byne. 
This we lay bycaule that Anio Mero father to Marc Au 
tele emperour had ben pouot and pꝛetour in the offices, 
and one of the capitaynes of the Frontiers, which ought 
to be in Rome one of the perſones moſte eſtemed. | 


@ what mayſters Marke Aurelee hadde 
in his youth, Capii, 


Ve haue not by any autentike hiftowtes, fro whens, 
whan, oꝛ how, in what maner, oꝛ in what erercyles 

02 with what perfones,o2 in what londes 15 (pent ¢ 15 
ili, Us 
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fumed the moft parte of the lyke of this good emperour⸗ 
But to be Mozte, Julius Capitolyn faith that he had ben 
triti, yere vnder the commaundement of Aouian the em⸗ 
perour. Howe be it contrarie wile is kounde by other hy⸗ 
ſtoziens, accoꝛdynge as ſaithe Serto Cheronenſe in his 
hiſtoꝛie. It was not the cuſtome of the Romavns troni- 
clers to wite the thynges doone by thele princes „ bekoze 
they were princes, but onely of ponge people, beinge in 
their ponge age, hauynge greate and bpe magnikicence, 
and doing grtet enterprifes. This ſemeth to be of trouth: 
fo2 Sueton Tranquill recounteth largely the fearekulle 
dedes and enterpꝛiles Doone by Caius Jule, done in his 
vonge age, to ſhewe to pꝛinces to comme, howe it was a 
great ambition that they had to atteyn to the monarchy, 
and but of {mall wytte and maturitie to kepe theym felfe 
therin . It is no newe thynge foz men that gape for hye 
and frayle thinges. Foꝛthe moze higher the magnikicẽce 
is, the moze lower they fele foꝛtune. And when they were 
diligent to accomplyſhe their delice, as moche thoughte 
had they to conlerue their quietnes and teft, In caſe thã 
that Anto Uero father to Marke the emperour, folowed 
the exerciſe of warres: pet he put his ſonne in the way to 
lerne ſcience. Foz there was g la we loꝛe bied and accuſto⸗ 
med, and well kepte in the Romayne policie, that euerye 
citeſen, that enioyed the lybertie of Rome and had accom 
plyſhed. x. peres: their ſonnes ſhulde not be luffred to go 
by the tretes as vacabondes, noꝛ it hulde not be ſuffred 
by the Cenlure, who gouerned Rome, dayly toke beve 
to the foꝛfaytes done therin, to ſuffre a chylde no lenger 
than. x.veres of his age to play the childe. But fro thens 
koꝛthe the father of the childe Mulde be bounde tonouhe 


hym out of the circuite of Rome, oꝛ to lape a pledge that

the tayllours ſheares, the ſmythes a hammer, and in like 
wyſe of all the other offices and craftes. We mape knowe 


than by this that is (aid, that after ý Marc Aurelee was 


bome at Rome, his father in his pouthe had taught byin 
good noꝛture. And though it fo were, that the begymyng 
of his ponge aege ſhulde be hydde from vs: at the leaſte 
wape we ate certayne, that the myddell aege and ende of 
hym was ryghte glorious. His father Anio Uero wolde 
that his fonne Marcus Aurelius Mulde leaue feates of 
armes, and kolowe ſtudy.

finally they Meto vs, that very few in their realmes haue 


ben happy in armes, but there haue ben many famous € 
renowmed by ſcripture and lernynge. Take here example 
and fe it it be true oꝛ not that J fap Had the Aſliriens mo 
than one kynge, that was Minus, one Ligurge amonge 
the Lacedemontans, the Egyptiens one Ptholome, the 
Hebꝛewes one Machabee, the Grekes one Hercules, the 
Macedoniens one Alexãder: the Epirotiens one Pyzthe, 
one Hanyball the Carthageniens, and one Julius Cefar 
amonge the Romayns 2 It is not thus of lerned men:koꝛ 
pf the grekes had one Homer, no leſſe the Grekes baun- 
teth them of the. vn. ages, of whom we beleue moze in 
their philoſophy, than Homer in the warres of Troy. fo 
ag difficile it is to fynde a trouthe in Homere, as a lye in 
thele lages. Semblably the Romaynes hadde not onely 
Cycero as ryght eloquent, but alſo they had Salutu- 
can, Titus Liuius, with a great company of noble mien, 
and well appꝛoued, who hath left right great credence in 


their ſcriptures in the ſapinge of trouth. What lot Cice⸗ 
ro in the lenate fo2 bling of inuectiues: And as we ſay of 


{fo mall nombꝛe of Grekes and latynes, we may ſaye ol 
the Afliriens, Perſians, Medes, Argiues, Acapens, Me 
niens, Frenchemen, Bꝛitons, Englycheinen and Spa⸗ 
nyardes. All the whiche nations withoute comparilon 
haue of them felfe lefte moze memoꝛie, and haue honou⸗ 
red theyz londes and countreyes moze by wzitinge, than 
they that bath lefte lignes by armes. Than let vs dete 
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there ſtraunge hiſtozies, and retourne to the pithe of our 
emperour Marcus Aurelius, as Eutrope recountethe. 

Accoꝛding as this excellent baron lerned diuers ſclences, 


fo he had dyuers mayſters to teache hym. He ſtudied grã⸗ 
mer with a mayſter named Eukoꝛmion, muſpke with an 
other named Senio Comode, eloquence with Alexander 
a greke, In naturall philoſophy he had to his mayſters 


Comode Calcedonien an aunctent baron, whiche expoun 
ded to hym Homer, and Serto Cheronenle neucw to the 


great P lutarche. Allo he ſtudied in the lawes, and Volu⸗ 
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ño Meciano was his mapſter. This emperour eſtemed 
to haue the knowlege of payntyng, and to graue in wood 
and metall, in erthe, and other ſculptures, in whiche art 
his matter was Diogenito, in his tyme a famous and te 
nowmed paynter. He trauayled alſo to knowe andi erche 
what extended to the art of Nygromancpe. By occaſion 


wherok he went openly to here Apolonio. And to thentẽt 


that there ſhulde be nothyng vnlerned of hym, he aboue 
all ſciences lette his mynde to Cofmographp, in the whi⸗ 
che foꝛ his mayſters, he toke Jumo Raſtico, that ſythe 
wꝛote his lyfe, and Cina Catule, the whiche wꝛote ol his 


dethe, and the lyle ol Comode his lonne. Ok theſe noble 
and excellent barong; that klouryſſhed in thole dapes, he 


was taughte in vertues and ſciences. Cicero lamentethe 
the auncient policie ol Rome, bycaule that he ſawe great 
loflein the common welthe than pefent, ſapinge in his 
Retozike, that the auncient Romayns had alway regard 
to that parte, where as they thought mofe domage and 


peryll ſhulde growe. Chere were, v. thynges amonge all 


other in Rome, wher vnto they hadde euer a vigilent re- 
(pecte, the whiche the lenate neded not to care fo2, noꝛ no 
la we diſpenſed for them: and thele ben they / the pꝛieſtes 


Were honeſt, and the virgines veſtales righte chalte the 


penal⸗ 
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penalties right tuft, the capitaynes full balpant: Thep 5 
that taught ponge chyldꝛen were vertuous. It was not

The effecti 
therof we ſe dayly by experience, 199 wyle lydyng in dt 
uers chances of fortune releueth hym felfe: The önwit⸗ 
ty perfone, in very {mall thynges touchynge his lyuyng 
not greatelp dDecaped kalleth downey There is nothyngt 
that is loft, but that there is hope of recouering it it be in 
the handes of a wile man. And contrarie wie there is no 
thynge fo aſſured, but the recouerance therof ought to be 
feared if a fole haue the guidinge therof. It was axed of 
Kenophon the philofopher, whether he had rather to be 
koolyſhe and agreate lome, 02 to be wyſe and pooze. He 
aunlwered and ſayde, J haue pitie of a ryche foole, an; 


IJ haue enupe ot a wyſe man waren pooꝛe. Foꝛ tf a wpis 
man haue but one fote, vet wyll he ryſe and kepe hym feli 


from fallynge. And if pe gyue an abbay to a foole, pf by 


fortune he fall, he wyll neuer releue agayn. ye may think 
that the father that dieth and leaueth his ſonne poꝛe and 
wyle, that he leaueth to bym moche, And he that pes te

„ lo ttratefapth, that it was demaunded 
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hts lonne riche and koolyſſhe, J thinke he hath tefte hym iit 
nothynge. Thele thynges conlidered, Anio Wero father Hi 
of the emperout,as a father that loued his fonne hartilp, je 
was not contente to delyuer one mayſter to his ſonne to l 
make bpm vertuons, and to lerne one ſctence, wherwith Pe 
he mpaht occupte his vnderſtondynge, but he gaue hym 
many mayſters, that refreyned hym from dices, and cõ⸗ 
maunded that he ſhulde lerne many lciences, to thentent 
that he ſhulde be the moze belily exerciſed. Whan thowe 114 
moche he trauapled to lerne, and what ſciences, and with con 
whom, and with what wyll he lerned, and what he knew, a 
he wrote hym felfe, beinge at Agrippine, nowe called Co- j 
lepne, to a frende of his named Polyon, as tt foloweth. ae 
| Frende Polion thou meruapleſt why that J leaue not e | 
to lerne newe thynges at the ende of mp dapes. He that | 

| bath but one meate to eate, and can not eate therof, he le⸗ 
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ges, nature is with right lyttell content, but the ſpirite 


vnderſtandyng is not latisfied with many thinges. And 
fithe the vnderſtandynge is of luche condiction, that it is 
loſte by libertie, and is lyghtly encombzed, with ſubtilite 
it perceth, with quicknes it knoweth, æ with ignorance it 
waſteth: it is necellarie by time to remoũt to very hie thi- 
ges, left it bow vnto lo we and yl thynges. All cozpozalle 
domages that chaunce to moztall men, ave by medicines 


healed, 02 by refon remedied, oꝛ by length of tyme cured, 


oꝛ els by dethe ended. The onely vnderſtondynge, which 
is dul ked in errours and depꝛaued in malyces, can not 
be healed by medicines no: redꝛeſſed by reaſon, noz holpe 
by counſell. The auncient philoſophers in the {apd hap- 
ppe golden woꝛlde and golden age, dyd not all only lerne 
one thynge, wherby to luſteyne their ipfe, and to encreaſe 
good kame: But they trauaylled to knowe all that was 
to be knowen, and pet euer loughte to knowe moze. In 
the. lx v. of the Olympiade, as dyuers perlones were 
allembled in the hygh mountayne Olympius to celebꝛat 
the playes, by fortune thyder came a philofopher of The 
bes, whiche had made all that euer he brought with him. 
He made his ſhowes, his cote, and ſewed his ſherte, and 
had witten his bokes, and fo of all other thinges. They 
that were there aſlembled, were abaſhed and meruaplled 
greatly that one man coude do it. He was dyuers tymes 
alked where he lerned lo many thynges. And he aunlwe⸗ 
red and layde, the llouthe ot man is the cauſe, that one 
arte is deuided into dyuers artes. Foz he that k!; weth al 
artes togyther, mutt nedes knowe one alone. This phi⸗ 
lofopher antwered highly · And ſurely they that herd him, 
ought to haue ben as greatly aſhamed of his wozdes as 
this philoſopher was of the bainglozy ol his apparel. Let 
euerp man remembze hym lelle, and let no man m tue 
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ſhoꝛtnes of the time, no: wekenes of our nature. Foꝛ ther 
is nothyng fo harde but it is made foft:no2 fo high, but it 
map be raught : noꝛ kept fo clole, but it may be fene: noꝛ ſo 
ſubtyle, but it may be kelt:noꝛ fo dark, but it may be lygh⸗ 
ted: no? fo pꝛotounde, but it may be diſcouered:noꝛ fo dil⸗ 
ceuered, but it may be gathred to gyther:noz folott but it 
may be found: noꝛſo impoſſible, but it map be conſerued, 
ik with al our hartes we occupie our powers in good exer 
ciſes, and applye our bnderſtandynge in highe thynges. 
deny not but our nature is lyttell woꝛth But J knot- 
lege thatleſſe worth is our louthtulnes , wold demãde 
of euyll men, the whiche pꝛaye vs to be good, and areth 
counſelle of vs fo2 their ſenſualitie, ſapenge that they be 
weake and krayle, al though they haue vnderſtondynge 
to inuent euyls, and haue ſtrengthe inough to put them 
in elfecte, and to perceuer therin, they neuer lacke con⸗ 
ſtaunce. The caule is we calle it naturall fo: to doo and 
commptte bices and miſeries. And louth in vertue we 
calle ſtraunge and weake bycaule of the werkes 


Lette no man infame our nature foz beynge weake and uo 


faynt: noꝛ laye not to the goddes, that they be cruell: foz 
we haue no lefe ablenes to do well, than redyneſſe to do 
vll.

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lius Cefar made of the trealour, the crueltles that Mero 
dyd to his mother, the hames that Caligula commytted 
with his fiters, the treſon that Bꝛutus dpd to his father 
Gaius the ſhꝛewdenes and cruelties that Domician dyd 
to the virgins veſtales, the trealong that Julius Patro- 
clus bled with the Splitiens and Speulians, the fraps 
a murders that Ulpio the maryner made in the temples 
and churches of Champayne. J wolde knowe of (uch as 
IJ haue reherſed, and dyuers other that J haue left, that 
applyed them to lo many ſhꝛewde turnes, who letted the 
(if they had wolde) to haue applied them in doinge other 
good dedes? All this J haue layde my frende Polpon, 
to aunſ were to that pe haue demaunded of me. That is. 
in what ſciences J haue waſted and conſumed my tyme. 
herfoꝛe it plealeth me to telle it to the. Anio Uero my 
father fured me but. viii. peres in my chyldhode: than 
tpl I was. x.yere of age J went to ſchole fo? to wʒyte and 
rede: and than fro. x. to. xi. went to ſtudy with Eukoꝛ⸗ 
mion, and lerned grammer: kro. xiii. to. thit. J lerned e- 
loquence with Alexander v greke, a famous ozatour: tha 
after that tyme to. xxii. J was with Sexto Calcedon ler⸗ 
nynge naturali philoſophy. Chole peres paſſed, J was at 
Rhodes and ſtudied humanitie tyll J was. revit. pere of 
age. And tha J wet to Naples, where as J was thie pere 
with Fonton a greke, lernynge greke letters. And IJ put 
my good wylle foo moche therto, that I ſpake and wote 
grcke moze ealily than latin. Than I retomed to Rome. 
where the warre of Dace arole, to the whiche Aduan mp 
loꝛde fent me in perfone: and bycauſe that in armes and 
tyme of warre J coude carye no bokes of ſcience, J de⸗ 
termyned me to lerne the ſcience of mulike with Hieroni⸗ 
me Comode, to thentent that J myght with lwetenes of 
inſtrumentes reſtreyne my body fro certayne Dices, jea 
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che as than in mp boule began to take force. All the reet 
of my ipfe thou kno weſt it hath ben in berynge of ofp- 
ces in Rome, vnto the tyme that the weyghte of the mo- 
narchy was brought into my handes. Hytherto the empe 
cour ſpake. Thã by this letter that he wote to his fred, it 
ſemeth wel, p without lleuth he paſſed his tyme. It is rea 
fon to beleue it holly, in that he bath ſayd. Foz fo excellent 
woꝛkes ý he made tlo high ſentences as he wote myght 
not procede but of a pꝛudent man, and a very tople ſpirite.

| deth moze fauour than Juſtice, ſuche officers are mooſte 
fauoured, to whom princes doth mooſte inclyne. All this 
we ay to ſhewe howe that in the tyme of this good empe 
| tour wife men were fauoured . If the hiſtoꝛians doo not 
| Ive, tbe the tyme of Mecena the Romayne, whiche was 
the mooſte happieſt to haue wyſe menne to his krendes, 
than to inuente newe maner of meates and bankettes, 
| Unto this Marcus Aurelt? haue pafled. xvii.emperoꝛs, 
whiche were Julius octauus, Tyberius, Caligula, Clau 
dius Mero, Galba, Othus, Mitellus, Maſpalianus, Ti- 
tus, Domitianus, Nerua, Traianus, Adanus Antho- 
nius, and Aurelius. And of all thefe we can kynde al on- 
ly but two, that fauoured wyle men that is to fap Nerua 
and Traian. All the other emperours were not onely di- 
(ciples of lyers, but alfo were perſecutours of the trouth. 
This lemeth to be true, for Julius perſecuted Cicero: 
Octauius baniſhed Duwe: Tyberiꝰ enpopfoned Calui⸗ 
tio, Caligula cauſed to cutte the thꝛotes of. titi. oꝛatours 
to gyther: Mero Clee his mayſter Senec: Claudius fet 
his búde Lucan in pꝛiſon: Othus hãged vp Patroclus: 
Domitian banyſhed all the oꝛatours of Rome: And the 
| moze to ſhew his curlednes, wha the wyle men ý were ba 
nyſhed went out at one gate, there entred at an other gate 
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all vnthziktes, the whiche by Titus his brother, had ben 
banylſhed and expelled. And as J lape of theſe fewe in 
nombze, I myght lay of many other. For certaynely the 
wple men were not thus intreted in the tyme of this good 
emperour Marcus: and that this is true it ſemeth by di⸗ 
uers excellent barong, well lerned in diners ſciences, that 
klouriſhed in his time: Juliꝰ Capitolin recoũteth of them 
as foloweth. Alexãder a greke, Tralion, Polion, Euticiꝰ, 
Anius Macrion, Canintus, Erodiaticus, Foꝛnius, Cor. 
neltus, Apoloniꝰ, Mius, Sextus Cheroncle, Junius Na 
ſticus, Claudi? Maximus, Cina Catulus, Claudius De- 
uerus and the renowmed Diogenitus paynter er the wel 
lerned lawyer Moluſtus Mecianus. Al theſe were in this 
emperours palays, and relident in his pꝛeſence: And vet 
foꝛ all that he had dyuers other wife perſons in Rome e 
abode in Italy. It was no meruaple to fem thole dais, 
the multitude of menne that f louryſhed in wyſedome. 
There was no father, but yt he had two ſonnes, he wold 
fette one of them to ſtudye, and the other accoꝛdynge to 
the Romayne lawe, ſhulde be fette to the warres. And pf 
this emperour wyſte of any wyſe yonge man, aboue all 
other he wolde fauour hym,

led as the Ipfe deſyꝛed. It was great pitie, fo: the fenase

Rome was ryght heup, and the fenate withdꝛewe them to 
the height of the capitoll dyuers dapes, And as the my⸗ 
ftes and wyndes cauſe the leaues to fall that were grene 
in ſommer, and the dedes of honour conſtreyne vs to koꝛ⸗ 
get the myſhappes of koztune, as a man of high lygnage 


aͤnd ok ſtronge courage, though that loꝛowe remapne in 
their hartes, and abyde locked therin, determynethe to 


clenſe the bꝛaunches of ſoꝛowes that is outwarde, fap- 
nynge toy and myꝛth outwardly kepyng the ſoꝛow with- 
in. Thus Marcus the emperour, as a man whole vyne 


kreleth and dyeth, wherin he had all his hope, contented 
bpm with that was lefte behynde. Yohan his dere lonne 


Verilſimus was deed, he ſent forthe prince Comode his 
onely enheritour, whiche (pth the chylde his brother was 
Deed, entred not into the Palays. And the emperour leing 
the pꝛoude and outragious porte of his ſonne Comode, 
bedewed his eien with falt water, remembꝛing the Hame 
of the one, and the dethe of the other. Che whiche percep- 
ued by Fauſtyne his mother, whiche loued hpm moſt en⸗

„Hough that the harte of this emperour was 
occupied with the dethe of hig chylde, yet foz 
all that he vepfed his vnderſtondyng to haue 
ck be prince his heire right well bꝛought vppe. 
oz certaynely pincis bene luche whan they 
come to mans eſtate, as they be bꝛoughte vp in their ten- 
der pouth. The father than knowynge the krayle inclina⸗ 
tions of his chylde, not coꝛreſpondent to the good gouer 
naunce of the empire, as a good emperour lente ouer all 
Italy foz the moft wyſeſt perſones in lernynge, the moſt 
famous of renowme, and the mooſte vertuous in dedes. 
And as in dyuers thynges the infamp is greatter in the 
vll doinge by malyce, than the faute of the trelpaſlour by 
weakenes: fo in dyuers other thynges, the cõmon voyce 
is moze than the ſecrete bertuel Foꝛ the whiche occalton 
after the allemblynge of thele wyle men, the emperour 
commaunded to erampne them, and to be inkoꝛmed of the 
bloudde of their pꝛedeceſlours, of the appoyntment in al 
their thinges, and of the treatie ol their bulines, and ol 
the credence amonge their neighbours, and of the pure- 
nes of their lyues, and grauitee of their perſons, and fi- 
nally of their ferences, what they coude doo, and this to 
be done in an ozder. The aſtrologiens in aſtronomie, the 
mulitiens in mufike the oꝛatours in their art of retorike: 
and fome in other ſciences. Ind this not in one day, but 
in many, and not onely by inkoꝛmatton ok other, but he 
wolde knowe hit by his owne propre experience. Thus 
they were all erampned, fo that there was none lekte be- 
hynde. And as fo2 perkyte knowlege of thynges, wherin 
we haue great affection, it behoueth t o haue trange aD.

emperour tommaunded to chofe out of dyuers a fewe, g 


ok the fewe the wyſelt, and of the wyſeſt the moſt expert, 
moſte worthy, and moſte auncient. And accoꝛdyng to the 
vii. artes lyberal there was aſſigned to euery lcience two 
maypſters: fo that the prince was one, and the mayſters 


titii, This renowme that the Emperour fente ouer all to 
haue mayſters fo2 his ſonne the pꝛince, cauled to come to 


hym mo wyle men from ſtraunge countreps, than ofthe 


marches and neybours of Rome. Che good emperour 
conſideringe that it was no reaſon that ſuche as came to 


his ſeruice ſhulde returne myſcontented, fome with top- 


ful woes, fome bpon certayn hope, and fome with gik⸗ 
tes and pꝛelentes were diſpatched, fo that they were all 


pleaſed . And if this doinge was renowmed by the repoꝛt 


of the wife men, it was no leſſe vertuous by ths wyldom 
and woꝛthynes of the emperour to lende them home foo 


well content. fo2 he fent them away as wel ſatisfied that 


were ouetrcom, as they were contẽted that ouercam them. 
Aud certaynly they had all reaſon, fo fome bare the fwete 
woꝛdes and latisfienge of the father: and fome aboode 


there charged with the enterpziſe of the lonne pet the 
good emperour not beinge contented with this, commas - 
ded that thefe mayſters ſhulde be lodged in his palays, g 


to eate in his piefence, and to accompany his perfone, to 


le if theyz lyke were conformable to their lcience, and pt 
their plelant ¢ well couched woꝛdes agreed in effect with 
their warkes. It was a meruaylous thynge to le the ſtu⸗ 


dye and thought that the emperour had to regarde them, 
as well in goynge as fedynge.

3 the month of Septembze, the. xi. day ther- 
w3 | | ao OF, in halowyng the feaſte of the Emperours 
0> natiuitie, in the lame boufe where as he was 
boꝛne, in the place of mounte Cellio, As a 
trewande and fole doth lyke hym felfe, and lemblably as 
he is accuſtomed to do: Then lyke as one dothe the fem- 
blable thynges and cuftomes, that he is wonte to do: foo 
the emperour fet moze his intention on wple mê, than his 
cies on foleg. He (awe. v. of them latte betynge the paue- 
ment with their feete, and avole from their places, clap- 
pinge their hondes, ſpeakynge lowde, and laughyng et- 
cedyngely, the whiche was no leſſe marked of the empre- 
rour than beholden. whan the keaſte was done, he called 
them alyde, and fapde: Frendes lette abyde with me the 
piticfull goddes, and lette the good dedes goo with vou. 
J haue choſen pou to thentent that foles Muld be conuer 
ted to wyle men, but J fe wple men become foles, Do pe 
not kno we that with the fyꝛe of myxture golde is dꝛaweẽ, 
and by the lyghtnes of foles wyſe men are poued? Cer- 
taynly the fpne golde dekendeth his qualites in the quyck 
kournayes: and lykewiſe the wyle man ſheweth his ber- 
tues amonge kooles. wote pe not that a foole can not be 
knowen amonge fooles, no? a wyſe manne amonge fage 
folke? Amongewyle men, the fole is made bꝛight, and a- 
monge foles wyle men do Myne. Do ye not knowe, what 
Mame it is to make diſciples of foles, mayſters of pain- 
ces e Know ye not that of the couragious vnderſtanding 
pꝛocedeth the compolition of the bodye the tefte of the 
perlon to be the temperance of the tonge⸗ what posen 
| it pou 
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it you to haue an experte tonge, a quicke memoꝛie a clere 
vnderſtondynge, great ſcience, pꝛotounde eloquence, oꝛ a 
ſwete ſtyle, xk with al thele graces ye haue a wycked twil? 
Wherkoꝛe wyl wyſe men haue their woꝛdes fo diſtincte æ 
moderate, if their woꝛkes be lyght! Ind to thentent that 
tit ſhoulde not ſeme to pou that J ſpeake of pleaſure, Jl 
wyll bꝛynge to you an antike lawe ol Rome / In the. vi. 
table of the lawes of our fathers was witten thele two- 
des: We commaunde that a moze greuous chaſtyſement 
be gyuen to the wyle man koꝛ a lyghte dede done openly, 
than to a ſecrete murderer. O iuſt lawe and iuſt men that 
oꝛdeyned it. Foz the lymple labourer Cleeth but one with 
his knyke in his angre, but he p is wyſe lleeth many with 
the euyll example of his lyuynge. Curiouſ ly J haue re- 


garded, that Rome begynneth to declyne, whã our ſenate 


faplleth of meke and wyſe ſenatours, and multyplyeth 
with wife ſerpẽtines. The holy ſenate was adozned with 
olde prudent perſons: And not without teares, J {ape at 
this houre it is full of tanglers and lyers. Aunciently in 
the ſcoles of Grece was taught only woꝛdes, leauynge 
the werkes: and than in Rome was taught to do werkes 
and leaue woꝛzdes. But nowe it is contrarye, for nowe in 
grece the lyers and tanglers are banyſhed, and hath fent 
them to Rome: and Rome bathe banylſhed and fente the 
good wyſe men in to Grece: and in this maner J delyꝛe 
rather to be banyſhed into Grece with wp fe men, than to 
aàbyde in Rome with kooles. To the pꝛayſe of a good ma 
(J tweare to you my frendes) that whyles J was ponge, 

J lawe in the ſenate the philolopher Criſippus (bꝛought 
bp with good Traian) ſpeake oftentymes : and he was 
fo ſwete in his wordes, that many tymes he was harde 
more than. ui. houres togyther: and he neuer ſpake word 
but it was of eternall memozie. And W e uer he wee 
| ili. out 
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out of the fenate, I neuer fa hym do dede wherby he de 
bone haue greuous peyn. Certainly it was a meruat 
lous thinge tole c here the eſtimation of his eloquence, 
the infame of his perfon. All Rome was abathed of his 
high eloquence: and al Rome and Italy were ſclandered 
with his wycked werkes. The pꝛolperite of Rome dured 
CCC. pere. And fo longe Rome was Rome as it had fim 
plicite in wo2des, and grauitie in wozkes. One thynge 
I Hal Hew pou, which is great confulton to them alpue, 
and great admyꝛation of them that be Deed, that of al the 
ancient men J neuer redde a lyght word that they ſpake, 
noꝛ an yuell dede that they dpd, What thynge was fene 
than in that gloꝛious woꝛld, but to reioyce info glorious 
wyle men? Ind now at this dape the wolde is fo coꝛrup⸗ 
ted, bycaule there is fo many pong coꝛrupt, ſurely J haue 
greatter enuie of their dedes than of out wzitynges. 

Their fewe woꝛdes and good werkes haue lefte vs eram 
ple of great admyꝛation. And the wyle men of this tyme 
teache bs openly, and wite vs lecretely doctrines of par- 
dicion. Than by this that J haue ſayde, and by other er- 
amples that I Hall fap, pe mape knowe, what J meane. 
Whan the realme of Acape ſubmytted his perpllous Yor 
nes and his poude heed to the {wete obeylance of the em- 
pire, they dꝛewe theym to the condicion that they wolde 
haue bene the hooſtes of the garnyſons ok all Xipe, and 
not dilciples of the oꝛatours of Rome. At a ſeaſon there 
was in Rome a great loꝛde ambaſſadour of Acape, tem- 
perate in woꝛdes, and honeſte of lyuynge, with a whyte 
Heed: He was enquired of the ſenate, why he was fo cruel 
to leade into his countrey foꝛ men of warre poore and co- 
uetous ſquires, and legue wyſe men of great harte. We 
aunſwered with fuch loue as he had to his countrey, and 
with ſuche grauitie as longed to luche a perfon, and — 
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with luche hardynelle as his office required. O fathers 
conlcriptes, O happp people, It is. ii. dapes (pth J eate 
i| anp thynge, and. ii. dapes ſythe Il lept, curlynge the fa- 
tall deſtenies of fortune, that hath brought me into Ita⸗ 
lv, and ſyghynge vnto the goddis that kepeth me in this 
| Ipfe, bycauſe my ſpirite is betwene the harde anuelde a 


the impoꝛtunate hammer, where as J feall is barde as 


the anuelde, wheron the hammer often ſtrykethe. The 
thynge mote peryllous amonge all perplles is to make 
electton, pe conſtrayne me to chofe, and myne vnderſton⸗ 
dynge can not attapne therto: and the goddes doo not 
| Wewe me what J haue to chuſe. Ik J leade garpfons 
ok menne of armes, it Hall be very nopfulle to the fami- 
lies: yt I bꝛynge aduocates, it Hall be peryllous £o? the 
common welth. Soꝛowfull that J am, what wall J do? 

and heuy and vnhappye realme, that abydeth foz theym, 
and pe cruell that commaundeth them. Than lythe it is 
thus, J determpne me to leave them that Wall waſte our 


goodes, and ſpende them, rather than they that ſhoulde 


coꝛrupte and bꝛeake our cuftomes:. Foꝛ a legion and an 
army by neceſſitie may put to affliction and loꝛowe only 
a people: But an oꝛatour oꝛ an aduocate by his malyce 
map coꝛrupt a hole realme, Than {apd the emperour to 
thele wyle men: Frendes howe greatte is the credence of 
ignoꝛant people and loffe of lerned men ¢ voherfore ſhuld 
they of Acape rather gyue meate to pooie ſowdiars men 
ok armes than to haue for their neyghbours oꝛatours & 
byle ſpeakyng aduocates : So whan this communica- 
tion of the emperour was ended, the. v. greatte mayſters 
went awap with greatte ſhame, and the. ix. other taryed 
with great feare. In al this whyle it palled not two mo- 
nethes after, that the prince Comode was come feom his 
noꝛces, where as he had lerned the doctrine of fi uckyn se 

| P o : 
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of bꝛeſtes. Alſo he was but of tender age, and not ol gret 
delicate vnderſtonding. This prince Comode was bome | 
in Rome on the mount Cellio, and nouriſhed at the gate 
of Hoſtie. He was moze welbeloued of Fauſtina his mo⸗ 
ther, the hated of Marcus Aurelius his father, And to 
ſpeake with all due honour amonge thepm, the mother 
belde her foz certayne to be the chyldes mother: and the 
chylde accoꝛdynge to his cuſtomes was moche ipke his 
mother: and the father was in Doubte, whether he were 
his ſonne, bycauſe he reſembled but lyttell in vertues to | 
the father, | 


¶ Howe the emperour reaſoned with the mayſters 
that ſhulde lerne his ſonne. Ca. viii. 


[ theſe matters beinge paſte, the good em- 
À Wperour fo2 to eſteme the thynge that he had 
2 done, and to puruey koꝛthat he had to do, he 
Ecaalled afpde the nyne wyſe men and layde to 
them. There is great fame in Rome of that 
4 haue done in thempire to do ſuche dilygence as to dil⸗ 


ſuche to paſſe as ſhulde be admytted to ſtrayte amities. 
Neu amities is werp in thꝛe dayes and euer haue J fene 
it, and poued it by experience, that rendes lyghtly tabe, ! 
are. 
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are lyghtly lekte agayne⸗ J chaunced in cumpanye of an 
auncient Romapne, whiche was all whyte foz aege: and 
bycauſe he merited it, called hym father, and he foꝛ loue 
and nurture called me ſonne: the whiche in cafe ol aduen 
ture enquered many thynges of me, but J wolde make 
hpm none anl were. Than he ſayde thole woꝛdes to me: 
Son beholde, in the g geh do beet it is witten, that 
the frend in all thynges frutteth to his frende firt regar⸗ 
dyng who is his frend urely this councel was good. 
The curious man ok armes (ik he wyl bye a hozſe) fyꝛſt he 
wyll fe hym renne and allayed, 02 he ſpeake of the fale of 
bpm: ik he pleale hym not, thoughe he myght haue hym 


| foraleffe price, he wyll not haue hym: pt he pleaſe bom, 


what lo euer the pꝛice is fet, he wyll not leaue hym. Than 
it is a lefull thynge, that the beate be erampned and kelte 
er he be had into the table, In lyke wile a man ſhulde be 
eramyned er he be reteyued in to the boule. And yr the 
hoꝛle that eateth but hey, ſtrawe and otes, be lefte foꝛ one 
pil tache, moche moze the frende, whiche is the inteſtyne 
of the harte, and oughte to kepe our ſecretes and affecti⸗ 
ons, foꝛ dyuers fautes ought not to be receyued in to the 
fame. There was a philofopher named Ariſpo, the kirſte 
that was in the tyme ol Silla and Marius, who layde, 
that frendes ought to be lyke good hoꝛſes: That is to fap 
that they ought to haue a lyttell heed by humble conuer⸗ 
lation: quicke of herynge, to the entent that they be redy 
whan they are called:a fofte mouth, to thende that their

their fete fure to perceuer in amitie: a bape colour fo2 his 

good renoume: And finally the hors retourneth, that is 

the manuall frende: and therto is toyned thefe woꝛdes:

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mave go where as any fatall deſtenyes tourneth the bꝛi⸗ 


dell and reyne of fortune, The goddes vnderſtande me, 


though that men can not atteyne therto 02 compꝛiſe it. Re⸗ 
tournynge than to the purpoſe, J wyll ye knowe, bicauſe 
J haue taken pou foz frendes, not to putte you awape at 
length, and though that cherytrees pꝛoduceth their klou⸗

Ok trouth it is 
not ſo of true frendes, As the lyes of wynes cauſeth dꝛõ⸗ 
kardes to vomyt in the tauernes lyke wife aduerſitte dꝛi⸗ 
ucth away faynt frendeg out of the houte, bycaule the ler 
uice is not acceptable, without the wyll be kno wen of him 
that dothe it. Than holde you ſure ot my contentation, 
(pth that J haue it of your warkes . J come nowe to the 


effecte of our pourpole. I haue taken you fo? to be may 


ſters of this chylde: and regarde that J haue taken you 
ewe amonge many, to thende that my Tonne buld be nos 
ted amonge kewe. His nurſes at the gate of Hoſtie haue 
gyuen bym two peres ſucke of their mylke, and his mo- 
ther Fauſtyne bath gyuen hym other two peres to (porte 
bym in the Palays. And J lyke a good father wyll gyue 
bym. xx. pereg of chaſtiſeinent. It loz dilpleaſeth Fauz 
ſtyne his mother to leaue hym fo fone, and J am ſoꝛy that 
A toke bpm fo late.

wherwith his memoꝛie hall neuer periſhe. Il his pouthe 


knew the weke and kaynt flee that J haue gyuen bpm, 
and that his dulle vnderſtandynge maye reache to the 
Wwifedome that ye may gyue bpm, he wolde calle vou fa- 


Í thers, and me an yl ſtepkather. And though he lay not fo, 
pet J conkeſſe it, that is, that the naturall fathers of the 


kleſhe ave ſteplathers of noblenes, ſythe that we gyue the 
naturalitie of them lubiecte to fo many mutabilities, and 
bonde and captiue tofo manp miſeries. Foz certayne pe 
(hall be iuſte fathers to hym, yk as nowe pecan enhable 
his kleſſhe in good cuſtommes, and to bꝛynge his budet- 
ſtandynge to be occupied with high ſciences. And ps te- 
pute it not ſmalle, that I commptte to pour charge and 
arbytrement, that thynge whiche pꝛincis ought moſte to 
regarde, that is, to {eto whom they commytte the nouri- 
ſhynge of their chylderne. To be mayſters of pꝛincis in 


erthe is to haue the offyce of goddis that bene in heuen. 
Foz they gouern him that hath cure to gouerne vs: They 


endoctryne hpm that ſhoulde teache vs, they Wewe vnto 


| hym, that ought to ſhewe vs: Chaſtiſe hym that oughte 


to chaſttle vs:and kynally they commaunde one, the whi- 
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che akterwarde alone mape. commaunde all the wonde, 
What wyll ye that J hall ſay moze? Foꝛ certayn he that 
bathe the charge of a pince, is the gouernall of the hyp, 
The ſtanderde of an army, the gouernance of people, the 
guyde of wapes, the ſhelde of kynges, the treaſour of al, 
bycauſe they haue amonge theyꝛ handes hym that after- 
warde ought to gouerne all the wolde. And furthermore 
to the entent that ye haue hym in moze eſtimation, J wyl 
tell vou, that in gyuynge my ſonne vnto you, J do gyue 
vou moze than if J had gyuen vou a realme, The pure 
ct clene lyuyng of the lonne aliue, is the gloꝛious kame of 
his father that is deade, Foꝛ of hym, that the ſonne tru- 
ſtethe in his lyfe, dependethe the reno wme of the father 
that is deade, Thus haue pe hadde the goddis atte 
wylle, and the bꝛyttell deſtenies of fortune happy to you, 
as vnto this houre pe haue not watched with chyldꝛen of 
ſtraungers. Fro hensfoꝛth wake ye with the prince, whi- 
che is the profite of al other. And take good hede my krẽ⸗ 
des, that there is greatter difference in bꝛingynge vp of 
pincis chyldzen, than to teache ponge bopes of the com⸗ 
mon people. The moſte parte of them, that come to ſco⸗ 
les come foꝛ to lerne to ſpeake: but J delyuer not inp fon 
Comode to vou to lerne hym to ſpeke many woꝛdes, but 
fo? to fette him in the wape to do good dedes. The gloꝛie 
of folyſhe fathers is to fe their chyldꝛen vainquiſhe other 
in diſputyng: but my gloꝛie and top is to fe my ſonne fur- 
mount other in vertue: bycaule the glozte of the Grekes 
was to ſpeake moche and to do lyttell, And the glozie ol 
the Romaynes was to do moche and to ſpeake but lytell.

naturall countrepe, Ind of the ſolace and reſte of Rome, 


whiche is my ſubiect: DE the gouernance of Italy, whi⸗ 
che is your countteye: and aboue al thynges of the peace 
and tranquillitie of out common welth. Than he that is 
put in truſte with (uche adminiſtration of other bath no 
cauſe to ſlepe. Nowe lette vs come to moꝛe particular 
thynges· Regatde as nowe, what thynge is mooſte con- 
uenable foꝛ my ſonne, whiche as à yonge colte wolde goo 
play in the grene medowes, and noyſome Wall be theke- 
per to bpm, ta thynge paynfull to kepe hym therfro. The 
kirſt thynge, wherof J pꝛay you, is to gyue hpm a ſtronge 
bꝛidel and a arpe bytte, to thentent that he be well mou- 


thed, fo that none take hym with Ipes. The greatteſt kaut

that can be in men of honeſtie is to {pare the trouthe, and 
not to be vetitable: And the greatteſte bilanpe in a bu- 
apne is to be gyuen in largeſte of Ipes/. Sette good oꝛ⸗ 
det bppon bym . Take hede to his handes, to the entente 
chat he accuftome hym not to demaunde to play at the ta- 
bles and dyce with ſuche as be loſte and noughte. 

The greatteſt token that à pꝛince woll loſe and diſtroye 
the empire, is whan in his ponge age he is knowen to be 
vicious in play. The plàye is luche a vice, that who ſoo 
euer it byteth, it is lie the bytynge of a madde dogge, 
the whiche rage endureth bunto dethe. J recommende to 
vou my chyld, though he be ponge make hym ſad and mo 
derate. Certapnlp it is not ſo great a glowe vnto a pꝛince 
E. iti. to 
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to haue the crowne on his heed noꝛ a chayn of gold about 
his ſhulders, noz the ſcepter in his hande, no; the greate 
company and garde that hehath about hym, as to Mewe 
ladneſſe from his youthe . The open honeſtie ſupplieth 
many fautes and debilitieg Spare not fo caſte on hym a 
ſtronge chayne, and to tye hym fatte that he go not to de- 
iptes and vanyties. Foꝛ an effeminate perfon neuer hath 
fpirite to any hye o2 noble dedeg, I am greately ſatis tied 
with that the techer of Nero aydſto his dilciple: Though 
J wyt that god wolde pardone me, and that men knewe 
no myſſe of me, foꝛ the bilanye of the kleſhe, J wolde not 
ſynne in the f leſhe. Surelp they were good woꝛdes, and 
pil boꝛne away of Nero. Let not pet go the reyne. Foꝛ it 
he ſe the ponge mares he wyl neygh oz bray yt he ſe tyme. 
The vyce of the flelſhe in all tymes, in all ages, and in 
al eſtates holdeth his feafon oꝛ courte, it it paſſe not in the 
grene age of chyldehoode, caſtynge out the reyne of rea- 
fon, & ſtryken with the ſpurres of the kleſhe and blowing 
with the trompe of ſenſualitie: Takyng the bꝛidell in the 
tethe with a furious will, rennynge thꝛough mountayns 
and woddes after the mare: In leauynge her goinge but 
foftely, and in the ouertakynge moche leſſe. And than af- 
ter ward being therin delyberat, ö body remayneth impo⸗ 
tent, the vnderſtandynge acloyed and blynded the realon 
troubled the good name loſt, and pet neuertheles at the 
laſte the f leſhe remayneth fleſhe. What remedy for thig: 
I kynde none other but that a great quycke tyꝛe couered 
and laden with erth dieth. And whan the vicious man is 
layde in his graue, he maketh an ende and may neuer coꝛ⸗ 
recte bpm lelfe. Woherkoꝛe J aduyſe you to gyue no place 
to this ponge chylde to be bicious. And in the chaſtiſinge 
of hym, gyue no reſpyte, thoughe he be ponge, and my 
child, and well loued and chetylhed with * 
To) ali oug 
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though he be the only heire of thempire. With chyldꝛen ol 
a ſtranger crueltie is tiranny, but with a mans own child 


pite is the occalion of his lofie in time to come, It is iye-

bed bs by trees, how we ought to noꝛiſhe our childzẽ. DE 
trouth the cheſtain trees bꝛynge foꝛth the loft fwete chet- 
nutte out of the ſharpe pricking c hard bul ke. And on the 
nut trees amonge the lwete lofte leafes, is nouriſhed the 
harde nutte. Applieng this to our purpole, we haue ſene 
a pytetul father, bꝛinge foꝛthe a cruell fon, and a cruel fa- 
ther a piteful lonne. He that was lerned amonge al other 
lerned, and renoumed among al other renoumed, Lygur 
| gus king of the Lacedemontens, in giuing his lawes in 
his realme, J remembꝛe to haue red therin thele woꝛdes:

to be foꝛgiuen to very ponge chyldꝛen. In good foth thele 
were good woꝛdes ſpoken of ſuche a perfone, and ſemeth 
reaſone . Foꝛ it is reaſon that the hoꝛs that bathe rounne 
| and paled his courle of cariage, ſhoulde refte hom: And 
who that bath paſled rightouſely, it is Juſtice that he be 
ſuffered in cete. And the chylde that wyll paffe realon, 
) ought to be reformed, Cauſe bpm to be always occupied 
in vertuous actes. Foꝛ tf the vnderſtondynge be dulled, 
and the bodye llouthfull in ſuche aege, with great diffi- 
cultie wylle they dꝛawe to thynges that be ſtraunge to 
their delectations, bycauſe that the lyghteneſle is in the 
heed, and realon vnder the epes. His pouthe wylle de- 
ma unde vou fome recreation, whiche ye Mall conſyder, fo 
it be not often no? to ſeldome. Fyꝛſte that it be by reaſon: 
| Secondely that they be taken in noble exercyſes. Cake 
| bede, foz J gyue not my fonne buto pou, that ye hulde 
gyue hpm recreation, but onely foz to teache e

C. diſciples.lxxxx.cometh fozthe without doctryne, for pe) 
their mayſters watt two houres of doctrine with the, they 
lefe with the. rr. houres in mockery, Ind therot it is that 
of the ſmal grauitie of the mayſter, ſpꝛingeth great bold⸗

with many leſſons. My tonne ſeinge you dꝛawe to ver⸗ 
tues, wyll dꝛawe to the ſame, if he fe you ſtudie, he wylle 
Rudy ik he ſe you pealible, he wyll be ſtyll: he ſeinge pou 
temperate in fedinge, wyll eate but lytel: feing pou ſham⸗ 
kaſte, be wyll feare you, ſeinge you reſtetull he wyll reſte, 
and pË ye do contrarie, he wyll do contrarye. This ſurely 


is true, foꝛ the auncient men onely with the euill that they 
le, eyther do they coꝛrupte their bodies, oz ſclaunder their 
owne iugementes, as chyldꝛen do, that can fap nothynge 
but that they here, noꝛ do nothyng but that they fe! J wp 


allo that the punce mp ſonne lerne the. vii. artes Iyberall. 
Foz I haue taken many of you, to thentent that ye ſhulde 


teache bym moche. And yt at thelat we ſhulde be loꝛow⸗ 


full, bycauſe he hath not lerned all, we ſhall not be toze ik 


he knowe moche, no: thynke his tyme pli ſpent noꝛ be be- 
gyled, in laying, that he knoweth inough ok that lo poge

à chylde ſhulde haue to gouerne and rule thempite, A ve⸗ 


ry philolopher after the lawe of lygnage oughte to haue 
ſpeche at place and tyme conuenient, to yght in the felde, | 
and to ſpeake in the ſenate. If my owne temembꝛance be⸗ 


ale me not amonge mpn antiquities J haue bought a 
ſtone out ol Grece, the which ythagoꝛas a 
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helde at the gates of his ſchole, wherin was witten with 


his olone handes thele woꝛdes: e that knoweth not that 


he ought to know ig a bʒute beaſt amonge men: He that 
knoweth no moze than he hath nede ol, is a man gmonge 
bute beaſtes: He that knoweth all that may be bnowen, 
ig a god amonge men D moſte high woꝛdes, Glozious 
is the bande that wote them, the which not at the gates, 
as they were than, ought to be witten, but within mens 
bꝛeſtis they ought to be paynted and grauen. Our fore- 


|. fathers toke the laſte lentence ok this philolopher, and 


the kirſte rebuke abydeth to vs their latt chyldꝛen. Foz cer 
tayne amonge the Grekes and Lacedemomens was at- 
tayned as moche fame by their philolophers and conque⸗ 
ſtes, as by their wzitinges, which they haue lefte vs. And 


dur foꝛmer emperours gatte no leſle loue in their empire 


by their profounde eloquence, then they feared all the 
woꝛlde by their noble triumphes. Fo: a profe wherof be- 
holde Julius Cefar, whiche beinge in the myddeil of his 
tampe, with his lylte bande wolde holde his ſpeare, and 
his penne in his ryght bande. Ne he neuer lekte ol his at- 
mour but foꝛthewith he toke his bokes. We mult not lay 


erxcuſes, ſayinge with them that be ignoꝛante, that the ly⸗ 


berall artes are to hye, and the tyme that we haue verye 
ſhoꝛte. Foꝛ certayne the diligence of men in tymes patte, 
repꝛoueth our l louth at this day. One thyng J do ſe, that 
un a ſhoꝛte whyle we lerne al pll, but in alonge ſeaſon we 
can not lerne goodneſſe Wyll ye le, what is our fortunes 
and deſtenies, and in what thought the goddes doo kepe 
vs, that foꝛ to do one good Dede we lacke tyme, and fo2 to 
do many ſhꝛewde tournes we haue to moche tyme. J wyll 
fap no moze, but that 3 wolde my chylde hulde be nouri- 
thed in luche wiſe, that he ſhoulde lerne the feare of god, 
the ſcience of philofophers, the vertues of aunctent Ro- 
F mayns. 
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mapus, the quietnes of you his mayſters, and the good- 
neſſe of all them that be good, as he hath taken of me to 
be the beire of the empire. J pꝛoteſt to the immortal god- 
dis, to whom J truſt foz to go: and pꝛoteſt to the high ca- 
pitoll, where my bones ſhall be bꝛent, that neyther Rome 
now in my ipfe, no? the heuens in tyme to com fhal curfe 
inc after my dethe, pf by yll lyuynge my fonne Muld lefe 
the common welth, il by your (mall chaſtilement ye thal 
be caufe of the lolle of the empire. 


¶ How themperour Marcus nouriſhed the pꝛin⸗ 
celles his doughters. Cap. x. 


Arcus Aurelius emperour hadde but two 
ſonnes, that is to wytte the pꝛince Comode 
and Uertlime: He hadde foure doughters 
z e | by Fauſtyne his wyfe legittimate , and hei⸗ 
Ares of thempire. This emperour was exce⸗ 
dynge diligent fo2 to nouryſhe his donghters. As foone 
IS UW of them were boꝛne, forthwith they were putte to 
nurſe into fome ferme withoute Rome: He wolde neuer 
ſuffre any of his childꝛẽ, ſonnes no: doughters, to be no⸗ 
ryſſhed within the walles of Rome: 3202 contente that 
they hulde ſucke the bꝛeſtes of delycate women He ha⸗ 
ted delicate and gay nurles: and they that were laboꝛous 
homely and hollome he loued e to them and none other 
he betoke his childꝛen to nouriſhe, and he wolde neuer a⸗ 

gree, that they ſhoulde be brought home to his boufe. 
He was wont to ſaye in his ſpoꝛtynge: J haue more az 
doo to content thele nouriſles, than to mary my dough- 
ters. Homer ſheweth, that in Grece there died Arthemio 
that was kynge of Argiue,withoute any fonne to inhe⸗ 
vite: and the nurſe that hadde nouriſſhed hom, mee 
er 
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her myght demaunded the realme fora fon of hers , whi- 
che hadde ſucked of the lame mplke that the ſayde kynge 
had done, allegynge, that ſyth they were both nouriſhed 
togyder, 4 fucked one mylke, that they both ſhulde enhe⸗ 
tite one realme. Thus laid Homer, to repꝛoue the nourp⸗ 
ces ok Grece, whiche toke moze pꝛeſumption foz nouryl⸗ 
hinge of pꝛincis, than quenes dpd in bearynge of them. 
Therkoꝛe this noble Marcus Aurelius emperour wolde 
not that his doughters alonely ſhoulde ſucke groſſe and 
rude myltze, but he wolde not agree, that any reuerence 
| bonour oz ſeruice ſhulde be done onto them, as it belon- 
geth to the chyldꝛen of fo high pꝛincis to be done, and as 
the cuſtome is to be Doone. On a day as the layde empe⸗ 
kour was at ſupper a fole named Galyndo, at whofe woz 

des the emperour often toke pleaſure, ſayd: Spꝛ veſter⸗ 
| Daye I came fro Salon and fro the gate of Hottie, and 
there J ſawe the emperours chyldꝛen go lyke labourers, 
| and J ſehere in thy bous labourers chyldzen go lyke em⸗ 
perours: Telle me, why do ye diſſimule as a wyle man, 
| fœ I that am but a foole vnderſtondeth hit not. The 
emperour aun wered: O Galyndo, bycauſe that pet at 
this tyme Nome is not Rome, all thoughe thoꝛoughe 
all the wozlde hit be renowmed Rome. In my felfe J 
kynde karre moze aſſuraunce, that my childꝛen begyn lyke 
pooꝛe labourers, and ende as ryche emperours, thanne 
to begynne as ryche emperours, and ende as pooꝛe ſqui⸗ 
ers. Doeſt thou not know why Italy is nowe loſt⸗ They 
wolde haue their childꝛen to be wantonly and delicately 
noutyſſhed, and luffre theym not to lyue in trauaplle, 
aͤnd to leaue thew heires pooꝛe and nedye, and them felfe 
do ende in greatte peryll. This anlwere was fo excellent 
in kame that it was euer taken foz a pꝛouerbe in Nome. 
Whan this emperours doughters were twoo pere olde, 
| fii, incon⸗ 
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incontinent he pꝛouided women and mayſtreſſes foꝛ to tez 
che theym. Sertus en een, that he ſerched a⸗ 
monge the ancient matrones of Rome, whiche were clea⸗ 
neſt ol ipfe, mooſte eſtemed of good kame, of nobleſſe of 
bloudde, of fadde Witte, and that had ben mooſte vſed in 
bꝛingyng vp of pꝛincis chyldꝛen. This emperour was fo 
thoughtkull in the oꝛderyvnge and teachynge of his chil- 
dꝛen, that he wolde haue no woman, but pk fhe were ok. l. 
peres of age at the leaſte, and. x.yere a wydowe, and that 
ſhe had nouriſhed a. C. chyldꝛen doughters of ſenatours: 
Imagining that He that had medled in fo many thyngis 
of other mens, ſhulde not be ignoꝛaut in her owne, After 
that he hadde pꝛouyded thele mayſtreſſes, he cauſed his 
doughters to be brought to their howſes, and there gaue 
thé their charge. And from the byꝛth ol any of his dough⸗ 
ters he wold neuer conſent, that they Muld come in to his 
palays, tyll they huld haue huf bandes. It chanced that 
Fauſtine the empꝛeſſe chylded a doughter, and the beinge 
certified, that it was like her and very faire, moued with 
a ſofte berte of womanheed, and with a motherly herte, 
prayed themperour, that the ſayd chylde myght be nouri- 
{hed in her prefence, fith euery man ſayde the chylde was 
ſo fayꝛe and fo lyke vnto them. The emperour anſwered 
and ſapd: Fauſtyne foz thoſe thynges that all other haue 
layde to you, dothe it beſeme pou to demande this of mer 
But I that haue red in this cafe, and in other cafes haue 
fene, in no maner ought to condiſcende therto. Do pou 
not knowe, that the tyme that the doughter is nouryſhed 
in the houſe the father is charged with thought the mo- 
ther with wanton klatterynges, enuy in the bꝛethern bold 
nes in the doughter, and foly in the nouryce . wold wite 
of pou, ifthe were nourilſhed in the houle, what profpt- 
teth it ik her mayſtres teache her laddeneſſe and . 
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with her woꝛdes, and we entice her to lewdnes with our 
| woꝛkes 07 dedes : what profpteth tt, if the doughter de- 
ſerue chaſtiſement, that the mother flatter and make her 
| wanton 7 Mone reaſon it were, that your doughter ſhuld 
kolowe the good doinges of you that are her mother, tha 
the woꝛdes of the ſtraunge wydo we that is her mayſtres. 
Parke well Fauſtyne, ik ye oughte to reioyce at her chyl⸗ 
| difhe toys. Remebꝛe that the plelure ol pong chyldꝛen, is 
but chyldyſhe and trykles / But il pou nouryſhe them not 
well, as the plealures were iopful whan they were yonge, 
) fo whan they be olde to refreyne them Hal be greatter di- 
ſplealure. Cherfore if vou be vertuous, withdꝛawe their 
iapynge trifles as nowe, fo: them that hal be vertuous. 
J wyll tell you one thynge. J wold rather my doughters 
in myn ablence Hulde be diſciples to vertues, than to be 
mapſtreſſes in lewdeneſſe. Ind lythe it is fo, J do delpre 
vou, require it not of me. And J delire pou that it be not 
fo, I am impoꝛtune on pou, that pe be not impoztunate 
on me. J pꝛay vou that you pray not me. D2 elles J com 
maunde pou that vou demaunde it no more ot me. 
This harde aunſ were of the father ceafled the impoꝛtu⸗ 
nitie and pitietulle requeſte of the mother. Thus fau- 
ſtine all fearekull, ſeinge the father within the walles of 
Rome, durſte not go le her doughter without, but as pꝛi⸗ 
uely as ſhe myght. 


¶ Howe Marcus themperour dpd chole and pꝛo⸗ 
ucd his ſonnes in lawe. Cap. xi. 


ke wife as Marcus Bur. the emperour fur- 
mounted in vertues al motal men that died, 
oꝛ certayne in marienge of his doughters he 
(emed to be kin to the goddis p euer lyue: a by 
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the grace and gyfte of god, oz by his fortune, he was ag 
happy in vertuous ſonnes in lawe, as greately fortunate 
ol dyſhoneſte doughters. After the dethe of the good olde 
man, with the lmalle thoughte of the prince his lonne in 
his gouernance and vngoodly fame of his doughte rs in 
their lyuing, it lemed to haue made an ende of the glori- 
ous memoꝛie of the father, but if it were bp the fouerapne 
goodnes of his ſonnes in latwe, that he had choſe by his 
lyfe tyme. It is dayly fene, that the loſſe of the father by 
euyll childerne, is wonne by vertuous lonnes in lawe. 
Than Marcus Aurelius conſideryng hulbandes for his 
doughters, toke not of dyuers that the vanitie ok the 
woꝛlde offered hym: but of a fewe that of many folkes 
were eſtemed to be ol good behauour, and that to his fe- 
mynge were fuche in Dede: and as in mariages all the er- 
tours to couete goodes that be in the purle, and not to 
erampne the perlone that is brought to the houle t Bere- 
gardynge this, maried not his doughters to range kin- 
ges, but to naturall boꝛne ſenatours: and not to ſuch as 
difcended fro hygh lygnage, as were the Scipions fa- 
bzicions, and Tozquates: but to ſuch that with their ver 
tues repled newely good lygnages: Noꝛ he maried them 
not to ſuche as were pꝛeſumptuous of the pꝛowes and 
dedes of their pꝛedeceſlours: but to them that reſplendy⸗ 
ſhed by the dedes of their owne perſons . Mor of trouthe 
he chofe none that were very ryche, but luche as were ver 
tuous:noꝛ ſuche as were ſoone moued, but ſuch as were 
quiete: not to the high mynded, but to the moderate that 
were no boſters, but ſhamefaſt, no bablers, but ſmal fpe- 
kers : no quarellers, but ſuffrers: not to pꝛeſumptuous, 
but to them that were meke: not to haſty men, but to the 
that were pacient: not to them that were eſtemed among 
the commons, but vnto them that deferucd e 
| | wple 
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wyle men. In this maner he truſted no perſon koꝛ he ma⸗ 
ried not his doughter to ſuche as were pꝛayſed a farre ot: 
but to them that of long tyme had ben pꝛoued nerehand. 
In good faythe herein his realon was good. Jo in the 
thynge that toucheth a mannes honour, he that is wyle 
ought not to truſt in the onely inkoꝛmatton of ſtrangers: 


Nor be is not wwple, that is fo hardy to do all thynges tp 
his owne lempuge and opinion. And he is but a fpmple 
perlone, that wyll do all thyng after the opinion of tran- 
gers. And in thele poyntes the emperour Marcus had a 
good relſpecte to kepe them: In walkynge good tet: In 
ſpeakynge great eloquence: in eatyng good temperance: 
In aunl werynge greate ſubtiltie: In his lentences and 
Determinations great grauitie. And therfore in this cafe 
ot mariage he was ful of grauite tyl he was therin detet- 
mined. And this only came not of hym, but of other, wha 
they came to pray hym. It befell that in a keaſt of the god 
Janus the emperour goynge to the campe of Mars Vp- 
pon a luſty hoxe fyers and f lyngynge, he mette fo rudely 
with a trũpettour, that courſed as a knyght vpon a hoꝛs 
that with the ſtroke of metyng the trumpetour was over 
thꝛowen with his hozte, lo that he was llayne, and them- 
petours hors legge bꝛoken, and his one kote hurte, and 
his arme out of ioynt. So greately encreaſed his burte, 
chat he was in perylle, Italye in heupnes and all Rome 
was in doubte of his tpfe. And bycauſe a fewe days afore 
that he had communication of a mariage fo2 his thyꝛde 
doughter, named Matrina foꝛ the determination that he 
qhulde haue made the fame day, greate fuite was made to 
hym. But he koꝛ the great peyn of his arme, and the blud 
that was congeled in his bodye, and the anguyſche that 
was at his harte, as forthe demaunde that was offered 
hym, he deferred the aunſ were tyll an nother daye. i 
whiche 
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whiche Daye commen, in open prelence he ſayde in this 
manier. nanem act A 


¶ What the emperour Marcus ſayde to the fa- 
ther of a ponge man that wolde marye 
one of his doughters. Cap. xii. 


Ftentimes J haue ſene in other and haue pꝛo⸗ 
ued by experience, that the ſmalle conſidera⸗ 

tion paled and the gret acceleration in buſy⸗ 
A nefes nowe pꝛelent, maketh great inconueni⸗ 
ences in tyme to come, onles that at that point 
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the thynge be commptted to the vertue ol fome wple per⸗ 


lone, rather than to his owne fole opinion / Neuer the les 
in the cale of mariage though the father be tife yet with⸗ 
out the opinion of an other, he ought not to determyn him 
lyghtly, for enuious foꝛtune, though the ſhewe her felfe | 
ſomwhat frowarde in all thinges vet in this cafe of maz 
riage Me duerthꝛoweth moze than in al the other / e that 
wyll ſpeake of mariage, ought to entre into his owne fe- 
cretenes, and to thinke profoundly theron, as ok a thinge 
that all his welth Ipeth in, his credente, his lyke, his hoz 
nour his good fame, the reſte of his owne perlone and 
his flefhe, whiche is his chylde! Jam of opinion / that ik 
all tuple men were molten in a kournayes, they conde not 
gyue one good counſell to make a mariage. And wold. ye 
that J, whiche am fimple ſhulde do it lightly by my ſelk⸗ 
Truely therin behoueth type and fad counlell. Foz ones 
fallen in to the peril therof none may haue remedy with⸗ 
out greatter perylle. The renowmed Marcus Potius, | 
whole lyuynge was a myꝛrour in his days, and his woꝛ⸗ 
des and councels remayne foraremembrance ſapd open⸗ 
ly in the lenate: O noble kathers and happy people by the 
decrees 


den vpon eche of thefe thynge 
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decrees openly proclaimed in places accuftomed, I know 
that in a counlel and fenate pe oꝛdeyned thre thinges,that 
ig, pe vndertoke to make a newe warre againſte the at- 
thes, to continue the enmitie againſt the Peniens, and to 
marie. v. hundred matrones of Rome, to. v. C. bnygh⸗ 
tes of Mauritanie. And certaynly J am abaſhed, that a- 
monge wyle men fo high affaires ſhulde be fo ſoone and 
ſodainly concluded and determyned. To latis fie myn vn 
derſtandynge, and for the good wylle that J owe to the 


countrey, J Mall fap one woꝛde, that is To begyn warre 


and to purlue hatred and pll wyll, and to conclude mati- 
ages, In thete caules a man ought to al ke counſell of all 
the men of the woꝛlde, and al the goddis ought to correct 
and amende it. And. x. M. ouni pnas wolde be bol- 

of ess Theſe woꝛdes were woꝛ⸗ 
thy of great recommendation. Foꝛ one thynge by dyuers 


opinions ought to be determyned: But many thinges by 


one opinion oughte not to be determyned . And it this be 
for al thinges, it ſerueth than moft {peciallp in mariages. 
My kredes, pe lay that he that offreth hym to be my lonne 
in lawe, is greatly deſired loued and wel named amonge 
the common people. To fell ſuche marchandyle, let it not 
info yll a ſhewe. The credence of an honeſt manne lyeth 
not amonge the common voyce of the people, but among 
philoſophers: not amonge many, but amonge fewe: not 
amonge howe many, but what they be. ye know pour felf 
that at this houre all that the commons thynke is but a 
vayne thynge: that they pꝛayle is falſe: that they con- 
dempne is good: that they appꝛoue, is nought: that they 
alowe is ſhamekull: and finally al that they lawde, is but 
folye. Their pzaifinge begynneth with lyghtnes, their fo- 
lowinge without oDer, and it endeth with furie, O how 
manp haue J fene in Italy lyke the lyes of o mi hy 
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of the ſenate, and after put as kyꝛe bꝛondes of tauernes in 
Nome, by whole opinions the cõmon welth is gouerned, 
and with great lyghtnes men put downe, and with no les 
lyghtnes exalted agayne. Beholde here, that the werkes 
of the people are holden in mockage with wile men: and 
that that is agreed amonge theym, is eſtemed but for va⸗ 
nities with wile men / Foz that that is meale with philofo 
phers, is eaten but fo? brane and chaffe with ſymple folk : 
and contrary wile the meale of the ſymple, is but bꝛanne 
é&chaffe among wyle men: DE all that our pꝛedecellours 
haue ſyfted, in theſe dapes the childꝛen of vanitie woke 
therafter, foz they wylle be delyꝛed, and hate to be hated. 
All ſuche holdeth a generall rule, 1 man that de⸗ 


u 
ſireth to be beloued of euery man openly, can not efcape 


fro dyuers ſecrete fautes: Shall J tel pou who is beft be- 


loued nowe adayes ! Than harken to me, and J wyll tell 
vou, as moch as it toucheth, to whom it may touche, hurt 
who it may hurte, fele it who that may fele it. The people 
loueth hym, that can diſſimule with them that be nought 
and enuious of them that be good, and luche as faucur 
lyers, and letteth trouthe aſide and fuche as accompani⸗ 
eth with mankyllers and murtherers, and to be ſerued ol 
theues, and fauoureth quarellers, and purſueth ſuch as 
be pealible: delyuereth offenders and ficeth innocentes, 
renoumeth them that be ſhamekul, and ſhameth them that 
be of good fame: Finally he is moft let by ý putteth them 
that be good fro hym, and is the moſt vayne among them 
that be vayne. Certainly there is great fulpectton to fette’ 
bym amonge wife men, that is allowed of all foles. And 
the realon therof is, that the commons lyghtly loue none 
but men that with malice rekreyneth them that be vertu⸗ 
aus, and letteth the reyne ſlyppe to them that be vicious. 
Truely wyſe men haue hym as ſulpect that the onena 
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delyꝛe, whiche wyll not be diſpleaſed with his pl doinges. 


O howe often tymes Doth the goddis permptte the ambi- 
cious man in honours, that pꝛocureth to do pl many dais 
without Juſtice, and dothe not be holde the ſodayne hole 
loſſe thevof with hame? Than take this wom of me, that 


in the multitude of men there are lewe to be pꝛayſed, and

NN 47 monge vou do pꝛayle this ponge man, and yk 
his werkes be as pour woꝛdes, ve ſhulde not 

donely fay, that he hath merited to be my fonne 
n la we, but rather meriteth to be onely enbe- 
ritour of the hole empire. And therfore J wolde witte of 
vou, wherot pou can pꝛayſe this pour kynſeman, that ther 
be no contrarietie betwene his werkes and pour woꝛzdes. 
If he be ruſticall, it abateth Hym fore? if he be of hyghe 
blode, he wyll be pꝛelumptuous: if he be ryche, he wplle 
giue him to viciouſnes: it he be pore he wyl be couetous: 
if he be balpant, he wyll be ouerbolde: pf he be a coward 


he is defamed: if he bea great (peak er, he ſhall be alpers 


if he be to lyttell a ſpeaker, he fhall be noted as vnwiſe: 


yk he be faire, he wyll be coueted: if hebe kowle, he topit 
be ielous. Than tf he be quite of all theſe, J {were to pou 
that I wyll gyue bym my doughter Matrine with al my 
hart. I do not fap this vnto you, bicauſe J ſuppoſe any yl 
in pour kynsman: but to thentent that ye ſhulde thynke, 
that J fap it accoꝛdynge to my naturalitte. And than ſith 
J fap it not agaynſt pour credence, fo2 the kno wlege that

ve haue of him, myſtake not my fufpectton fith that Jam 
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hole ignoꝛant of this ponge mans lyuynge. And J wpil 


not, that ye hulde thynke, that the chylde mp doughter, 


that hath ben bꝛought vp in fo great vertu in my pãlayg, 


ſhulde be maried to this pong man fo2 the only kame that 


hehath amonge the people. O howe often haue J ſene in 


our tyme nowe, and haue redde of the woꝛlde paſſed the 
whiche as nowe by commandement of the goddis at an 
other tyme by their pll woꝛkes hath deſerued hit at an o- 
ther tyme by their ſoꝛowfull deſtenies haue permitted it, 
wenynge fo: to bꝛynge lonnes in lawe in to their hotre, 
haue brought in a hell: In ſtede of wyſe and faire dough- 
ters, haue recouered adders: In ſekynge ſonnes, haue 
founde baſilicke ſerpentes: In byenge of bloudde, pop- 
ſon delyuered: In ſekyng krendes, they haue kounde en⸗ 
nemies: In demaundyng honour, Hame bath be giuen: 
and finally in marienge their childꝛen, wenynge to haue 
lyued merily, the loꝛowftull fathers haue had an euyl life 
and 3 woꝛs dethe. And in cafe that fuch ought to be mo- 
ned more of them that be ioyous, than they that ben ſoꝛye 
of them that ben ioyous: as well oughte we to appꝛoue 
the iuſte chaſtilement of the iuſte goddes, by the vniuſte 
woꝛzkes done to iuſt men. Foꝛ he delerueth great chattife- 
ment, that with ferefull hardynes as a foole determineth 
bym felfe in high and difficult thinges with lodayn coun 
ſell/ And therfore my frendes, ik ye be vertuous, be not a- 
balhed of that that J fape, noꝛ take the examination that 
J make in a ſclaunder: JE J take this ponge man to be 
my ſonne, to be ſonne in lawe to Fauſtyne my wyke, huf- 
bande to my doughter Matrine, bꝛoder to Comodus the 
prince, felawe to them of the lenate, kinſman to my kins- 
folke, and loꝛde ok my leruantes: It is reaſon, that fuch 
à robe ought well to be regarded, ſythe that ſo many per- 
fones mutt weare the lyueray therof. The garment fe 
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ſo manp perfones mutt weare, mutt be wilely cut, to con- 
tent chem all. We le naturally many thynges nopfull to 
vs, ik it be nere vs and pet not domageable to vs kerre ol. 
The lonne with his ſhynynge beames dothe parche the 
if lefthe of the people of Ethiope, bycauſe it is nere vnto 
theym: and contrarye wile it dothe no grefe to their per- 
fons that inhabite in the ende of Europe: foz bycaule! it 
toucheth theym a ferre of. There haue bene dyuers fon- 
ues of Rome, whiche beinge in ſtraunge countreys, haue 
done great pofite to the common welth, and no lelle fa- 
med thꝛoughout the wozlde, which alter they were retur⸗ 
ned to their owne houſes, haue ſpilte more bloudde ofin- 
nocentes, than they had done before of the Barbariens. 
And that it is (othe demaunde of Julius Celar, of Bom: 
peius, of Spila, of Marius, of Caſius, of Catilina, and 
ok Lipulus, of Octauius, and Marcus Anthonius, of 
Caligula and of Nero, of Othus and Domitianus. 
And as I fap of fo ſmall a noumbꝛe of baſtarde chyldꝛen 
that helde Rome, J mape (ape of dyuers other tyꝛaun⸗ 
tes bꝛoughte vppe in Italye. Beleue me in one thynge, 
All that is agreable to vs abꝛoode agreeth not to vs pE + 
we binge them into the howie. Foꝛ there goth many thin 
ges bet wene the entreatinge of a man in woꝛdes, and to 
be longe conuerlant with hym in woes . Lyttell nedeth 
humapne ignoꝛance fo2 to begyle an other, and pet leſſe to 
be begyled of many an other. With a meke viſage, fwete

— in the tongue, good delyberation in the perſone, 


temperance in the woꝛde, euery one may begyle an other 
mote adayes: and by ſhzewdenes and malyce, is begiled 
hym felfe. J fap to pou, I beinge a ponge man knew the 
famous oꝛatour Tauryn propofe dyuers tymes in the ſe⸗ 
nate: And on a day he ſpake foz a Romayn matron, which 
Mulde haue maried an honet doughter of Po toà map 
| | “OG, ſter 
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ſter of hoꝛſes by ſemynge a Romapne, and not very well 
appoynted: And amonge other woꝛdes he ſayde: D rig- 
ble fathers, O happy people, Commande not that thinge 
that afterwarde pe wolde were not commaunded: In pil 
mariage is lyke as he that ſhoteth a pellet of dutt, it hür⸗ 
teth hym that it toucheth and blyndeth them that ſtande 
nexte! Sothely thele were hie woꝛdes, and the comparp⸗ 
fon well vnderſtonden, conteyneth in it fentences of gra- 
uitie. It is manifeſt to all men, that an ylle fonne in lawe 
is the deathe of the tpfe that hath bpm ſhame to the kren⸗ 
des that procured it and at the latte an vil ende koz hym 
felfe, and foz his father that offered it. Than by all thefe 
thynges that J haue ſayde, ye may vnderſtande what J 
thynke in this mariage. His ſayinges thus ended the Se 
nate was greately edified therwith , and the knyghtes, 
kynskolke to this ponge man, greatly abaſhed:and Fau⸗ 
tin the empeche fore confuſed:foꝛ by her introduction, the 
matter was moued:a how this mariage fayled the hiſto⸗ 
riens wite not, whom we haue folowed in this werke. 


@ Howe Marke the emperour fauoured all noble exercy⸗ 

ſes, and hated trewandes and fooles, Cap.ciut. 
He vertues of this good emperour, and the 
kno wlege of ſciẽces, the wozthines in armes, 
ö and the purenes of his lyuynge, cauled hym 
to be named among the famous inẽ of Rome: 
The gentyll conuerlation that he had with euerye man, 
made hym to be renowmed amonge the woꝛthpeſt of all 
the wode, the thynge moſte agreable without repꝛehen⸗ 
cion ot the greatteſt, meane, and leaſte is, that a loꝛde and 
pance of many to be communicable and conuerſant with 
many; All the good werkes of good men may be nd 
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ned with the vll intentions ol theym that be ylle: But the 
good condiciong haue fuch a priutlege,that of yl the good 
is pꝛapſed, and the god appꝛoueth the yll. In a mans 19- 
uynge there is none fo great a vice, but by good conterla- 
tion itis couered and hyd: And contrary wife no crime is 
fo ſecrete, but with pl conuerlation at the tynte that it hut 


teth it is moze openly knowen ! Ok two extremities it is 


not lo greuous to the common welthe, a man to be wege 

and kaynt in ſecretenes, ⁊ of gentyl conuerſation abꝛode, 
las it is of hym that is ſecrete, and is rude and of plil con⸗ 
uerlation opely. Dyuers not being of good oꝛder & poly⸗ 

cie, we haue fene cõuerlant a gret whyle in Rome, only foz 
beinge wel condicioned. And many ino we haue lene, that 
in a ſhoꝛt while after they were put in office haue bene fo 
pꝛoude and haſty in their condicions, that they haue bene 
depꝛziued from their offices. And this we fap bycauſe this 
good emperour was fo toyous of vyſage, foo amyable in 
his cuſtomes, fo louynge in his conuerſacion, that lyght⸗ 
ly he wolde caſte his armes aboute the necke and on the 
ſhulders of them, and take them by the handes, that had 
any thynge to do with hym. The porters ſhulde not lette 
them that wolde accompany hym in the palays: Noꝛ his 
garde was not fo hardy to put abacke fuch as wold ſpeke 
with hym in the keldes. In all his aeges he applyed to 
that that euery age gaue hpm by nature: He was a childe 
aàmonge chyldꝛen: ponge amonge pong koltzes: worldly 
with them that were worldly : good felãwe with good fe- 
lawes: A baron among barons : Hardy with hardy men: 
and kynally olde with olde menne. He was wont to ſaye, 

whan any in his prelence that were ponge and not welle 

taught in their language, geſted at the debilytie of age, 
oꝛ olde me at the foly of pouth : Leaue them fith they lene 
vou. Wany tymes of wyſe ponge men cometh olde foles 
13 1 nd 
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And of pongefooles cuftomably cometh wyſe olde men. 
Haturalitie at the lat maketh al thynge in kynde, As of 
Areatte debilitie we can dꝛawe but [malle frengthe, by 
dur naturalitie we may foꝛ a tyme reſiſte it, but not vtter⸗ 
ly maiſter it. I am ſoꝛe abaſhed that fome that wyll be foo l 
lojdetp and valiant in vertues and fo high mynded, that 
they wyll make vs beleue, that they lyuinge in the kleſhe. 
t being of fleſhe, only fele not the flethe. J can not far; 
yk nature hath made other of an other nature than Jam 
of, oz me of an other nature thanne other be, foꝛ J beinge. 
neuer fo falte incloſed in the ſwete conuerſation of philo⸗ 
ſophye, ve in the bette tyme; this falle fleſſhe wolde calle 
atte the gate with his noughtye fleſſhe. The more that 
we reyle and exalte vs with ſcience and gette Ipberties , | 
the moze lower we do putte the flelſhe with her myle⸗ 
ties. Beleue me one thynge, that tf a tree beareth not in 
Pꝛymetyme his kloures, we hope not to haue the fruite 
in harueſte ripe: and a ponge man that bathe not paſſed 
his youthe with ponge people, we haue no hope that he 
ſchulde palle his age with olde men. And as we map relit 
our naturalitie and not cleane to foꝛdoo it, thoſe fathers 
etre, that are fo extremely affectioned, to haue their chil 
Dn to begynne as olde men, whervpon it foloweth, that 
they ende qs ponge, This emperour was fo wyſe in all 
thynges, that amonge theym that were mery, he was of 
great myꝛthe: And in verities he was very veritable: In 
his paſtimes he was greattely temperate, and a louet of 
mufike, ſpecially in good voyce and inſtrumentes, and 
{ooze diſpleaſed, pf he harde any dilcoꝛde therin, He pal⸗ 
{ed moft of his youthe in lernynge of ſciences. rohan he 
came to mans tate, be exerciſed feates of knyghthode: 
he loued dilcipline and not of adulation. He was apt and 
happee in armes, but pet in rydinge ok hozſes he 9 
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ofte tymes vll happe. In his pongeage he delyted to plap 
at the tennys , and at the chelle in his aege. He loued not 
thele counterkaityng players of farces and mummertes, 
and pet leſle trewandes that ben naturall kooles, iuglers 


and geſters fo2 pleaſure. The players and geſters ſuffred 


great varietie in the empire, accozdynge to the diuerlitie 
of emperours. Julius Celar luſteyned them, Octauian 
his neue we dꝛoue them awape, Caligula called theym a⸗ 
gapne, Cruell Nero bany Hed them, Perua made theym 


| come agayne, Good Tratan banyſhed them out of all Jj- 
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| talp, Anthony prus brought them in agepne : And by the 


handes of this good emperour Marcus Aurelius, they 
ended. And the occafion was, the Romapyus dyd celebrate 
with great iope the. tiii, vape of Maye the great feaſte of 
the mother Berecynte, mother ok all the goddis. The ſa⸗ 


cred pꝛieſtes flamines viales, wold haue bought thither 


thefe minſtrelles iuglers and tefters koꝛ to reioyce p featt, 
and contrary wiſe the holy nunnes betales, wolde haue 
done the fame, fo that variance felle betwene them, fome 


with force, and fome with reliſtence, and many ranne thi⸗ 
der in kauouringe of both parties, and not a fewer to de⸗ 
parte them. The cruell and greatte nople of laughter a- 
monge them was luche, that it tourned the feaſte to we- 


pyngeg, the pleaſures into ſoꝛowes, and their fonges in- 
to wayllynges. This good emperour laboured to peate 
this furie of the people, and to fette peace among the ney 
bours of Rome. Whan al was done he made curious di- 
ligence to ſerche out all the players, iuglers, and ieſtours 
of Rome, and in al the circuite of Italy, that they might 
be chaſtiſed and Rome delyuered of them. And fo2 eram- 


ple of all the woꝛlde he lente theym to the gate of Hottie, 


and commaunded to let theym in Galies, and to banylſhe 
them koꝛ euer into the ples of Hilleſpont: whiche was ac- 
| 39 coins 
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complyſhed as the emperour commaunded. And fro that 
daye was neuer ſene at Rome iugler noꝛ geſter, as longe 


as themperour lyued. But hit paſſed not two peres alter 
his deathe, but they retourned, whan his ſonne had the 
rule. And excepte the bokes doo lye, there was in Rome 
greatter nombꝛe of fooles than of wyſe men, 


¶ Ok the good conuerfation of this emperour 
Marcus Aurelius. Cap. xv. 


E haue layd of the hatred that this emperour 
%% had to trewandes, reuelers, getters, iuglers, 
YA to geſters, and luche other: Now will we {pee 
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ok his laudable exerciſes óf them that came 


ES eames “Eto hym. To be welle condicioned the malyce 
of mankynde is fo great that as good men are bounde to 

regarde the pil, ſo do they that be pl regard to diſtroye the 

good, The trace of vertu is as good in good thingis with 

them be good, as the vice t diſhoneſtie of euyl kolkes is 

in euyl thynges. What greatter coꝛruption in this wolde 

map be, than a vertuous perfone foz one woke of vertue 
can not fynde one to helpe bpm to woꝛke it, and whan he 
alone bathe wꝛoughte it, there cometh tenme thowlande 
to gayneſaye bpm: The greatteſt goodnelſe of all good⸗ 
neles is whan tyꝛannies ar put vnder by vertues acquy⸗ 
red: oꝛ to fynde reinedy agaynſte accuſtomed biceg with 
good inclynations. And the greatteſt euyll of all euylles 
ig whana perſone foꝛgetteth that he is a man, puttynge 
telon vnder fote, ſtraining his hand ageinſte vertue, and 
letteth vice rule the bridle. This emperour M. Aurel. ſu⸗ 
ſteyned in his lyle great gloꝛie in the eſchewinge the bil- | 
Jany of vyllaynes: no les merited be immoꝛtall memozy 


iu ſufferynge dyuers diſhoneſtyes in the execution en 
er⸗ 


| 
| 
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vertues. An vnkallible reule it is amonge the chylderne 
| of vanttie to chylde the bices of theym that be vicious. 


And the bertues welle incozpozate nourplſhe manp en- 
| upous They that be plie, bene alwayes double pile, by- 


| ‘caute they beare armour dekenſiue to dekende their owne 
puelles: and armes offenfpue to aſſaplle the good ma- 
ners ok other. The trowthe tg, pf good menne be dily⸗ 


gente to leeke other that be good, no lefe oughte they fo? 


to hyde theym from theym that be ylle: fo2 a good manne 
with one kynger hathe power ouer all theym that be ver⸗ 
tuous, but fo to withſtonde one pile perlonne, he hathe 
ͤnede ot handes keete and frendes . And thoughe fortune 
| beplle to good menne; their owne pꝛopze kame ſhall be 
ſpente as of ſtraungiers . This good emperoure was 
ſtronge in vertue, meeke in woꝛdes, attemperate in his 


exercyles, homely with euerye man, fadde amonge fadde 


men haſty amonge patty men, Mery with mery men. and 
wile amonge wiſle men, as it is conuenable fora curious 
) piinceto be. And whan theſe are appꝛoued in the lawe of 
good men by clere vnderſtandynge, as well Hall they be 
tondempned by theym that haue pile intencions , Than 


as the cooles can not be in the embꝛes without fparkis, 


noꝛ coꝛruptton of carvon withoute ſtenche: no moꝛe can 
he that hath a hole and clere berte be, without inkoꝛcynge 
| hym to vtter louynge woꝛdes: And he that hath an pile 
harte, alwapes ouercommeth other with woꝛdes of ma- 
lvyce. Foz it is certayne ko a malle ſeaſon the louer map 
abfteyne his loue, and pet leſſe tyme the payne of bpm, 
that is papned with loue hydde. Che ſoꝛowkulle ſyghes 


hee the hurte of the herte and the malicious woꝛdes di⸗ 
` fouer the vll ol the hatte, We haue layd all this bycaule 
that the bountie of this good Emperour Marcus Au- 


relius (et all his top and gladnes in them that were good, 
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and bewayled them that were plle. And as in ſemblable 
thynges the worthy men ſhewe their woꝛthynes, and wife | 
men their wiledome, beinge vertuous in woꝛkynge and 
wile in knowlegyng, were very wile in diſſtmulyng. One 
of the bertues that a wife man ought to haue ( wherin he 
Mall be knowen as wyle) is that he can lufre welle Foz a 
ma that can ſuffre wel, was neuer but wife a wel manerd, 
and therwith to lullre the vertue of pll bulines is a thyng 
reaſonable of all reafonables beſtes, and of them that be 
good very good. And by contrary wife the man that can 
not well (uffre though it be in very iuſte thinges, hopeth 
not to be well treated. And ipkewple as this emperour 
Marcus in all vertues hath ben egall with all the empe⸗ 
rours of Rome that haue bene, In this vertue of (uffe- 
taunce he bath ſlurmounted all them of the wold. e was 
wont to fap many tymes: J haue not attapned to the em- 
pice by the ſciẽces that J haue lernid of the philoſophers, 
but by the pacience that J haue had with them that were 
kro warde and not lerned. And this femeth to be true: foz 
oftentymes this emperour beynge with the Senate at 
Colliſee, oꝛ the Senate with hym in the hyghe Capitoll, 
he ſeynge in his pꝛelence dyuers that pꝛayſed hym, and 
other that in his ablence amonge the people blamed hym 
and rebuked bpm, his attemperaunce pet was fo greatte, 
and ſhewed bpm felfe fo iut with one and other, that nep- 
ther his krendes that agreed with hpm were foz0tvfulle, 
no? his ennemies foz any dil fauour went away complay⸗ 
nynge and angrye. 


¶ DE the feaſte that the Romaynes kept to the god 
Jano in Rome, and what chaunced to the 
ſayde emperour there. Cap. x bi. 


Amonge 
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Monge the ſolempne keaſtes, that the aunci⸗ 
ente Romapnes hadde inuented, was one of 
i athe god Janus, kepte the firſte daye of the 
dk (eo spere, whiche as nowe is the lyꝛſte day of Ja⸗ 
nnyuer: He was paynted with two faces, to 
ſhewe that it was the latte day ol the pere paſſed, and the 
begynnynge of the newe pere. To this god was Dedicate 
a ſumptuous temple in Rome, whiche Temple Ruma 
Pompilius called the temple of peace. And except the tem 
ple of Jupiter, it was holden in moſte reuerence of all o- 
ther. Whanne the Romayne emperours went oz came to 
Rome to vilite the high capitoll, and the veſtall Virgins, 
koꝛth with they went to pray, woꝛſhyp, and to offre at the 
temple of Janus. The day of celebration of the ſayd feat 
all Rome teioyced, and put on them the beſte clothes that 
| they had, bꝛennynge greatte lyghtes in euerp hous , and 
made many plays of interludes, of getes and iuglyng it 


watched al nyght in the temples delyuered al the pꝛilo⸗ 


ners that were in pꝛilon fo2 debt, æ the debtes paide with 
the common treaſour. They had tables with meate before 
their dooꝛes in ſuche habundance, that moze was lefte tha 
katen, wher with all the pooze folkes in Rome were rele- 
ued. Che Romayns thought, that what fo euer they ſpẽt 
that day, that the god Jano (whiche was god of tymes) 
wolde rewarde them double. The Romaynes fae, that 
this god Janus was not vnkynde and a nygarde, foz 
ik they (pent a lyttell, he wolde recompence theym with a 
great deale. At this feaſte was made great pꝛoceſſions, 
euery forte of people by them felfe the lenate went a part, 
the pꝛieſtes aparte, The Cenloꝛes a parte, the plebeyens 
a parte, The matrones and ponge maydens by them ſelk, 
and the ambaſladours went in pꝛoceſſion with al the cap- 
tiues and pziſoners. Thus they went euer two and io 2 
the 
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the ende of one company was the beginnyng ofan other. 
And thus out of the temple of Janus, they went aboute 
all the temples of Rome, and fo out of Morte latine into 
the feldes, and rounde aboute the walles of Rome. And 
bycauſe the circuite of Rome was greate, the pꝛoceſſions 
went but from one gate to an other ſo that towarde night 
all the pꝛocellions of Rome had gone euerychone in their 
company aboute: And that done they retourned all into 
the temple that they came out of and there offred echeone 
as they myght. And in the ſayde pꝛoceſſions it was of cu⸗

ſtome, that the emperours went accompanied with the le- 
natours: but this good emperour was fo familiar, that 
he wolde honour and accompany euery man. It was ac⸗ 
cuſtomed in Rome, that the fapde day themperour ſhulde 
weste on his robe, and mantell imperiall. And all pziſo⸗ 
ners and captiues that myght touch bym with their had, | 
were delyuerd, a al treſpallours were pardoned, and bant 
fhed folke were foꝛgiuen, and callyd agayn. And this em⸗ 
perour to vſe his clemency, and to leaue atter hym perpe⸗ 

tuall memorie lefte the pꝛoceſſion of ſenatours, and with⸗ 

out any gard went the pꝛoceſſion with puſoners and cap⸗ 
tiues. The whiche doinge was occaſion to leaue behynde 
hpm perpetuall memoꝛie of him felfe, and great example 
of clemencie and lowlynes to princes foz to come, Howe 

be it there is nothynge fo well done of them that be good, 
but forthwith it ſhalbe contrarted of them that be zl: And 
therkoꝛe this example was as moche diſpzailed of theym 
that were pll, as pꝛayſed and allowed of them that were 
good. And in like wile as among them that be good there 
is one noted to be pure good ſo amonge them that be plle, 
there is one noted to be right plle. And that wozſe is, that 
the vertuous perlone eſtemeth not the glopic of his vertu 
fo gret, as the malicious perfon by his malyce is Wg 
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| Tiupde bycauſe there was a ſenatour in the fenate 
naue 4 ulutus, whiche was as blacke by his malyce, as 
| white by his beares. He laboured foz in the dapes of A⸗ 
dꝛian to haue ben emperour, and had Marcus alwapes 
as competitour. And as it is a natural thyng to them that 
haue pli hartes to ſhewe theyꝛ malice in lmall thynges, fo 
this emperour dyd neuer good thynge openly, but this 
Fuluius wolde grudge therat ſecretely. And though this 
| emperour was greatly pꝛayſed foz the delyueringe of pꝛi⸗ 
ſoners yet the layd lenatour coude not haue the prudence 
| fo2 to luffre it, and fo parte in mockerie, and parte in er- 
i nett be layde theſe woꝛdes to the emperour in the lenate: 
(Wbp gruet thou thy ſelfe to all menz 


¶ Howe Marcus the emperour aun wered a fena- 
tour in the ſenate. Cap.x vi. + 


He emperour Marcus Aur.heringe what the

7990 fenato2 had ſayd to bpm in the prefence of the 


E phym to all men, He anſwered: Frende J giue 
me to all men, bpcaufe all men gyue them to me, and are 
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good wylles oughte to be wonne with the dende e 
harte, fome with giftes lome with wozdes, fom 20 
myſes, and fome with kauours. The infactate couetous 
men are neuer content, no? wyll open their affections but 
locke vp their trealours. And ſuche as ſerueth fo loue, ar 
liefe content with openyng of their trealure, than locking 
bp their wylles . It is an olde pꝛouerbe of Pythagozas: 
Loueis papd with other loue / O how pl fortune it is to a 
pince how vnhappy it is to a cõmon welth, whã the pe⸗ 
ple ferue not their loꝛdes but fo: rewardes, x the lowes to 
kepe mainteyne them, but foꝛ their ſeruice. With diuers 
ſtones ⁊ one cyment buylding is reyſed and of dyuers mẽ 
and one loꝛde is compoſed a common welthe. And if geo⸗ 
metrie begyle me not, the moter that topneth one ſtone 
with an other, ought to be medled with lande and flecken!

3 Hall tell pou, The pꝛince doinge a thinge in dede, and 
| | no 
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ot of righte, will confounde the wille oF euery man, and 
selene his owne vnderſtandynge, and dꝛawe of hym felfe 
And all other his only wyll. Contrary wife, the multitude 
| of the people dilpꝛapſinge their lozdis vnderſtondynge, 
do as they wyll: not as all wylle, but as euery man delip- 
teth bpm lelfe. Ok trouth it is a greuous thing( although 
it be greately accuftomed) to wyll that all gownes ſhulde 
be mete fo2 one man, and that one mans harnes ſhulde be 
mete to arme all men. Than what (hall we do, that our fa 
thers haue left thus in the woe, ¢ alſo we hold that we 
be their childꝛen, and that wos is, we leaue the lame to 
our beires? O howe many pꝛinces of my pꝛedeceſſours, 
that J haue redde of, haue bene lofte, in ſhewynge theym 
felfe ouer ſtraunge, and beloued of none? J wyll tel you 
of fome of them foz examples, that J haue redde in my 
| bokes, to thintent that princes map fee what they wynne 
by amiable conuerſation, and what they lofe by ouermoch 
ſtraungenes . In the realme ol AMiens gretter in armes 
| than the Caldeens, and leſſe in aduantage and anttquite 
than the Aſſiriens: One maner forme of kyngis endured 
| amonge them. C C. and. xx. peres, by reaſon they were of 
lowable conuerfation. And an nother fourme and maner 
(as Homer ſaith)laſted but. xl. yeres bycauſe their kyngis 
were of an pll condicion. And the. ir. Epiphanes of the 
| Cgipttens was vnnombꝛed and put down, bycauſe there 
was a lawe that echone ſhulde be bare legged in the tem⸗ 
| ples bpon the holy days. And this kynge on a day riding 
| caine before the god Apis, god of the Egiptiens, the whi- 
che thinge was not lufkred, foꝛ belide that he was put out 
of his realme, he was chaſtiled. Allo the. vi. Arkacidauell 
the inuincible kynge of Barthes, not only was depriued, 
but alfo banyſhed out of his realme, bycaule he dyned at 
| bnyghtes bꝛidale, and wolde not eate at the bꝛidale of a 
DA £| comuner. 
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comuner. pet allo though the realme of Italy was ſcant, 
their hartis were greatte: koꝛ bycaule one of their Mar⸗ 
ranes, foz ſo were their kynges called, had ſhette his ga⸗ 
tes by nyght foz to llepe the lurelyer, he was depziued of 
his realme: bycauſe a latwe was made, that no pꝛince 
Mulde ſhette his gates nyght noꝛ day: foꝛ they layd, they 
hadde made bym kyng fo: to dꝛiue away their ennemtes, 
and not to be daintily nouriſhed. Tarquine the laſte king 
of the Romayns was vnkinde to his father in lawe, vif- 
famed his blode and kynrede, was traytour to his coun- 
ttep, cruell ot his perſone, and aduoutrer with Lucrece: 
but foꝛ all that he was not called vngentyll, noz inkamed 
noꝛ traytre, noꝛ cruell, no? aduoutrer, but he was named 
Tarquine the proude, bycauſe he was of pile condicions 
and complexions. And pet by the lawe of good men, Ji | 
lwere to you, that yt the ſayde vnhappy Carquine hadde 
had good wyll in Rome, foz the aduoutrie of Lucrece he 
had not be put oute of his realme, In as moche as other 
greatter and more greuous harmes hadde bene done be- 
fore his tyme, and alfo moche woꝛs ſithen by aged empe⸗ 
tours in the empire, the whiche crimes by them commit⸗ 
ted, were luche, that the offence of this kraile ponge man, 
was but lmal in eſtimation. Foꝛ thing certayne theſe pꝛin 
ces holde, that it they gyue dyuers occafions foꝛ their pil 
tupli, yet a lyttell thing lukliſeth yl he ſhewe that the hate 
that he hath is foꝛ none yl wyll: but the hate that the fub- 
tecte path to the lowe, is bycauſe he hath no power. 

¶ Jultus Cefar, the laſte dictatour and firſte emperour, 
bycaufe he koꝛgate to be a man among men, but thinking 
to be a god amonge goddis, beinge a laudable cuſtome, 
that the fenate hulde falute the emperour on their knees, 
and the emperour to ryſe courteyſ ly ageynſte them: bp- 
caule ofa pꝛeſũptuous mynd, he wolde not kepe the cere⸗ 
monie 
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monte, he merited to lele his Ipfe with · xxiii.ſtrokes of pen 
kniues. And as Ff lay of theſe ſo lewe a nombꝛe, J mape 


fap of many other. The phiſitiens with a lytell Kubarbe 
purge many humours of the body, and the empero: with 
q lyttell beneuolence take many greues fro the ſtomakes 
of bis lubiectis. The people owe obedience to the prince,

Ere before we haue ſhewid how this good em- 
perour had great hatred of men that were of 
zy |) Vl lyuynge, and that pafled their tyme in pile 
le xercile, It luffiſeth not the philoſopher to rez 
enk pzeue the vyce of other by woꝛdeg, but it is ne- 
celari that he do the werkes that he requivith other to do: 
It is reaſon nowe to ſhewe, ho we this emperour by his 
great pꝛudence compalled ⁊ diſpatched the great a huge 
bulineſſes of the empire, the particularities of his houle⸗ 
holde, the recreation of his perſone, thexerciſe of his tu- 
dies, the infinite reaſonynge with one and other, with fu- 
che peyne takynge, and in fo hozte tyme. He was fo apte 
and wel aduyſed, that by him there was no tyme pl (pent. 
Noꝛ neuer faylled to dilpatche the beſynes of the empire. 
And bycaule the time is gloꝛious of him that gloztoufip 
ſpendeth it, and the time is accurſed that to our Domage, 
and without profpte to other paſſeth, leauing vs ignozãt 
as bꝛute beaſtis: He Departed the tyme by times, the oꝛdꝛe 
wherol was thus. Seuen houres he llepte in the nyght, 
and reſted one houre on the day: At dyner and lupper he 
waſted but onely two howzes:he deputed two houres fo2 
the matters of Aiie: Other two howꝛes fo: the buſinelle 
of Europe and Affrike: aud in conuerſation of his hous 
and with his wife and chyldꝛen ſeruantes and fredes that 
came tole bym, he ſpente other two houres: And forthe © 
out warde beſynelſes, as to here the complayntes of 595

And thus in redynge be ſpente 
the reſt of the nyght, tyll it was day. He role at. vi. of the 
clocke, and made hym redy openly, not angrely, but me⸗ 
rily: he wold demande of theym that were pꝛeſent, howe 
they had ſpent all the nyght tyme. And there he wolde re⸗ 
herle what he hade redde that nyght. Mohan he was re- 
dye, he wolde waiye his handes with very well ſmellyng 
waters: foz he was a greate louer of al fwete odours, Be 
had a good and a quicke ſmellyng. Than in the moming 
befoze euery man, he wolde take. li. oz. iiii.moꝛcelles of e- 
lectuarie of ſticados, and two dꝛaughters of Aqua Dite. 
Akter that in lommer he wolde go forthwith a Fote to the 
xtuer fide, and there paſſe the tyme the (pace of two hou- 
res. And as ſone as the heate came, he wold go to the hie 
- capitoll to the ſenate. That done he wente to the college, 
where as all the pꝛocurours and ambaſladours of al pꝛo⸗ 
uinces were, and there he wolde be a greatte parte of the 
day, and there here euery nacyon by it felfe accoꝛdynge to 
the tyme that was deputed by oꝛder. Ind towarde the e- 
uenynge, he wolde go to the temple of the virgins veſta⸗ 
les.

All the whyle that this Darke was emperour 
he had neuer poꝛter at his chaumbꝛe dooze, but if it were 
the two houres that he was with Fauſtin his wyfe. This 
good emperour had in his ho wle a ſecrete cloſette locked 
with a key that he bare bpm felfe. And neuer truſted none 
other ther with to the houre of his deathe. And than he cõ⸗ 
maunded to delyuer it to Mompeyano, a pꝛudent ancient 
baron that was maried to his doughter: In the which clo 
fet he had dyuers bokes writen in al langages as Greke, 
hebꝛewe, latyne, and Caldee, and other antitze hiſtozies.

And ye knowe welle, 
that the lawe of the Homapneg ts, that nothynge ſhall be 
denied to womenne with chylde of that they delyre.

1 Fo J ſhall dye with the chylde in my body. And more o⸗ 
ier I thynke in my mynde, that pe haue fome other louet 
within pour ſtudy.

This is a greatte 
ſecrete, that men can fele it euery boure as men: and yet 
by diſcretion may not remedy it. J enuie not the lyuinge 
goddes, noꝛ the men that be deed, but for two thynges, 
and they ben thele: The goddis lyue without keare of the 
that be malicious, and they that be deed are in peace with 
out nede of women. The ayꝛe is fo coꝛrupt, that it coup 
teth euer y man with two peſtilent plages fo deadely that 
the kleſhe and the berte endeth. O Fauſtine, is the loue of 
the k leſhe ſo natural that wha the kleſhe kle eth ſcoꝛnkully, 
that we huld leue the true hart as captiue!

As karre as J can remembze, whanne Camplie made his 
vo we to Cybille the mother of goddis, to fend bpm victo⸗ 
rie in a battayle, whan he had wonne the bictozie, Rome 
was fo pooꝛe that it hadde neyther golde noꝛ ſyluer foz to 
make the ſtatue of pꝛomeſſe, the matrones than being, fe- 
| ing that theyꝛ hulbandes dpd offre their lyues in the laid 
| warre, they granted to pꝛeſent their iewels to the holy fe- 
nate. It was a meruayllous thynge to fee, that withoute 
any ſpeakynge to them, oꝛ without any mans entylemẽt 
they determyned all to gither to go to the bpe capitol, and 
there in the pꝛeſence ol euery man pꝛeſented their owehes 
hanginge at their eares, The ringes of their kingers, the 
bzacelettes of their armes, the perles fro their attires of 
their heades, the collers from their neckes, The bꝛoches 

Of their bꝛeſtes, the girdelles aboute their middels, and 


bowers of their gownes. And though that their gift was 


eſtemed to a great value, vet their good wylles was eſte⸗ 
med a great deale moze. The rycheſſes that they offered 
there was fo greatte, that not allonely there was inough 
to perkourme the bowe of the ſtatue, but to purſewe the 
warre. And as than the cuſtome of Nome was p none dyd 
them any plelure, but he was ſhoꝛtly recõpenced:the fame

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where as before they ware none but ſyngle: The ill chat 
in their Difeles they myght dꝛinke wpne, where as before | 
on their lyues they durſt dꝛiuke none, but water: The. b. 
that the matrones of Rome great with chylde, ſhulde not 
be refuted of any thynge that they deſyzed. Chefe kyue 
thynges foz certayne were tuſtly and wyllyngely graun⸗ 
ted by the ſenate: And why this lawe that commaundeth 
to denaye nothynge to a woman with chylde was made, 
I wyl tell the the occafion that moued the ſenate fo to do. 
Fuluius Toꝛquate beinge conſull in the warre againſte 
the Uolfeos, the knyghtes of Mauritayne bꝛoughte to 
Rome a wylde man, that had but one eye, that they hadde 
taken in huntynge in the deſertes of Egypt. And the ma⸗ 
trones of Rome were at that tyme as fad and honeſte, as 
they be nowe bolde and lyght: fo was the wyfe of the ſaid 
Tozquate/ that was nygh the tyme of her delpueraunce 
great with chylde, of trouth a woman fo honeſte, that fo? 
the ſobze ſolytarynes that fhe kepte in Rome , fhe hadde 
no lelle gloze than hadde her hul bande in the warres 
fo2 his woꝛthynes, the whiche was welle proued. Foin 
the. viiti. pere that Toꝛquate her huf bande was in Alpe 
à warre fare, the fyꝛſte tyme that he went thyder, the was 
neuer fene at the wyndowe lokynge out, and {he was not 
all onely regarded foz that, but in all the ſayde. xiuii eres 
neuer manchylde noꝛ man abouethe age of. biii, peres 
came within her gates. And not content with this , that 
{he dpd to gyue example to all Rome, and to attapne per⸗ 
petuall memoꝛie, where as ſhe had lefte with her thꝛe fone | 
nes, the eldeſt of whom was but the peres of age: and as 
foone as they came to.viii. pere, fhe fente them out of her 
boufe to their grauntefathers . And thus dydde this er⸗ 
cellent Romayne lady, to the entent that vnder colour ol

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entre into her howſe. Chole peres paſſed, after that the

bic of C.. xxx.ſhyps of the realme of Mauritain and the 
quantitie of. xx. M. men on Foote, and. ii. M. men of at- 
mes:and that the kyng Of Mauritayns brother was their 
capitayne, named Alclipio, the whiche had taken lande 
at a hauen ot the ple called Arpine, and that, to relſyſte ſo 
great a power, there were but a fewe people in the fapde 
ple. The good emperour herynge thele tidynges, though 
he felte tt inwardely as a man yet he fepned it outwardly 
as a diſcrete man with a ladde countenaunce and made 
ewe woꝛdes. Than feinge that buſines myght not be de- 
taped, he ſayde theſe woꝛdes: J wyll go with a fewe peo- 
ple, and do what J can. Foꝛ better it were with a kewe to 
go betymes, than to tarp foz many and goo to late. And 
forth with the good emperour pourueped that all they of 
his palays ſhulde departe to go to Bꝛytayne, and none to 
tarie behynde to do hym ſeruyce. The cuſtome was that 
the emperours ſhulde haue alwaye in thep2 houſes luche 
men as were mete to be fent forthe in any beſynelles that 
ſhulde happen foz warre. And after that they were Mpp- — 
ped, there ariued one of Bꝛitayne, that ſhewed, howe the 
Mauritayns were retourned, lo that none of them was 
lefte in the ile. Than this emperour kepte his boufe in a 
good poynt. Apttell occafion ſuffiſetꝶ to them that be na- 
turally of vll inclinations / to Departe and ſpꝛede though 
countreys to do harme: therfore he fent them of his ere 
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the entent, that by occaſyon of the warre, they ſhulde not

balte vnpeopled the lanes and ſtretes of werkemen and 
offycers, and haſte peopled it all aboute with infinite va⸗ 
cabundes. J knowe fo: trouthe, that the Samptes, Uo- 
ſigoths, Aſtrogoths, and Peniens ſpꝛedde in pour terry⸗ 
tories, do you not fo moche Domage as do thefe pdell and 
loſte people ftuffed in euery Moppe.

greuouſ ly puniſhe? And by that cruell men as cruell, can 
pardon nothynge: and the goddis pytefull ſcantely wyll 


chaſtyſe any thinge. pet for all this, J wolde that none 


ſhulde deceyue him felfe: koꝛ though the goddis forbeare 


their iniuries, yet they leaue theym not vnpunilſhed by 
ſtraunge Juſtice. The goddis ben in their chattifementis 
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ashe that gyueth a blowe to an other, the hyer that he lit 
teth his bande, the greatter is the troke on the cheke. By 
ſemblable wile the mo peres that they koꝛbere our ſynnis. 
the moze afterwarde do they hurt vs with pepnes. True⸗ 
ly I haue ſeene the goddis dyuers tymes to dyuers pers 
fones fozbeare diuers ſynnes a greatte whyle: but at the 
laſte I haue fene theym all vnwares chaſtyſed with one 
chaſtiſement. * 


C Howe the emperour wolde haue them ok his 
courte to lyue. Capit.xxb. 
G Ithe that the goddis haue oꝛdeyned, and my 
fatall deſtenies haue permytted, that J Muld 
be chofen emperour (not to llouthfull) J haue 


pire, ye lyttell yonge kolkes that are here, were gyuen to 
me of pout fathers, for to nourylſſhe you in my palapes. 
And fo2 vou that ar bygger J was delyꝛed to receyue pou, 
in hope to haue giktes and rewardes: and other J dydde 
chuſe to do me ſeruice. The intencion of the fathers, whã 
they bꝛinge their chyldzen to the court of pꝛincis, is to put 
them from dalyance of their frendes, and banilſhe them 
from the wantonnes of their mothers, And me lemeth it 
is well done, foz the chyldꝛen fro their vouthe oughte to 
gyue them felfe to trauaple, wherby they oughte to ipue, 
and reſiſte the diſtauour and falles of fortun ve are not 
come fro pour countretes to lerne the bices of Rome, but 
to lerne many good maners that are in Rome, and leaue 
the yll maners of pour landes. All that doo not this, and 
koꝛſake trauayle, giue them felfe to do very idelnes The 
miſerable Rome hathe moze nede of labourers foz to la- 
bour, than of lozdes and habptauntes Patriciens, pe 
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wyll but palle the tyme in reſt and pleafures Iſweare to 
vou, that not fo? werieng the armes with the craft ol we⸗ 
| uing, and the fpngers with ſpinnyng, the boꝛdel howſes 
nowe adays are fuller of ydell women, than the churches 
ol good pꝛieſtes. And Il were againe, that ealilyer mape 
be kounde. x. M. vll women in Rome to lerue in pleafure 
| of biceg, than. x. M. good men to ſerue in the churches. 
J pap pou who l leeth the marchantes in hye ways: Who 
dil popleth waykaringe men and pilgrimes on the moun- 
taynes : Who piketh the lockes and bꝛeketh bonet mens 
doꝛes and wyndowes ;! Who robbe by ſtrengthe the chutr- 
ches ¢ but theſe lewtrynge theues, whiche wyl not labour 
by dap, but difpole them to rob by nyght. O Rome, what 
harmes come to the foꝛ one onely euyll: Who hath kylled 
Italy fo full of lofte people, the palays fo full of vnable 
perſones, the mountayns fo full of theues, the tauernes 
fo full of pil womẽ, and euery place fo ful of vacabundes⸗; 
but one, the canter of ydelnes and i louth, whiche deſtro⸗ 
peth the good cuſtomes more than the wyndes and wa- 
ters thyn olde woꝛne walles. Beleue me one thyng.fo2 F 
| wote that F fap truthe therin, that the crafte of weauing, 
| Wherin al the naughty vilanies are wouen and wꝛought, 
and the ſede of all vnhappye vyces, the l lydynge of all 
goodnelle, the fallynge of all theym that be ylle, and the 
aàwaßhynge and pꝛouokynge ok all theſe, is but this kowie 
vice of ¶louthe and ydelneſſe. Ind moze ouer J faye, that 
there is no vyce amonge all bices, that bꝛedeth fo greatte, 
A kyze, and cauſeth fo continualle a fickenes of llepe a⸗ 
Monge aged folke , and that putteth good falke in foo 
| Greatt perpile, and dothe fo moche domage to theym that 
Ve plie, as dothe pdelneſſel Who is it that cauleth ſedyti⸗ 
on amonge the people, and ſclander in realmes, but they 

| Chat reſte and do nothynge: bycauſe they wolde eate the 
LS Mii,  foode 
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koode gotten by ſweat of them that labour who is it that 
kyndeth newe inuentions of tributes and foꝛayne exacti⸗ 
ons, but pdell men, the which bycauſe they wyll not work 
with their handes, finde pꝛokite with infinite exactions⸗ 
who maketh diſcẽtion betwene neighbours but idel folk ¢ 
they diuide their ylle amonge theit neighbours, bicaufe 
they occupie not their koꝛces in good werkes, noꝛ rekreine 
their tongues to clatter of other mens liuces. who imagi- 
neth in thefe dais fo many malices in Rome, the whiche 
was neuer barde of our fathers, no redde in our bokes: 
but vacabundes that neyther applie no? fette their wittes 
about nothinge els, but thinke howe to endomage other ¢ 
The emperour that coude baniſhe al theſe idell perſones 
out ot his empire, might wel auant him felfe to haue op⸗ 
pꝛeſſed al the bices of the woꝛlde. J wolde it pleaſed the 
immoꝛtal goddis, that of fo many triumphis that J haue 
hadde of ſtraungers occupied in good exercyſes, that 3i 
hadde fene one of the vacabundes of Rome dziuen out of 
all houles. There was an auncient lawe; none myght be 
taken and receiued for a citefen in Rome, but he were firit 
examined by the Cenfure. In the time of Cato Cenfozus 
whan any wolde be a citeſen of Rome, this examinatton 
was made of him: He was not demaunded of whens he 
was, no? what he was, no? whens he came, no? wherkoze 
he came, noꝛ of what kinne oz auncient tocke he cam, but 
onely they toke his handes betwene theirs and ik they felt 
them fofte and lmothe, koꝛthewith as an weil vacabunde 
man they diſpatched and fent him awap:and if they found 
his handes harde, and ful of hard knottis, by and by they 
admitted him a citezen and Dweller of Rome. Alfo whan 
any officers toke any yll doer, and put them in pꝛiſon that 
was called Marmotine, in tede of inkoꝛmation, the firit 
thynge that they toke hede of was their handes pee 
l . if they 
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ik they had ben as a labourers hande and a woꝛke man, 
though his crime were greuous pet his chaſtiſemẽt was 
mitigate, and moze eaſpe: and ik the vnhappye pꝛiſoner 
| chaced to haue idel handes, fora litell faut he ſhuͤld haue 
Harpe punyſhement. It hath ben an old laying He that 
bathe good handes, mufte nedes haue good cuſtomes. J 
fay, I chaſtiſed neuer labouringe man, but J was forte 
ko it: no? I neuer cauſed to whyppe a vacabunde but F 
was gladde of it. J wyl tel pou more of this Catho Cen- 
ſoius, whiche was greatly feared. Foꝛ euen as chyldꝛẽ 
in the ſcholes, heringe their maiſter commynge in, renne 
to their bokes, So whan Cato went through the ſtretes 
of Nome euery body went to their werke. O right happy 
baron, befoze whom the people feared moꝛe to be ydel, thã 
to do yl before many other. Than behold pe at this houre, 
what foꝛce vertue hath, and howe baliaunta vertuous 
man is, ſeinge that all the woꝛlde feared Rome onely foz 
her woꝛthynes in armes: and all Rome feared Cato one⸗ 
ly for his vertues. The aduẽtures of men are ſo dyuers, 
and the luſpect fortune gyueth ſo many duerthwarte tur- 
nes, that after that a great {pace ſhe bathe gyuen greatte

pleafures, incontinent we are cyted to her ſubtyll trauat⸗ 


fuche as hath ke lowed his wayes are nowe ſure fro the a- 
batementis of foꝛtune. Than he that wyl haue gloꝛie in 
this lyke, and attayne glorie after deth, and to be beloued 


inge of good woꝛkes, and deceyue not with vayne woz⸗ 
des. do ſweare vnto you by the latwe of a man of wor- 
ſhyppe, that pf the goddis wolde accompliſhe my delyre, 
had rather to be Cato with the vertuous policies that 
he bled in Rome, than to be Scipio with the habundance 
of blode, that he ſhedde in Affrike, All we know wel, that

les of repentaunce! O happy Cato Cenforine, who with 


ok many, and feared of all: Let hym be vertuous in do⸗ 
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Scipio hadde agreate fame in beatinge downe of cities, 
and cuttynge innocentes thꝛotes, and Catho hath attap⸗ 
ned eternal memoꝛy in refoꝛminge the people, pardoning 
treſpaſſours, and teachynge ignorante folke , Than ye 
may all ſe, if I haue not good reaſon, moze to deſire to be 
Cato to the pꝛofit of many, than to be Scipio to the pꝛeiu 
dyce of fo many. Lo my frendes thele woꝛdes Jhaue ſaid 

by cauſe ye map fee; that our pꝛedecellours, ſome in their 
owne landes, other in ſtrange londes, ſome being vonge 
and lome olde in their tymes had gloꝛie in their perſones 
fo2 them felfe and foz the woꝛld to come haue left no lefe | 
memoꝛie for their lucceſlours and ofſpꝛinge. And we dos 
all the contrarie, I beinge emperour am lothe for tocom⸗ 
mande any pil, and our officers fo: their intereſt do wog, 
And where as we are ſette in diuers pleſures by our vice, 

we fal hourely into diuers mileries, and are noted to out 
great infamie, By the whiche occaſlon the tut goddis for 
our vntuſte woꝛkis, giuinge iuſte lentence commaunde 
that we lyue wich luſpection, dye with ſhame, and to be 
buried with forgettefulnes, neuer to be had in memozie. 
Than all you of my courte take good hede, and print wel 
my woꝛdes in pour myndes: foꝛ who fo euer J ſe oꝛ fynde 
poell from hensfozth, J diſcharge hym out ol my leruice. 
ve that be lerned may wꝛite and rede: ye that be men ol ar⸗ 

mes and knyghtes, exercyle pou in fetes of warre: ye that 
be officers, occupie pou in pour offices. And take this for 
certapne, that y ye take not this foꝛa warnyng and mo- 
nition, that F haue gyuen you betwene you and me, the 
punyſhementes that J (hall gyue buto you ſhall be open- 
ly. Ind to the entent that ye haue it better in vour memo⸗ 
rie, and to be a doctryne to pꝛyncis hereafter to comme, 
this pꝛelent pꝛactiſe and remonſtrance J haue witten in 
all tounges, and let it in the hyghe Capitolle with ae 
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other ok my wꝛytinges Che goddis be kepers ok pou, 
and allo they defende and kepe me from pil koztunes and 
| mpfauentures. |

do them that {yall here it nowe. As they of Bellyne oꝛ Ha 
lerme were than celebꝛatyng a feaſte with great top: foz 
the gladnes that their Pirates had ouercome the army of 
the Mumidiens, and had taken. x. of their Hips; and caſt

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| revit. perfons into the fee, bycauſe at that time they were 


ennemies eche to other, and fo2 the euyl woꝛkes they bpd, 
were ſhewed the great paſſions that paſſed among them. 
And as hit is the cuſtomme the thinge that thele Pirates 
get on the lee they depart it amonge them all, whan they 
come home. And whan they comme to lande, they ſpende 
that merily, that they gatte with greatte trauaylle.

He went 
about in the citie fro gate to gate a long ſpace caſtyng out 
ſpercles of fme. The feare was ſo great, that dyuers wo- 
men with chylde were delpuered with great peryll, and o⸗ 
ther that were weake hartes fell in a ſwoune: And all the 
people great and imalle, lelle and moze ranne to the tem⸗ 


ples of Jupiter, Mars, aud Phebus,makinge impoztu⸗ 


nate cries and clamours. Ind the lame feafon al the laid 
Pyꝛates were lodged in the gouctnours palaps named 
Solyn. He was of the nation of Capue, and there was 
all the richeſſe kepte: and whan this monſter had ben o⸗ 
uer all the citie with his chariot, than the lpons and bea- 


| res brought bpm to the palays, where the {pates were, 
and beinge very nygh to the gates that were faſte cloſed, 
the monſter cut an care of one of the lyons, and with the 


bloode therok he wrote theſe letters. N. A. S. B. J. . 
Thele letters were a profe to all thyem of high ſpiryte to 


glue declaration of them:and there was mo declarations 
than there were letters. But finally a woman diuinerelle, 


oz contrary, alothſaper, that was had in great reputation 


kon her crattes, made the very declaration of the layd iet- 


ters, faping thus. N, reddite, A, aliena. D, fi vultis. P. 


pꝛopꝛia. J, in pace. P, poſſidere. Whiche all to gether 
eth to other, pf ye wple — 
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istofape, Render that perteyn 
in peace poſſeſſe pour obne utelp the Pyꝛuͤtes were 
foe alfraped of that djedcfull commaundement: and the 
womã was greatly pꝛaiſed fo: her high declaration. Cha 
forthwith the ſame nyghte the monſter went into a highe 
mountapne called as than Janitia and there by the tpace 
of thre days was in the ſyght ot all the citie: and in that 
feafon the lyons made great roꝛinge and howlynge, and 
the beares and monſter keſte out great 1 8 f 1 
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fure newly created, and the olde, in the month of Decẽbꝛe 
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And all that fefon there neyther appered byꝛde in the gire, 
noꝛ beaſte in the feldes, and all the men ofred great ſacri⸗ 
fices to the goddis, in luche wife that they brake the bep- 
nes of their handes and fete, and offered the blode, to fe tf 
they might appeaſe their goddis. After the thꝛe days pal- 
ſed, ſodeinly appered a clowde blacke and derke vpon the 
erthe, and it began to thunder and lyghten, with a greate 
erthe quake, fo that many ho wſes fell in the cite, and maz 
ny of the dwellers and citeſins died. And than ſodeinely 
there came aflame of kyʒe from the monſter, and bꝛent all 
the palays, where the apd prates were, and the rychel⸗ 
fes that were in it, fo that all was conlumed in it, pea the 
very ſtones: and the domage wes lo great, that there fell 
mo than.ii. M. houſes, And there dyed as good as. x. M. 
perſons. And in the fame place on the toppe of the moun⸗ 
tayne, where as the monſter was, thẽperour cõmanded to 
edifie a temple to the god Jupiter, in memoꝛy of the lame. 
Ok the whiche temple themperour Alexander, hauynge 
warre with them of the realme, made a ſtronge caſtell.

A Defame tyme that this aduenture chaunced 

in that yle, there was dwellynge in the tame 
= citie a Romayne named Antygone a loꝛde of 
noble bloudde, and ſome what entred in age: 
and about two pere befoze, he, his wyke, and 
a doughter of his were banyſhed Rome, and not his fon- 
nes. The occafion was, There was an auncient laudable 
cuſtome, (pth Quintus Cincinatus victatout,that two of 
the auncient lenatours togyther ſhulde go with the cen⸗ 


fo? 
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| for to bilite all Rome: and they to call etierp Romapne á- 


parte alone, ſhewyng hym the. rit.tables of their lawes, 
and particular decrees ot the ſenate, demandyng or them 


it they knewe any neyghbour in their quarter, that had 
boten thele lawes. And if they dpd it huld be inkoʒzmid 
to the ſenate. And there all to gyther to oꝛdeyne punyſhe⸗ 
ment accoꝛdynge to the diuerlitie of the fautes that they 
hadde commptted: But the fautes commptted that pze- 


{ent yere, they myght not chaſtyſe, but to aduertile them 


to amende akterwarde. And all ſuche as were ones watr- 


ned, and in the next viſitation founde ſtylle vnamended, 
to be greuoul ly punyſhed, and fomtime banyſhed. Thele 
were the woꝛdes of the lawe in the. b. table and third cha- 
piter: It is oꝛdeined by the holy fenate, by content of blyl⸗ 
full men, recepuing the aunctent colonies, that if men be⸗ 
inge men in one pere do treſpas, the men as menne fo: the 


aide pere ſhal diſſimule and foꝛbere: but if they that be yl 


as yll, do not amend, they that be good, as good, {hal cha- 


tile them. Alſo the layd law faith: the firſt fautes are fuf- 
| fred, bicaufe they ate cõmitted with weke ignoꝛãce: but if 
they cõtinue them, ý they be chaſtiſed, bicauſe their yl co⸗ 


meth of (louth a malice. This inquiſition was euer made 


in the moneth of Decẽbꝛe, bicauſe that ſoone after in the 


month of Janiuer the offices in Rome were diuided. And 
it was reſon, that they ſhuld knowe to whom they ſhulde 


giue oꝛ dente their dignities:to thentent that good ſhulde 
not be cholen in fede of yl, noꝛ the yl in tede of good. The 
pticular cauſe why they banyſhed the ma & bis wife with 


their doughter was this: The ſecond emperour of Rome 
Auguſt oꝛdeined that none ſhuld be ſo hardy to pis at any 
doꝛes of the tẽples: and Caligula the.iiii.emperour com- 
mãded, that no woman ſhulde gyue any cedules to bange 
about the peoples neckes, to heale the feuer quartapne. 

M., And 
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And Cato Cenſoꝛyne made a lawe, that no manne noz 
ponge mayden ſhulde ſpeake togyther at the conduites oz 
welles, where they fetched water, noz at the ryuer where 


they walhed their clothes, no? at the ouens where they bg- 


ked bꝛeade, bycaule all the ponge people of Rome that 


were wylde and wanton ranne euer thyder. So it bekelle, 


that as the cenſures and conſules viſited the quarter cal⸗ 
led mount Celio, chere was a dweller named Antigonus 


accuſed, that he was fene piſſyng againſt the temple wall 


of Mars: and his wpe was acculed , that (he had ſolde 
cedules fo? feuer quartapnes : and lykewiſe his Doughter 
was accuſed that {he was fene at the conduites, ryuers 
ouens, ſpekyng and laughing with ponge men of Bome: 
The whiche was a great ſhame to the maydens ol Rome. 
Than the cenfures leinge the pil omer, that they had koũd 
in the houle of the laid Anthig one by the regiſters, by due 
examination, beinge warned, afore they were banyſhed in 
to the ples of Cycill, fo: as longe as it ſhuld pleaſe the fez 
nate. And lyke as in edifices ſumptuous and of greatte 
eſtimation one fone is not decapde 02 wzythed out with⸗ 
out ſhakynge oꝛ mouynge of an nother: euen Ipke wyle 
is it in the chaunces of men. Foz commonly one vnhap⸗ 
pyres chaunceth not, but an other koloweth And F faye 
this bycaule Anthigone loft not allonely his honour and 
welthe, but alfo he was banylhed, and beſyde that by the 
tremblynge of the erthe his boufe fell Downe, and llewe a 


welbeloued doughter of his. And all the whyle that this 


was done at Rome, and that befell of the monſter in Cp- 
cill, Marke the emperour was in the warres againſt the 
Aragons, and there he receyued a letter from Antpgone, 


wherin was reherſed his banyſhynge, wherof the empe- — 


tour hadde greatte compaſſion, and to comfozt hym, ſent 
bpm an other letter.

Jue pere after the dethe of Anthony the meke, 
, F father in law to Marcus Aurelius, and father 
AN ERD co Sauttine, there kell a peſtilence in Italpe. 

a oe And it was one of the. v. great peſtilences a⸗ 
| See inonge the Bomapne people, Chis moꝛtalitie 
dured the (pace of two peres, and it was vniuerlall tho- 
| cough out all Italy, to the great domage and feare of all 
the Romains, foꝛ they thought that the goddis wold haue 
diſtroyed them, foz fome diſpleaſure that they had done a⸗ 
gainſte them. There dyed fo many, as wel of great eſtate, 
as ryche and pooꝛe, great and ſmall.ponge and olde, that 
the waters had leſle trauaple to wite the {mall nombꝛe of 
them that were lefte alyue, than to wzyte of the multitude 
ok them that were deed. Lyke as whana great buyldynge 
wyll falle, firſte there falleth fome ſtone: In lyke wile the 
| Romapns neuer had no great peſtilence in their tyme, but 
kirſt they were thꝛetned with fome token, ligne, oꝛ pꝛodige 
fro beuen. Two pere before that Haniball entred into Fi- 
| talp in an euenynge, whan the wether was clere afaire, 
ſodeynely it rapned bloudde and mylke in Rome And it 


k ˙ i in 


was declared by a woman, that the blode betokened cruel 
warre, and the mylke a moztall peſtilence. han Scilla 
retourned from Champapne, to put Marius his ennemie 
bout of Rome, his men ok warre and knyghtes lawe in a 
nyght a fountayne that ranne bloudde, and who fo euer 
was bathed therin, ſemed to be popfoned with venyme. 

Okt the whiche pꝛodigie folowed, that of. ii. C and. l. M. 
| Dwellers in Nome, what with theym that dped with the 
werde, and other conlumed by peſtilence, were conlumid 
with Scilla, and of them that kledde with Marius, ok the 


tynge his houndes rennynge at a wylde beak, as he gaue 
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ſaid great mbltitude'of Romayns, there abode alyue no 
mo but. xl. M. perſons. Certaynly Nome neuer recepued 
fo great domage in. vi. C. peres before, as they dydde by 
their owne propre people. All the thaauntes were neuer lo 
cruel ageinſt ſtrange landes, as the Romayns were than 
ageinſt their owne propre landes. And this ſemeth to be 


true, bycauſe the fame day ý Sylla palled though Rome 


with his blody werde, a capitayn ok his ſayd to him: Sir 
Scylla if we Clee them that beare armour in the keldes a 
them that bere no armour in their houſes, with whom Mhal 
we lyue e J coniure the by the hie goddis, (pth we be bomn 
of women, let vs not fieèthe women:and (pth we be men, 
let vs not ſlee the men. Thou thinkeſt that in leinge all 
the Romaynes to make a comon welthe of beatis of the 
mountayne. Thou entreſt with a crie to defende the com⸗ 
mon welthe, and to put out the tyrantes that diſtroye the 
common welthe, and we do remayne tyꝛauntis our felfes. 
To myn vnderſtandinge that capitayne merited as great 
gloste forthe good woꝛdes that he ſpake as Scilla dydde 
merite chaſtiſement forthe crueltie that he dpo. This we 
haue ſayd, bycauſe that er ſuche damages dyd fall, there 
pꝛoceded before certapne prodigies and tokens. No leſſe 
token was ſhewid befoze the mortalite that fel in the time 
of this good emperour, the whiche was a feareful thing. 
The cafe was lo: On a day as themperour was at the tẽ⸗ 
ple of the virgins Meſtales, ſodeynly there entred in two 
hogges, and ranne about his fete, and there kelle downe 
deed: and on an other day as he came from the hyghe ca⸗ 
pytoll, foz to haue gone out at the gate Salaite, he fawe 
two kytes ioyninge to gyther with their talantes: and ſo 
fell down deed at the emperours fete. And within a ſhoꝛte 
whyle o2 ſealon after, as the fapd emperout came fro hun

two greyhoundes that he loued well, water to dꝛinke with 
his owne handis, ſodeinly they fel Downe deed at his fete, 


Than he remembꝛyng the lwyne, the kytes, and the grey⸗ 
houndes deed fo ſodeynly, he was greatly diſmayed, and 
allembled all bis pꝛieſtes, magitiens, and diuines, demã⸗

dynge what they ſayd to the pꝛodigies, and they by thole 


thinges paled iudged the dede prefent, and determyned 
that within two yeres the goddis wold fende great agre- 
uous punyſhementes to Rome. Than within Mort: while 
after, there began a warre agaynſt the Parthes, wherby 
there fel the yere after great fampn and peſtilence amonge 


the Romayns. This peſtilence came with fozes vnder the 
arme pittes, ſo that al the lenate fledde away, and the eine 
perour alone abode ſtyll in the capꝛtoll. Than the ayꝛe be⸗ 
gan to be fo coꝛrupte, that though he ſcaped the peltilence 


pet he was bered with hote feuers. wherkoze he was fayn 


to leaue Rome, and went into Champayn: and kynally in 
the citie of Naples he made his abode duringe the tyme 
that the peſtilence was in Rome, TET 


[owe Mar. anlwered his phiſitiens that wold 
haue him leaue his ſtudie. Cap. xxix. 
He emperour beynge in the fapde cytie of Ra- 
ples, where as other ſoughte paſtyme tocon- 
ſerue their lyues, this emperour occupied him 
(elle in his bokes to augment ſcience. A man 
E COUDE do hpm no better leruice, than to feke to 
gette hym a newe boke: not luche as was witten in his 
tyme but ſuch as were forgotten foz age. This emperour 
was not onely a louer of olde and antyke bokes, but als 


ſo of auncient ſtozies, and fette very great ſtoꝛe by them: 
And he thus beinge in this cytie ſycke and very yl at cafe, 


there 
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there was brought to bpm out of a citie ot Bia called He] 
lia, by certapne Hebꝛewes, a boke written in Hebrews he 
toke ſuche pleafure in that boke, that oft tymes he wolde 


leaue his meate and go to ſtudy: and koz all that he was 
in his hote feuer, he wolde not leaue to rede foz all that 
his philittens warned hym, and his frendes prayed him: 


and they that were aboute hpm, counfapled bpm, and de⸗ 


maunded hym, why he left to procure the helth of his per | 
fone in fo moche redynge. He aunlwered: Bp the goddis 


that we honout J conture you, and foz the krendchyp that 
is betwene vs, IJ pꝛaye pou lette me alone. pe knowe well, 
that ſuche as are of a delycate bloode, haue not fo moche 


folicitude as the ruſticall people, that haue harde linewes 


and be of a moze harder complexion. Lyke maner they ok 
ciere vnderſtandynge haue nede of other medicines, and 


to be heled with other ſyꝛopes tha they of groſſe vnderſtã⸗ 
dyng. This is the differẽce that J haue of eyther o them: 
The ydeot kepeth diete frome bokes, and reſtethe on his 
meate, and the wife man abhoꝛreth meate, and dzawethe 
bpm to his bokes. Ik they knewe, that knowe not, what 
thynge knowlege ts, I Cweare to vou, they ſhulde ſe what 
auayleth moze the lytell knowlege that a wyle man hath, 
than the greatte rpches of the riche man. Foz the mylera⸗ 
ble tyche perſone, the moze that he encrealeth in rychelle, 
the moze he dimynylſheth in krendes and groweth in en⸗ 


nemtes to his domage: And he that is wyttie, the wyſer 


that he is, the better he is beloued of them that be good, Z 
feared of them that be pll fo2 his profite. One of the thin⸗ 
ges, wherin J holde my felfe mote bounde to the goddis 


is this, that they haue cauſed me to compas the tõßmeas 


J haue done, the whiche is no lyttel gyft koz à man to liue 
in this wollde. J fap it is, bycauſe J haue had great come | 


them 


pamon of the pooze, that be very pooze, ol wpdotwes, ok 
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i them that beforowfulland vnhappy, and of Ozphelins. 


But without comparplon J haue had greatteſt compat- 


ſion of them that lack knowlege. Foꝛ the goddis making 
men ignoꝛant by naturalitte, they myghte haue ben made 
goddis by counnynge and knowlege: and as the Mouthe 
full men are tamed and made lefe than men by their ne- 
gligence, certaynly blelled is that man that is not content 
to be a man, but it᷑ he procure moze than a man by his Der 
tue. And curfed is that man that knoweth not to be a ma, 
but maketh him felfe leſle than a man by his vice. By the 
iugement of all philoſophers, there is but one, that is the 
firſt cauſe, whiche is one god immoꝛtalle: and tf there be 
dyuers goddis in the heuens, it is bicauſe there are diuers 
vertues in the erthe. And in the woꝛldes that is paſt whã 
the fimple men were ſeruauntes and bonde men, and the 
good men rulers and gouernours, they were then lo eſte⸗ 
med, bycauſe they were knowen and renowmed in good 
werkes whanne they lpued. So that they were holden 
and reputed as goddis after their deathe. This is the 
ryghte rewarde that commeth ok vertue. It is athynge 
confonant to reaſone, they that be good amonge ſo many 
vll in this lyfe, that they Hulde be greattely honoured az 
monge the goddis after their deathe. pe are not wel contẽt 
with me, bycauſe J am alway redynge: but J am wore 
content with you, bycauſe J neuer ſe one boke in your hã⸗ 
des: ye thinke it gret trauayle to a ſycke man to rede, and 
J repute it a very perillous thinge fora hole man to reſte 
and be idell. pe fap my redynge is cauſe of my feuer quar⸗ 


tayne in my k leſſhe: and J ſaye that ydelnes engendseth 
great peſtilence. Syth J map pꝛokite by my bokes, let no 
man haue compaffion of my trauayle. Foz I delire rather 


to dye as a wile perfon amonge wyle men, than to lyue ig 
nozantly amonge men, J demaunde one thynge pe vou: 
man 
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A man pꝛeſuminge to be a man and not lerned, what dik⸗ 
ference is betwene hym and other beaſtes ⸗Certaynly the 
beaſtes are moze profitable to labour the erthe, than ſym⸗ 
ple perſons be to ſerue the common welth. A poꝛe oxe gi⸗ 
ueth his ſkynne to make (hone, his kleſhe to be eaten and 
his ſtrength to labour: and a pooʒe ſymple ſhepe doth pꝛo 
fyte, his fiece and woll to make cloth, and mylke to make 
chele. But what profiteth a kolyſhe Deot man? Nothing 
but offendeth the goddis, lclaundereth innocentis eateth 
the bꝛeade of other, and is chiefe heed of vacabundes. DF 
trouth tf it lay in my bandes, J had rather gyue lyke to a 
ſymple ore than to a malycious Deot. fo? the beaſt liueth 
fo: the vtilitie of dyuers without doinge domage to any 
other: and the ſimple ideot man lyueth to the domage ol 
all other, and without pꝛoufite to any perſone. Therkoze 
thinke well why J am not pleaſed with them that be ig- 
noant, and loue them that be lerned. Harke ſyzs, and F 
Wall hew you: That ma ſemeth good, whan he is meke 
and gentyll of condition, ſofte in woꝛdes, aud reſtkull in 
his perſone, and gracious in conuerſation: and contrary 
wife, that perſone ſooꝛe diſpleaſeth me, that is ſharpe of 
woꝛdes, ſooze moued in his werkes, riottous in his con- 
dition, and double of his pꝛomys, and harde harted . Wi- 
Co I fap, that i any thinge fayleth a wife man by nature, 
he lupplyeth it by ſcience? and he that is iqnozant and fo- 
lyſhe, ik he faileth bifcretion, he ſupplyeth therto his ma- 
lice, And truſt pe Curelp that a worthy vertuous ma thet- 
by becometh wife, and he is to be truſted: and he that is 
of an other maner, beware of hpm, for he gothe about to 
(ell his malice. He that wyl begile an other, the firt thing 
that he dothe is, he putteth him felfe to be fimple and ig- 
noꝛaunt. Foz a man benige in credence map ſoone ſpꝛede 
abꝛode his malyce. Chele mothes and fofte woꝛmes e 
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treate the clothe: and thecanker wozʒme perceth the bone, 


and flateringe men begyle all the woꝛlde. 
¶ Howe ſcience ought to be in pinces, Ca. xxx. 


= He laid emperour folowing his purpofe laid: 

ow IF zS rendes beholde, howe great Domage igno⸗ 
SA KOA rance dothe to all men. Ind though it be do⸗ 
D mageable to euerp man, pet it is molte hurtes 
Tull to a pꝛince whiche ought not onely to be 
content to knowe as moche as any other wife perfon knoz 


The greatter that a prince is of power aboue other, the 
greater oughte his bertuc to be aboue all other / Foz cer- 


feth away frédes,4 giueth hart to eumies of ſtrange nati⸗ 
ons, that were in Dede a finally domageth his pion, and 
ſclãdꝛeth euery one. WHã Camill triũphed ouer the kroͤch⸗ 
mê, the day of his triph be wote thele woꝛdes in the ca⸗ 
pitol: O Rome, thou batt ben moder of al tile men g ſtep⸗ 
dame to al foles. Theſe were wozthi woꝛdis of fucha loꝛd. 
Oni, And 
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and but ik my remembꝛance begyle me certaynely Ronie 
was moze renowmed fo? wyle perſones that came thyder, 
than foz the featis of warre that were fente frome thenſe. 
Our auncient Romapnes were moze feared for their wife 
dome and knowlege than fo: their conqueſtes. Hi the erth 
keared them moze that tourned leaues of bokes in Rome, 
than they that were armed with armour. Foz that caule 
Wome was neuer vanquyſhed: and though their armies 
were deuyded and bꝛoken yet they neuer lacked wyſle me, 
I can not fap it without teares, Rome is fallen krom the 
moſt hight of her eſtate: not foꝛ faut of money and armes 
koꝛ to fight withall but for lacke of wife men, and vertu⸗ 
ous foꝛ to gouerne. Our forefathers wanne lyke men, and 
we lefe Ivke fimple childꝛen: al thinges that are deſired ot 
men, they attayne by trauayle, ſuſteyne with thought, and 
departe fro with great annoyance. And the vealon is this: 
There is nothynge fo good no? fo well be loued but the 
cours of tyme cauleth bs to leaue it, and to dilpꝛayſe and 


abhoꝛre tt, 02 be wery therol / This is the bãyne vanitie of 


the woꝛlde, and loft tyme loft: for with their pong defires 
they do refrayne their deſires. They wold oftentymes at⸗ 
tayne a thinge, and after they ſtudie howe to go therkro az | 
gavne, And yet to ſhewe further their lyghtnes that that 

coſt moche, they gyue foz a lyttell puce. That they loue at 
one tyme, they hate at an other: and that that they with 
great ſtudy and labour haue attayned, with greate farpe 
they koꝛgo. And me thinketh this is the oꝛdinãunce of the 
goddis, that he that loueth ſhall haue an ende and that 
is beloued ſhall take an ende: and the tyme that we are 
in ſhall ende / Than it is realon, that the loue, Wherwith 
we do loue, Hall ende in lykewile. Than our appetite is 
fo dif honeſt, that in feing we delire it and in deliringe we 
procure it: and in pꝛocuringe we attayn it: and in the at⸗ 
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taynynge we abhoꝛre it: and in abhoꝛrynge; we leaue it: 
and that newe procuringe we abhoꝛre ageyne ? In fuche 
| wile, that whan we begyn to loue a thynge than we kalle 
ageyne to hate it, and in the fallynge to hate it, we begyn 
ageine to loue an other thinge. So thus finally our ipfe 
Doth ende; er our couetyle dothe leaue vs. It is not thus 
of wiledome and knowlege, the which ik it ones entre in⸗ 
to a mans hart, it cauſeth hym to forget the trauayle ý he 
had taken in the attaynyng therof, Foz he taketh the time 
patt as good, and entopeth with rightful toy the time pꝛe⸗ 
lente, and bathe ydelnes in hate. Noz is not content with 
that he knoweth, but enforceth his appetite to know more 
louynge that other leaueth: and leauynge that other lo⸗ 
ueth. Fynally he p is Gevfetly tottestpoxcechimn thts wolde 
with trauaple, and in trauapling in bokes is his reſt / We 
haue not to fay of all thinges, but of that we fele of them. 
Fonꝛ it is an other maner to ſpeake by ſimilitude of a ſtran 
ger, and of our owne experience. And in this cafe J ſaye, 
that though we hope of no rewarde of the goddis, no Yo- 
nour amonge men, noz? memoꝛie of the world to come, pet 
ain I ryght gladde to be al onely a philoſopher, to fe how 
gloꝛioul ly the philoſophers haue patted their tyme. J de- 
maunde one thynge, whan mpn vnderſtondyng is obkul⸗ 
ked in that J haue to do, and whan my memo ne is trou⸗ 
bled in that J haue to determyne, and whan my bodyd is 
_ compafled with dolours, and whan my harte is charged 
with thoughtis, and whan J am without knowlege, and 
whan J am ſet about with peryls: where can J be better 
accompanied than with wife men, oꝛ els redpnge amonge 
bokes v In bokes J fond wyſedom, wherby F map lerne: 
allo there J fynde woꝛthynes, which J may folow: J find 
there prudence to councell me, I kynde is ag be arwi

and than forthewith agayne we pꝛocure an other thonge, 
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full; with whom J may wepe: J finde there them that be 
merp, with whome: Fimaplaughe: Jfpnde there ſymple 
folke, at whom J may ſpoꝛte: J fpnde that is noughte, | 
whiche J mape leaue: And finally in wzitynge F fynde, 
howe in pꝛoſperitie J ought to behaue me: and howe in 
aduerſitie oughte to guyde me. O howe happy is that 
man, that hath wel rede: And pet moze happp is he that 
though he knoweth moche yet ſtapeth vpon countet. And 
if this be true generally, than mothe moze is it neceſſarie 
he to kepe the true way, which gouerneth al other. It is a 
rule infallible, that a prince being wple can neuer be ſim⸗ 
ply good, but very good: and the prince that is ignozant 
cannot be ſimply yll, but very pl. A prince thãt is not wel 
fortunate, his wyſedome may greatly excuſe bym to his 
people of his myl foꝛtunes giuen to him by koꝛtune. WHã 
a pꝛince is greatly beloued of his cõmontie, and is vertu⸗ 
ous of his perfone, than euery man fapth, if he haue not 
good foꝛtune: Al though our pꝛince wat good foztune pet © 
his worthy vertues fayle not: and though he be not hap- 
pp in his ententis pet at the leaſt he ſheweth his wyſedom 
in the meane ſeaſon: And thoughe foꝛtune denye hym at 
one howꝛe, pet at an other tyme he agreeth by his wyle⸗ 
dome. And contrary wile an vnwyſe prince, and hated of 
his people, by ſiniſtre foꝛtune renneth into great perylle. 
Joꝛit᷑ pll ſuccede to him in weighty matters, than incon⸗ 
tinent it ſhalbe ſayd it is by tealon of the ignoꝛãce of him 
felfc,o2 by pll councel of fuch as be about hym: æ ik good- 
nes ſuccede to him it (hall not be attributed by reafon ol 
his good gouernance, but that fortune bathe luſfered it, 
and not by the circumſpect wyledome that he bath hadde 
in the meane ſeaſon, but that it was of the pitte that the 
goddis had of hym. Than lithe it is thus, a bertuous € 
woꝛthy prince in his poell tymes oughte {ecretelp to a 
m ogs 


| AVRELIVS, 52 
in botzes, and openly to common and councell with tpfe 
men. And in cale pll fortune topli not permyt hym to take 
their councelles, vet at the leaſte he Hall recouer credence 
amonge his ſubiectes. J wyll faye no moze to vou, but J 
eſteme the knowlege of a wile perfone, fo that ik J knewe 
that there were (hops of ſciences, as there is of other mat- 
4 chandiſe, J wold giue al that J haue onely to lerne that a 
wyle manne lerneth in one dape. Fynally J lape, that F 
wyll not gyue that lytell that J haue lerned in one houre, 
foꝛ all the golde in the wode: and moze gloꝛye haue J 
1 of the bokes that J haue redde, and of luche wozkes as 
I compoſed, than ot all the victozies that J haue had, oz 
of the realmes that J haue wonne.

to bucertapne, hauynge annoyance of his owne goodes, 
and dye foz other mens ¢ He that hath his pꝛincipall intẽ⸗ 
tion to gather goodes fo2 his chyldꝛen, and feke not fo? a 
good name amonge them that be good: It is a tuft cauſe 
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to be ſhamekull amonge them that be pl. Let all couetous 
and auaricious people knowe, that neuer amonge noble 
men was gotten good renoume with ſpꝛedyng abꝛode of 
vll gotten goodes. It can nat endure many days, noꝛ yet 
be hydden vnder couert many peres: a man to be holden 
tyche amonge them that be ryche, and an honoꝛable man 
amonge them that be honoꝛable: for he ſhalbe inkamed ok 
that he hath gathered his ryches with great couetyſe, 02 
kepeth it with extreme auaryce. O ik theſe couetous peo⸗ 
ple were as couetous of their owne honour, as they be ok 
other mens goodes: Il were to pou, that the lyttel woꝛm 
02 mothe that eateth the gownes 02 clothes of ſuche coue⸗ 
tous people, ſhulde not eate the reſt of their Ipfe; no? the 
cankte ot infamie diſtroye their goode name and kame 
at their deathes. Harke ye Romaynes harke what J mpl 
fap; I wolde to the goddes that ye coude taſte it. te that 
all the woꝛlde hateth pꝛide, and yet is there none that; fo- 
loweth mekenes and humilitie: Euery man condemneth 
fiduoutrie, and yet I {ee none that lyueth chate: Cucrpe 
man curleth ercefic, aud J fe none lyue temperately: eue- 
ty man pꝛayſeth pacience, and I (enone that wyll fultte: 
euery ma blameth ſlouth, and J fe none but they be idel: 
euery one blameth auaryce, and pet euery body robbeth. 
One thinge J lay, and not without wepinge: J lay eue- 
ry man with his tongue onely papfeth vertues, and yet 
they them felfes with all their lymmes are leruantes Dit- 
to vices.

Rome (hall be lofte whan the election ſhall be taken froo | 
the ſenate, and the Emperour to enherpte the empyꝛe by 
Patrpmonie. | | l 
¶ Nowe to retourne where as we lefte: Chis emperour | 
beinge at Salon ſtudied ſoꝛe to entre into Rome in good 
order, and Rome ſtudied looꝛe howe to receyue hym as it 
appettapned triumphantly fo: fuch a warre: He was fore 
deſyzed of thempire: and euer he imagined how to do ple 
lure to the people, and the people were redy to dye in his 
ſeruice. Dyuers tymes was moued a pleaſant purpoſe in 
the ſenate, which of theſe thynges was moſte to be toued: 
The emperour to loue the people of the empire, oꝛ the peo 
ple of thempire themperour. On a dape it was determp⸗ 
ned to ſette tuges in that cafe: There were choſen the am- 
baſſadours of the Barthes and Nodes: and vppon that 
effecte they hadde wzitynge. It was layde forthe empe⸗ 
rour, the good dedes that he had done in his ablence, and 
the tokens of loue that they had alwayes ſhewed in his 
pzꝛelence. And on an other day the emperour moued an o⸗ 
ther queſtion before the ſenate, layeng that it was a gret⸗ 
ter gloꝛie to haue luche lubiectes, than the gloꝛie of the le 
nate to haue luche an emperour.

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nap:A ffirmyng p it was a greatter gloꝛy that they had of 
hym, than he coude haue of them.

Thus in ſpoꝛte and play they toke iudges 
agayn. It was a merueylous thing to ſe the ioy that they 
all had to proue their intentes. And the good emperour 
foꝛa memoꝛie gaue the laude to the peple bicauſe of their 
great obedience and leruice, and extreme loue that he had 
kounde in them. And the happy people recoũted the great 
tlemency a mercy that was in themperour, and his vertue 
dc woꝛthines in gouerninge, his honeſtie of lyuyng, e his 
koꝛce and balpatnes in conquering, It was a great thing 
to ſee the honour that the people gaue to the emperour, c 
the good reno wme that the emperour gaue to the peoole. 
The writinges were gyuen to the ſtrange ambaſſadours, 
to thentent that the people might lerne to obey their prinz 
tis: and pꝛincis to loue their people.

In ſuche wyſe that theyr eies daleled with that 
they lawe and their hartis aked fo2 that they hoped tofe,

Aappareiled, Fauſtin thempꝛeſſe cauled dyuers 
high perſons to pꝛaye the emperour to gyue lycence to a 
doughter of his, to com from there as ſhe was kept to the 
palays, and {porte her at the keaſtes. This mayden was 
named Lucie o: Lucyll:She was hygher than the prince 
Commodus her brother: He was of a goodly geſture z 
well pꝛopoꝛzctoned of her bodye, and well be loued of her 
mother. And (he relembied her not all onely in her beau- 
tie, but alſo in her lyuynge. And though the requeſt was 
pitefull, and they that made it familier, and he to whom 
it was made was the father, and the demaunder was the 
mother, and (he fo2 whom it was made, was che dough⸗ 
ter: the emperour graunted it, but not without great di⸗ 
ſpleaſure. Neuertheles Fauſtine was kull glad, and as 
fone as ſhe had obteined lycence, {ye bꝛought her dough⸗ 
ter to the palais. And fo whan the day of the great feaſte 
and triumph was comme, the damopſell Lucille beinge 
out of gouernance, and ſeinge her ſelfe at large truſting

and good names. The withdꝛawinge and kepyng of wo⸗ 
men clofe is a bꝛidell to the tongues of all men and the 


woman that dothe otherwife, other wie putteth her gang 


name in daunger / Ok trouth it were better toza woman 
neuer to be borne; than to bedefameds Amonge the 1o- 
mayns the lygnage of the Coꝛnelies were had in great ex 
timation. Foꝛ of theym all neuer none was founde a co- 
warde, no a woman defamed. The hiſtozies Mewe, that 
ones a lady of that lygnage, beinge onely defamed, was 
hanged on the galowes by the handis of her owne kins⸗ 
folke, Surely it was well done of the Romaynes to the 
entent that the wyckednes of one woman ſhuld not Culive 
vll fame to renne bpon the hole lygnage: where is there 
noblenes withoute hame? The thinges that touche ho⸗ 
nour, ought not to be hyd but amended by Juſtice, and to 
put them to deathe, that lofe their good fame. It is not 
Cuffictent foz a perfon to be good: but it is neceſlaxy that 
he put fro hym all occaſtons that ate tẽputed to be pl All 
the lolles that a man may haue of anp tempozall goodes, 
can not countrepeyſe the lefte lofe of good kame. A man 
that layeth his good name foz a ferthing at a butte of this 
woꝛlde, at a hundꝛed ſhottes ſcantely (hail he Mote onea- 
ryght. And contrary wife the man that fereth not Mame, 
noꝛ wyll not haue his perſonne in reputation, there is no 
hope of goodnes in hun.

Fo} 
it is an inkallible rule ot enutous foꝛtune, that this pze- 
ſent kelicitie is ginen. with a pꝛicke of a fodapne kalle 0 
mylchaunce / In thinges naturall, we le ſomtyme the lee 
caulme, and pet forthwith foloweth a peryllous ſtozme, 
and conſequently the great heate. of the dapè is ligne of 
thander at nyght. J fap koꝛtune compnge with Come pre- 
ent delyte oz pleaſure, is a token that by klatterynge vs, 
che hath made redy her {nares to catche vs. Whã the mil⸗ 
ler is fure, he dꝛeſleth his water gate, and the labourer 
whan it reyneth not, couereth his houſe, thinkinge that 
an other tyme the wethers 02 raynes wyll fall theron and 
trouble hym: In lykewyſe a wple and vertuous manne 
ought to thinke (as longe as he lyueth in this woꝛlde) he 
holdeth his felicitie but at aduenture: and his aduerſitie 
koꝛhis naturall patrimonie. Amonge all them that coude 
reioyce in pꝛoſperitie, and helpe theym felfein aduerlitie, 
this emperour Marcus Aurelius was one: whiche fo2 a⸗ 
ny klatterynges that Fortune coude ſhewe bpm, he neuer 
truſted in them: noz foꝛ myſhappe that he had in this life 
he neuer diſpaired.

N hanne theſe feaſtes were paſſed, as Sertus 
, 0 Cheronenſe ſaith, a ſenatour named Aluinus 
HAA SVa apd to themperour, the fame nyght that the 
triumph ceaſſed: Spz reioyce pou , ſithe that 
his day ye haue gyuen fo great ryches to the 
common treafure of Rome: and J haue ſene pour perfon 
in the triumph of gloꝛie: and to the world to come of pou 
an pour bolule vou haue lefte perpetuall memoꝛie. The

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emperour heringe thele woꝛdes layd in this manet: Fred 
it is good reſon we beleue the huter knoweth the fierlnes 
of beltis the philition the pꝛopꝛetie of herbes, d marpner 
the perils of rockes, the capitayns the chaunces of warre, 
and the emperour that triumpheth the toys that he bath 
of triumphes. As god helpe me; and and as euer J haue 
part with my pꝛedeceſſours, and as euer J haue good for- 
tune, the thoughtes that J haue had koꝛ theſe feſtes haue 
ben farre greatter than the feares that J haue had in all 
the iournays and battaples afoꝛe. And the realon therof 
ig very euident, to them that haue clere vnderſtandynge: 
Foꝛ always in cruel batayles J was euer in hope to haue 
glow feaxed not the ouerthꝛow ot fortune: What coude 
I lole in battaple z Mothinge but the lyfe, that is the leek 
thinge that men haue, and always in thele triumphes F 
feare to loſe renowme, whiche isthe greatteſt gykte that 
the goddis haue gyuen me. O howe happy is that man, 
that lolſeth his lyfe; and leueth behynde hym perpetualle 
memoꝛie⸗Lette euery man vnderſtande this that wile; 
and fape what they lyſte: that amonge noble and palp- 
aunt barons, he dyeth not, that leleth his Ipfe; and lea⸗ 
ueth good renoume after hym: and moche lefle tyme ly⸗ 
ueth he that bath an yll name, though he lyued many pe⸗ 

res. The auncient philoſophers rekened not the lyfe of a 
man, though he lyued many pereg, but they rekened the 
good werkes that he hadde Doone. The ſenate was im⸗ 
poztune bppon me, that I Mulde take this triumphe, as 
pe knowe well: and J can not tell whiche was greatteſt, 
their deſire, oz my reliſtaunce. vou knowe not the trouth 
why J lay thus. dyd it not bycauſe of ambition and foz 
couetouſnes of gloꝛie, but it was bicauſe J ferephumain 
malice. At the day of the triumph there was not ſo great 
ioz ſhewed by the ſimple perlons, but the hyd enuye was 
155 es, greatter 
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greattex amonge the greteſt perlons. This glop paſleth 
in one day but enuy abydeth a hole pere: The plentykulle 
realme ot᷑ Egipt (ſo happy in the blodſhed af their enmies 
as in the waters of Myle) had alawe immouable. They 
neuer denyed their mercy to the Captives ouercome: no? 
they gaue no triumph to their capttapns ouercomers. 


¶ The Caldees mocke at the Romapn triumphes affir⸗ 


myng how there is not giuen lo great chaſtiſement to the 
cãpitayne of Egipte ouercome: as the empire Romayne 
giue to the ouercomer whan triumphe is gyuen to bpom, 
And ſurely the reaſon is good: foꝛ the thoughteful capp- 
tayne, whan he hathe chaled his ennempes, that Rome 
hathe in ſtraunge landes, with his owne proper ſpeare, in 
paymente fo2 his trauaylethey gyue hym enmyes in his 
obne pꝛoper lande. ſwere to pou, that all the Romaine 

capitaines haue not left ſo many enmpes decd by lwerde, 
as they haue recouered pil wyllars the daye of they trp- 
umphes. Let vs leaue the Caldees and ſpeke we of dure 
auucpent Romaynes, which if they myghte retoꝛne nowe 
agayne in to the wolde; they wolde tather be teyed fafte 
to the chariottes as captiues, than to ſyt in them as vyc⸗ 
tours. And the cauſe is.theyꝛ neighbours {einge them go- 
inge as captiues, wolde moue thepz hertes to ſet them at 
libertie, ſo that the gloꝛie of their triumphes is a meane to 


caule them to be perſecuted and pourſued. J haue red in 


wꝛltinge; and herd ol my pꝛedecelſours, and haue ſeen of 
my neighbaures; that the haboundaunce of felicitie hath 
cauſed cruel enuie to be in many. O in what peril are theß 
that with particular honoꝛ wold be exalted among other! 
In the moolte higheſt trees the foꝛce ol wyndes is mooſte 
aduaunced. And in moſte lumtuous buildynges lighte⸗ 
ninge and thonder dothe mooſte hurte, and in greatte 
thycke and dꝛye bull hes the fpres Kendle mooſte e 
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J fap that in them that koꝛtune hath reyſed mofteibighiv, 1 
ageynſt them ſpꝛedeth the greatteſt poyſon of enupe A 
fuch as be bertuous fap: The mo ennemies they fubdue | 
to the common welthe: the moo enuious they recouer of 
their renoume. One ought to haue great compaſſion of a 
vertuous man: bpcaule where he trauapleth to be good, 
there abydeth one thynge in hym, of the whiche all onely 
at the. deth he ſeeth the ende. And that is, the moꝛe a man 
recouereth here renowme amonge ſtrangers, the moꝛe he 
is perſecuted with enuy amonge his owne nations. 190- 
mer ſheweth in his Illiades, that Caluittio kynge of the 
Argiues was experte in clergie, valiant in armes, and im- 
dued with dyuers graces, beloued of his people, aboue 
all other he was a great louer of his goddis and woꝛſhyp 
per of them. This good kinge had a cuſtome, that in all 
thynges that he had to do, he wole fyꝛſte al ke counteit 
in the temples of the goddis: he wolde begyn no warre 
ageynſt other, no? oꝛdeyne no newe lawe no? cuſtome in 
his realme: noz: gyue aunſwere to thamballadours, noz 
put no treſpaſours to dethe: noꝛ ſet no tribute on his peo⸗ 
ple: but lirſt he wolde go to the temple, and make diuers 
lacrifices, to knowe the wyll of the goddis. And bycaule 
he went fo often to the macles, he was demaunded what 
anſ were the goddis made to him in ſecrete, ſeinge heiwas 
fo impoztunãte. Than he anſwered and ſayd: J demand 
ok the goddis that they ſhulde not giue me lo lyttell, that 
euery man myght abate and ouercome me: Moꝛ alſo that 
they ſhulde gyůe me fo moche, that euery manne ſhoulde 

hate me: but my delire is to haue a meane eſtate, wher⸗ 
with euery manne myght loue me. Foꝛ J hadde leauer 
be felawe with manx in loue, than to bebpngeot all with 
hatred and enuy. fi DE 
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¶ Okt the greate repꝛoche that themperour gaue to his 
wyfe Fauſtine and her doughter. Cap. xxxvt. 


PING Iter the keaſtes of the trvumphe afoze layde, 
£ INA this good emperour wyllynge to fatpsfpe his 
8 fA hart, and to aduertiſe Fauſtine his wpfe and 
H 1 0 J to teche his innocente doughter, withoute 
=e knowledge of any other, he fente foz theym 
and ſayde: J am not contente Fauſtine with that poure 
doughter dooth, and yet lele with that vou doo, whiche 
ar her mother. Thele maydens koꝛ to be good maydens 
ought well to knowe, howe to obey theyꝛ mothers: And 
the mothers to be good mothers, oughte to knowe howe 
to bꝛynge vppe theyꝛ chyldꝛen. The father is excuſed in 
gyuynge counfaple, ifthe mother be bertuous, and the 


doughter ſhamekaſte It is a greate hame to the father 


being a noble man, that his wyfe beynge a woman Huld 
chaſtyſe his lonne: And a great inconuenience of the mo⸗ 
ther, beynge a mother that her doughter ſhulde be chalti- 
fed by the handes ol her father. There was a laws ozdey⸗ 
ned by the Kodpens, that the father with the daughter, 
ik ſhe had a mother, noꝛ the mother with the fonne, ik he 
were a man, (hulde not entermedle eche with other, but 
alonely men with men, and women with women oughte 
to be brought vp. And thertrempte of the law was ſuͤche, 
that amonge theym that d welled in one houſe femed the 


fathers hadde no daughters, noz the mother no ſonnes. 


O Rome, J wepe not to fe thy ſtretes vnpaued, noꝛ that 
there is fo many gutters in thy boules noꝛ that the batil⸗

Foꝛ there is nowe luch boldneſſe in me 
childꝛen, and fo lyttell ſhamekaſtnes in women childzen, 
with the diſhoneſtie of the mothers. that where as one faz 
ther ſulfiſed foz xx.ſonnes, tone mother foꝛ.xxx.dough⸗ 
ters, nowe. xx. fathers (cantly dare vndertaze to bzinge 
vp well one ſonne, and. xxr.mothers one doughter. J fap 
topou thus Fauſtine, vou remẽbꝛe not how pou are amo- 
ther you gyue moꝛe libertie to your doughter than ought 
to be ſuffred. And pou Lucille remembꝛe not, how pou ar 
a daughter. Foꝛ vou ſhewe to haue moze lybertie than re- 
quireth for a vonge mayden. The greatteſt gylte that the 
goddis haue gyuen to the matrons of Rome is, bycaule 
they are women, they kepe them (elf cloſe and ſecrete: and 
bycauſe they be Komayns, they are ſhamekaſte. The day 
whan the women want the feare of the goddis fecretely, 
and Mame of menne openly, beleue me, epther they hall 
faile the wolde, oꝛ the wolde them. Che common welth 
tequireth fo greatte necellitie, that the women that dwel 
therin ſhuld be as honeſt, as the capitayns to be valiant. 
Foꝛ the capitaynes going to warre defende them, and the 
women that abyde at home conferuc them. As a, iii. pere 
palſed ye lawe the great peſtilence, and J Demanded then 
to haue accompt of the people, and J founde that of a. C. 
tl. M. women well lyuynge. Ixxx. M. dyed: And of. x. M. 
plic women in maner they lcaped all. J can not telle fo: 
whiche J Mhulde wepe, eyther fo2 the lacke that we haue 
of the good and vertuous women in our common welth, 
oꝛ elles fo? the greuous hurte and domage that thele ylle 
and wicked women do to the pouthe of Rome. The kyꝛe 


that bꝛenneth in mounte Ethna dothe not fo greatte Do- 
mage 
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mage to them that dwelle in Sycille, as one pile woman 
doth in the circuit of Rome. A kierſe beaſt and a perpllous 
ennemie to the comon welth is an yl woman: for ſhe is of 
power to do moche harme, and is not apte to folowe any 
goodneſſe. O how many realmes and kynges rede we ok, 
to belote by the vll gouernance of women, and to reliſte 
agaynſte them bath ben nede of wyledom peryls, money, 
force, and wozthines of many men. The vices ina womã 


is aga grene rede, that boweth euery way: but the liber⸗ 


tie and dil honeſtie is as a die kix that bꝛeazeth: in ſuch 
wife that the moze pll they vtter the moze vnlykely is the 


redꝛelſe therof agein. Behold Fauſtin there is no creature

that moze defireth honour and woꝛs Kepeth it than a wo⸗ 
man, And that this is true, fe by Juſtice, by oꝛations, by 


wꝛitynge, and other trauayles manne getteth reno wme: 


but ( without it be by klatteryng and fayze ſpeakynge) vn⸗ 
to this houre, by antike witing we can rede of fewe wo 
men oꝛ none, that eyther by wꝛitinge, redynge, woꝛkinge 
with nedell, ſpynnynge, oꝛ by weuynge hath gotten them 
any great renowme. But as I fap of one, I ſap of ano- 
ther. Certaynly of dyuers we rede, by kepyng them cloſe 
in their houles, well occupied in their belpnelles, tempe- 
rate in their woꝛdes, faythkul to their hul bandes, wel oꝛ⸗ 
dered in their perſones, peaſible with thew neyghbours, 
and finally beinge honeſte amonge their owne kamplpe, 
and ſhamefaſte amonge ſtraungers, ſuche haue attapned 
great reno wme in their lyfe, and lefte eternal memozie of 


them akter their deth, J woll tel you an antike hiſtoꝛie as 


profitable to reſtreyne our Dices; as it did than augment 
vertues, and it is this: The realme of Lacedemoniens(as 
Plato ſheweth) was at a ſeaſon moz diſſolute by the vn⸗ 
thꝛiktines of women than intamed by the crueltie of men: 
fo that of al maner nations they were called Barbariens.

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What tyme Grece as a mother called philoſophie of phi- 
loſophers, Lygurge a wile philoſopher in knowlege, and 
& right tute kpag to gouerne, partely with his doctryne 
righte profitable, and partly with his pure lyfe made ta- 
wes in the ſayd realme, wherby he extirped all biceg, and 
planted all vertues. can not telle whiche of thele two 
were moſte happy, The kynge hauynge fo obedient peo⸗ 

ple, oʒ els the reaime to haue fo rightfull a kynge. Amõge 

all other lawes foz women he made one greatly to be com 
mended? He commanded that the father that dped, Mulo 
gyue nothing to his doughter. And an other, that nepther 
lyuinge noꝛ dienge he Huld gyue any money to mary her 
with: to the entent that none ſhulde marye her koꝛ her ry⸗ 
ches, but al onely foꝛ her goodnes: and not koꝛ her beau- 
tie, but fo2 her vertues. And where as nowe ſome be vn⸗ 
maried bycauſe they are poore, fo then they abode buma- 
tied bycaule they were ſhamekull and vicious. O tyme, 
worthy to be deſired, whan mapdens hoped nothynge to 
be maried with their fathers goodes, but by the vertuous 
werkes of their owne perfons.

Than at the laſt died the 
hul bande of the lady Nerone, and the wyfe of Eſtralco, 
and than they diſcouered their loue, and treted a mariage

gues. Then Fauſtyne marke this thynge: Lyttell aduã⸗ 
tage it had ben to haue cut out the tonges of the two Dobe 
folkes, to haue remedied their loue, and not to haue cut 
out their hartis.

Do ye not know, that Helayne the Greke, and Parys the 
Tropan, of two ſtrange nations, and of ferre counttets, 
with one onely fight in a temple, theit wylles were lo knit 
to gyther, that he toke her as his captyue and ſhe abode 
his pꝛiloner. In Paris appered but (mal foꝛce, and in her 
but iytell reſiſtence. So that in maner thele two pong per 
fones, the one procuring to banquifhe,and the other fuf- 
keringe to he vanquiſhed, Paris was cauſe of his fathers 
deathe: and Helayne of the infamie of her hulbande and 
they bothe of their owne deathes, lofle to their realmes, 
and ſclaundꝛe to all the wozlde. All this loue cauſed, one 
onely ſyght.

¶ I remebze alſo Caligula the, itii, emperour of Rome, 
a ponge man, in whole tyme it was harde to knowe, whi⸗ 
che was the greater, eyther the dilobedience of the people 
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to their loꝛde, 02 the hatred that the loꝛde bare tothe peo⸗ | 
ple. And this ponge prince went ſo farre out of the waye | 


in his youthe, and was ſo farre wyde from reaſon in his 


tyꝛannies, that euervye man ſtudyed howe to take his lyfe 


from hym: ebe ſtudied to {lee euery man. He wrote theſe 
woꝛdes in a table of golde: Wolde to god that all Rome 
hadde but one heed, to the entent that with one ſtroke I 
myght ſtrike it ok. 

¶ I alſo remembꝛe Tyberie, ſonne adoptiue of good Au 
guſte, called Auguſt, bycauſe he augmented Rome. But 


this good olde pꝛince dyd not ſo moche augment it in his 


ipfe, but this ponge ſucceſſour diſtroped it moch moze al⸗ 
ter his deathe. The hate that the Romayne people had az 
gaynſte Tyberie in his ipfe was ryghte well ſhewed after

tours offred great gpftes in the temples, and the pꝛieſtes 
offred gret ſacrifices to their goddis, to thentẽt that they 
Mulde not receyue the foule of the ſayd Tyberie into their 
glozie: but to fende it to the furies of Hell.

and therby pe Hall fe howe J leaue pou to be mayſters of 
my fon, vet in loue and fidelitie pe be to gither all as one. 
Great peryll the prince is in, and the common welth in an 
vll aduenture, where as be many intentions amonge the 
gouernours. Certaynly the pꝛincis are glorious, and the 
people well foztunate, and the ſenate happy, whan all a- 
gree in one councell, and that the counlaylers be ancient, 
and many of them, and al their intẽtions agree bpon one 
thinge. Whan this was in Rome, it was feared and dꝛed 
of tirantes, hauinge their conlultations appꝛoued with 
iii. C. barons, And though their reaſons were diners vet 
their wylles and intẽtis were al one koꝛ the cõmon welth, 
deſire and coniure pou by the goddes, that ye be all fee- 
des in conuerlation, and conformable in councell. All the 
wehe debilities in a prince may be lulftid except yl coũcel: 
and all dekautes of counfapllours are tollerable, excepte 
enuy æ ire Whã the treting woꝛm called a mothe, entreth 


amonge them, it cauſeth perylle in Juſtice, diſhonour to 


the pꝛince, ſclander in the commons, and parcialtte in the 
ſuperiours. The coũſayler that hath his minde ouercome 
with ire, and his herte occupied with enup, and his woꝛ⸗ 
des outragious to a good man it is cefon that he loſe the 
kauour ot the goddis, his pꝛiuetie wich the prince, and the 
credence of the people. For he pꝛeſumeth to offende the 
goddis with vll intention, to ſerue the pince with yl coũ⸗ 
cel, and to ollende the common twelth with his ambition. 
O How ignoꝛant are theſe pꝛincis, that take hede of luche 
herbes a venims that myghte poylon them in their mea⸗ 
tes, and care not fo: the poyſon that they of their pruie 
coũſayle do gyue theme Doubtles there is no cõpaxiſon, 
fo2 the herbes and poptous cau be giuen but on one dape: 
but 
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but the benyme of pll councell is giuen euery houre. Ue- 
npm is Defended by the bome of an vnicoꝛne, by tryacle. 
and other wyſe bp vomites: but the poyſon of pll councel 
bath no remedy, and lefle dekenſiues. And finally J ape, 
that the venym gyuen by an enmp can but flee one empe- 
rout in Rome, but the poylon gyuen by bpm that is moft 
pꝛyuie to euyll councell, leeth the emperour, and diſtro⸗ 
peth the common welthe / And where as euery vertuous 
prince ſetteth more by perpetuall renoume than this falli- 
ble lyke, ye beinge gouernours of thempire, and mayſters 
to my ſonne, they that owe hym pll topli haue not fo moch 
power ouer his lyfe,as ve haue bpon his renoume. Ther- 
fore if he be awaked by his enmies ſtraungers, mothe ra- 
ther he ought to be awaked amonge his domeſticall fren⸗ 
des. One thinge J commaunde as to my ſeruantes, and 
deſire pou as my ftendes, that ve Mewe not pour felfe 
fo pꝛiue openlp, as pe be in lecrete: to thentent that fonie 
feme not as natural ſonnes, and other as hired leruautis. 
He that is vertuous, oughte to haue great regarde to the 
pofite of his loꝛde ſecretely, and to be of meke conuerla⸗ 
tion with euery man openly, els his pꝛiuitie wyll not loge 
endure, and the hate of the pꝛince with the people wyl in⸗ 
creace. Oftentymes J haue redde of our pꝛedeceſſours, 
and J haue fene it in the pꝛeſent Romaynes, whan many 
holde with one, that one holdeth but lyttell with dyuers, 
and leſſe with many, the whiche kepeth their willes as far 
of, as the perſons be nigh. And ſith the ylnes of the time, 
and vnſtablenes of koꝛtune neuer leaueth any thinge in 
one cafe but all is as in maner of a dꝛeme: the mofte fure 
purchaſe is to flee fro peril fo: then wha the princes haue 
pafled their pleſures entermedled in trauailes, they fer- 
che for mam and finde not one. Therof cometh, that one 
pꝛelent fo2 feare will withdꝛawe hym, and an ai out of 
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fauour and abſente wyll not come. J wyll ſhewe pou one 
thinge, the whiche ye ſhall alwaye put in my ſonnes me⸗ 
moze: They that in our trauaples haue determyned of a 
longe ſeſon to apply them, we ought to wynne their good 
willes. The wily labourer in one pere laboureth to gette 
cozes togither, and in an other pere he ſo weth and gade⸗ 
teth. Be not to pꝛeſumptuous, forthe pꝛelumption of an 
gunctent prince, koꝛdoth the auctozite of the pong pꝛince: 
pet for al this diſpꝛaiſe noꝛ rebuke him not to moche: Foz 
the lacke of maners in the ſtate of a loꝛde engendꝛeth bn- 
ſhamekaſtnes in him, and boldnes to the ſeruant. J haue 
lefte in my teſtament the prince Comodus foz pour fonne, 
and you foꝛ his fathers, But J wyll and commande, that 
euery man knowlege him to be their loꝛd, and to be at his 
commaundement. And ye my other ſeruantes aud ſubie⸗ 
ctes to be his in obedience, and in all his bye belinefles to 
be well guyded as his frendes andloucrs . Juſtice ought 
to be fene to, by wile ozatours, accoꝛdinge to the optnion 
of you that be his gouernours. And alwaye the determi⸗ 
nation to be done by the punce, which is loꝛde of al. One 
councell J wyll gyue pou, and if pe finde it yll, blame me 
afoꝛe the goddis, and than the empire of my ſonne ſhalbe 
ſtable and permanent in Rome, and pour pꝛiuetie fure in 
his hous, il pour counſelles be moued by reaſon, and his 
wyll ruled by pour councels. F delire ſooꝛe that pe be not 
couetous: and therfore J haue gyuen you dyuers gyktes 
and thankes in mp Ipfe, to take couetouſnes from pou a= 
fore my dethe. It were a mõſtruous thing and very dꝛed⸗ 
full, that ſuche as ought to refrapne couetyſe fro ſtraun⸗ 
gers, to haue their owne handes open fo? their owne pꝛo⸗ 
pꝛe lucres. The bettuous pꝛiue men, ought not to do all 
the yl that they max moꝛ to delire all that they may atteyn 
vnto, to the intente that the pꝛince gyue theym fo moche 
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goodes for the profite of their houſes, as peyne and enuy 
of the people to their perſons. And as in meane ſhyppes 
men ſcape belt in a meane fee, ſoner than in great carrac⸗ 
kes, in the wawes of the roꝛinge and impituous ſees: in 
like wiſe luche as be in meane eſtate amonge them that be 
but meanly enuious, lyue moꝛe ſurely, than ſuche as are 
ſette in high eſtate and pꝛiuetie beinge ryche, to be paſſy⸗ 
oned among ennemies, that dil daynfully wold put them 
Inder. It is a notable rule amonge wife men, and an in- 
fallible experience amonge them that be good, Ithinke 
that by heringe therof the pll Hall knowlege it: The gloz 
rie of one amonge great men maketh ſtryke, ſuſpection in 
them that be egal, and euuy amouge them that be meane: 
One thinge, that they that gouerne well, ought to haue, 
ig liberalitie. The leſſe pe be couetous, the moꝛe ve ſhalbe 
lyberal. Foz with the rage of cauetouſnes the right ol Ju 
tice is myniſhed / It is longe tyme liche J determyned to 
gyue pou the gouernyng of thempire, and the nouriſhing 
of my ſonne. And to haue pꝛouyded to haue gyuen pou 
largely of iny goodes, to put the couetyng of other mens 
goodes from you. warrant pou one thing: yl couetoul⸗ 
nes be amonge you, and be enuted of pour neyghbours, 
ye ſhall lyue in peyne, and pour hartes ſhall be peyned 
with other mens beſineſſes, and your mindes ſhalbe euer 
in ſuſpect.

It is no generall rule that all 
ponge perſons (hall always be ponge and lyght, no: that 
all olde perſons Multe be always wille Tam in fuertie of 
one thinge, that ik the ponge man be bome with folp, the 
olde man lyueth a dieth with couctife, Thertoze my tonne 
beware, be not extreme in extremities. Forthe pong peo-

What 
thing can be moze monſtruous than a pince that cõman⸗ 
deth euery man, to be commaunded of one. Sothely the 
gouernynge of diuers can not be gouerned well by the o⸗ 
pinion of one alone, thã the prince that gouerneth many, 
oughte to haue the intention and opinion of dyuers. 
Inthe annales of the Pompepens, J founde a lyttell 
boke of remembꝛance, the which the great Pompeie bare 
alway with hpm: wherin were diuers good councels and 
aduertiſementis, the whiche were giuen in diuers partis 
of the wode: Amonge the whiche J founde thele wo- 
des: He that gouerneth the common welthe, and putteth 
the gouccnanee to fem im po old, heweth hym fell vn⸗ 
able: and he that truſteth in youth is lyghte: and he that 


gouctneth by him felfe alone, is hardy and bolde: and he 


that gouerneth by him felfe and other is wife, Thele were

notable wozdes. Chan my onne determyne the to take 
counſaplle, and ſpecially in hyghe thynges, and difficple 
matters, and otherwyle lette theym not be determyned. 
Joꝛ whan the counlaplle is of dyuers taken, than if any 
faute be, it hall be deuided amonge them al. Though the 
determination myght be done by a kewe, pet take councell 
ok dyuers. Among all thy welthes, here the cõmon coun⸗ 
celle. For one wyll ſhewe the al the in conuemence, an no⸗ 
ther the perylle, an other the domage, an other the pꝛou⸗ 
kytte, and an nother the remedye. And fette as well thyne 
epes vppon the inconuenyentes that they lape, as bpon 
the remedye that they offre. Whan thou begynneſt any 
barde mattier, eteme as welle the fmalle domages that 
mape befall afore and ſtoppe them, as to remedy the great 
mpsfortunes that come after. Ok trouthe the ſtronge and 
myghtye ſhyppe okte tymes koꝛ a ſmalle takynge hede of 
the pplotte, is lountzen and dꝛowned in a lyttelle water: 
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and an other ſhyppe not fo tronge, with wife diligence is 
faued in the gulke of the ſee. Be not annoyed to take coffe 
cel in {mal matters euery boure. Foꝛ many thinges forth- 
with requireth to be loked to, and in abydinge foꝛ councel 
it endomageth. And that thou cante diſpatche by thyne 
owne auctozitie without domage of the cõmon welth put 
it not to any other perſon. Foꝛ {ith thy ſeruice all only de- 
pendeth of thyn, the reward dependeth of the alone. 

A Fn the pere. vi. C. xxx.of the foundation of Rome, af- 
ter the cruell warres done ageinſt the kinge of Numedte, 
the day that Marius triumphed, without puttyng of any 
of the riches that he bꝛought, into the cõmon treaſure, he 
deuyded it to his men of warre, And whan he was ther- 
fore accufed, and aſked why he toke not firſte the opinion 
of the lenate: He aunlwered and ſayde: Sythe they toke 
not the opinion of other to do me ſeruice, it were no refon 
that I Moulde take councell of other to rewarde and re- 
compence them.

In the pere of the foundation of Rome. vi. C. lir.ot the 


Olympiade. C. lx vii. Lucullus Patricius, greate frende 
to Sylla, goynge to the warre ol Metridates, It chan⸗ 
ced that in Tygoano a citie of Caldiens, he found a plate 
of coper 02 bꝛaſſe bpon the kynges gatis wherin were cer 


taàyne letters, whiche they ſayd were grauen there by the 
commandement of Alexander the great. The letters were 


in Caldee, conteynyng thele ſentences. That pꝛince is not 
wyle, that wyll holde his ipfe in peryll: and wyll not af- 
fure his lyfe and ſtate with the loue of al mé: Chat prince 
is not vertuous, that in giuing moche to one perfon, wil⸗ 
leth all other to haue but lyttell: That pꝛince is not iuſte, 
that wyll ſatisfie moze the couetile of one perſone, thã to 
the bices of all men: That prince is a fole; that dilpiſeth 
the councell of all other, and all onely truſteth bpon the 
opinion of one: And finally the pꝛince is to bold and bat- 
dy, that foz the loue of one, wyl be bated of al other. Theſe 
were woꝛdes of eternall memoꝛp. And in dede thele pꝛin⸗ 
ces hulde haue this always in theyꝛ pꝛeſence.

And after this Cicero had fene the keldes of Far- 
ſalye, he toke other councell and remedy, ſuche as pleaſed 
bpm in Kome. Foz tf Celar had granted him his goodis, 
petý turned not his credẽce and renoume. Surely frend 
pams I wote no remedy to gyue the ageinſt enup, fith 
thou ſeeſt al the wozld ful therok. we le how we be the ione 
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ok enute, and we liue with enuie a die with enup:⁊ he that 
leueth moſt riches, leueth the greteſt enuie. The auncient 
wife men coticeled rich men, that they ſhuld not haue pore 
kolkes nere them: a they admoniſhed the poore, that they 
fulde not dwell nere to the ryche. And trewely it is good 
reaſon. Foꝛ richeſſe of ryche men is the fede of enuie to 
pooꝛe. And that forthe poore lacketh, and the riche hathe 
to moche cauſeth diſcoꝛd amõge the people. Il were by ỹ 
goddis im moꝛtal frend Piramon, though they that be pll 
wold ý J ſhulde ſ were fallely, as moch as riches without 
thought noziſheth couetiſe, ſo moch the enuious noꝛiſheth 
enuy therby. J counlaile the one thing, r that is, that it is 
no good counſell to flee euuie, and to auoide the vertu cõ⸗ 
tratie to the fame. Homer laithe, p in his tyme there were 
two Grekes extreme in all extremities: The one was eg- 
treine in riches a therfore he was perfecuted by enuie, a p 
was Achilles: the other was ſoze noted of malice but no 
man had enuie at him, and that was Thieſtes. Certainly 
J had leuer be Achilles with his enuy, tha Thieſtes with 
out it. Thou knoweſt well, that we RKomapnes ſerche not 
but foꝛ reſte in our lpfe, andfo2 honour after dethe. And 
liche it is ſo, it is not poſſible but the man that euery man 
enuieth his renoume ought to be exalted in the reſt of his 
ipfe. And lithe J fee theſe two thynges in the, ſuche as be 
thy krendes taketh lytell thought, foꝛ that thyn ennemies 
murmure agaynſt the. Thou wꝛpteſt to me, howe they ol 
Lypons do well, and are nicrpe, excepte thy felfe, that arte

red lyle. Ag thou in tymes paffed hatte 
ben perteyner of my traueyles, J haue 
4 RN ente to calle the to gyue the pleafure of 
ä mp triumphes. By the haboundance ok 
rychelle, diuerlitie cf captiues, fierſnes of capitayns that 
we haue bꝛought to Rome, thou mapt percepue what pe- 
kils we haue lulfred in this warre. The Parthes ar good 
men of warre:and as euery man findeth in their owne lõd 
dekendeth their houles with ſtronge hert: and ſurely they 
do lyke good men. Foz without reafon we dye of affection 
to take other mens goodes: and they with refon do laboꝛ 
to defende that is their owne. Lette no man take enuie at 
the Romayn capitayn, foꝛ any triumph that is giuen him 
by his mother Rome: Foꝛ fo2 one dape of honour, he is a 
MP. dapes in diſpaire of his lyfe. J wyll not ſpeake that 
A myght ſay of them that be in warre, and dwel in Rome, 
ben cruel iuges of their owne fame.

The olde auncy⸗ 
ent hiſtozies wytneſſe, that kinge Philyp ol Macedonpe, 
and his ſonne Alexander, were happy in warre, bycauſe 
they kepte their armies fo well oered, that it femed bet- 
ter to be a ſenate that ruled, tha an armie that wold fight. 
I were to the by mpn honeſtie that fro the tyme of Quin 
tus Cincinatus, vnto the noble Marcus Marcellus, in 
the whiche tyme was the greatteſt pꝛoſperitie of Rome, 
the common people hadde greatte glozie as longe as di- 
ſciplyne of knyghtehode was well cozrected: and we be- 
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ganne to loſe, whan our capitapnes beganne to deſerue 
to be depꝛaued and condempned. O curled be thou Alpe, 
and curſed be the day, that we had conqueſte of the. Che 
goodnefle that hath folowed therby we lee it at our eye: 
and the domage that ts come by the {hall alwayes be fo- 
rowed. In the we haue waſted our trealures, à thou hatt 
filled vs with thy vices: In chaunge of ſtronge and Der- 
tuous men, thou haſt ſent thy wantons to vs: We haue 
ouercome thy cites, and thou triumpheſt ok our vertues: 
we haue beaten downe thy koztreſſes, and thou haſte dy⸗ 
ſtroyed our good cuſtomes:by force thou art becom ours, 
and with our good wylles we are nowe thyne: Uniuſte⸗ 
ly we are loꝛdes of thy realmes, and we are iuſte lubiec⸗ 
tis to thy vyces: Fynally Aſpe thou ſhalte be the ſepul⸗ 
chꝛe of Rome, and thou Rome ſhalte be the lyncke and 
gutter of the fylthynes of Aſye. Certapnly Rome ought 
to haue bene content with the landes of Italye, whiche is 
the nauyll of the wolde, without conqueringe the landis 
of Aſie, to bereue them from other. J lyke wel all thingis 
that J haue redde of my pꝛedeceſſours, ſauinge that they 
were pꝛowde, as we their lucceſſours be to hardye. And 
I (weare vnto the, that yet peraduenture after the peyn, 
we fhall becomme vertuous and good. All the rycheſſe 
and tryumphes, that our forefathers haue bꝛoughte out 
of Alpe, the goodes and the rycheſſe, and they alfo wich 
the tyme at laſte hadde an ende: but the wantonnes and 
vices that are in vs their chylderne, dothe remayne ſtylle 
vnto this dape J wolve to god that the Pꝛyncis knewe 
what an outragious thynge hit is to inuente warres in

M. Romapns with the bices that they brought to Rome: 
As eatynge openly in the palapes Aufonios , ſuppynge 
in their houſes ſecretely, the women to clothe them as mê, 
and the men paynted as women, The patritiens bearyng 
Meaſques, The Plebeyens vlynge ſmelles, and the em⸗ 
perours to weare purple. Thele. vii. byces of Alfie, Aie 
ſent fo2 a pꝛeſẽt to Rome. Seus noble capitayns bꝛought 
them, J leaue to ſhewe their names, leet J ſhulde mame 
them with their faultes , lythe they were fo noble men by 
their high dedeg. Nowe pe pꝛincis beholde what profptte 
it is to take ſtraunge realmes with pour wartes: J leue 
the bices that they recouer, and the vertues that they tefe, 
with the pardicion of their trelure that they loue. forcer- 
tayn there is neyther kyng no? realme brought to extreme 
pouertie, but by warrynge a ſtraunge realme with finall 
extreme conqueſte. demaunde of the myn owne frende 
Cornelius: What cauleth pꝛincis to lele their treafure, a 
require them of other? Whan their owne can not fuffpie, 
than they take fro churches, lerche dyuers loones, reyſe 
tributes, and inuent newe ſubſydies, gyue and ſpende on 
ſtraungers, and make him lelke hated of his one, pꝛay 
euery man, and haue nede of euery man: aduenture his 
perſone, and aduenture his renoume?

Ake of mount Celio to the Claudius and 
LSA E Claudine buf bande and wpfe, dwellynge 
Wes i e my warde, J delire helthe, ſendyng you 
AY this letter. The trouthe is, bycauſe pe are 
By ge mS mp ferendis, c vnder my charge, J enquive 
Dok them that come fro pou of poureltates: 
and by theym that go to pou, J fende recommendations 
to pou bothe: pf ye haue my good wylle demaunde it ol 
vour hartis. And yt in pour ſtomacke ye repute and take 
me but as a ſuſpecious frende, thanne J thynke my felfe 
euen cleane condempned. The ſcruelle foꝛgetkulneſſe, the 
whiche may be cauſer of myne ablence,peraduenture ba- 
nylheth the good dedeg that ye haue receyued of my pet- 
fone. If in any thynge J haue entreated pou with lpes, 
than J require that pe entreate me nothinge with trouth. 
But it J haue bene alwayes pour good neyghbour and 
frende, pë ye haue any nede of myne honour, than be to 
me as good. Gapo Furion my frende, as wel as pour paz 
rent, paſlynge this wape to Alexandzye, bath ſhewed me 
many 
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many thinges the which were done in Rome: and amoge 
other he ſhewed me one thynge, that cauled me to laugh 
whan J herd it: and pet it was right greuous to me, wha 
Ithoughte theron. Some thynges we taze lodeynly in 
{poste and mockerie, the whiche alterwarde well confide- 
red, maketh vs very forte. He ſhewed me, howe that pe 
feme to euery man right aunctent, and very pong in pour 
doinge: foꝛ ye aray pour ſelfe daply with newe apparell, 
as ye ſhulde go to weddinges: and where as men do ho⸗ 
nour you as ancient perfons, ve hew pour felfe wanton > 
and whan folke renne to le gewgawes, ye are not the laft.

And this euyll is 
notin the body, but in the ſhyppe, nat on the erthe, but in 
the fee: Not with philicions, but phuolophers J councel 
the to ſeke helth: Foꝛ there thy lyfe is drowned where thy 
leade is fonken, Be not angrye, fo: thoughe thou haſte 
not thy lead with the, thy lead hath the with it. Oftetimes 


auarice ſeketh out the auaricyous, and ſomtyme the aua⸗ 


vicious (eke auarice. It is ſhewed me, thou arte fory, by 
¿ caule | 
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tauſe thy domage can haue no remedpe: a doeſt thou not 
know, that where no remedy is thou oughteſt to take paz 
icence ; O Mercurius, nowe thou knoweſt, ý whan thou 
dyddeſt aduenture thy goodes tothe fulpectous rockeg, 
and thy delires to the depe wawes of the lee, and thy cou- 
ragious auatice to the impoꝛtunate wyndes a thy leed to 
ſtraunge waters: and as topous and defirous as thy fa- 
ctours went forth in truſt ot wynnynge, as moche nowe 
thou arte ſure of the loſſe:and thus is thy defire drowned, 


and thy hope ſcaped. Boek thou not remembꝛe, that D02 _ 


crates caſtynge into the lee not leade but golde, not a ly⸗ 


tell, but a great deale, not goodes of other menneg but ot 
his owne, not by fortune, but by his wyſedome, ſayinge, 


J wyll dꝛowne thefe gylefull rycheſles, to the entent that 
they Hall not dꝛowne me: but J thynke if a man ſhulde

t thouwylt ſpend thy ſperes. Thou neuer cameſt into the 
kelde, and pet thou woldeſt enioy the triumphe. Al be ſtop⸗ 
ped, e thou woldeſt palle lurely. Thou peldeſt thy felfe to 


kortune: And doek thou not knowe, how fhe beteth down 
the hygh walles, and dekendeth the olde rotten howles, a 
peopleth where there lacketh people, ¢ vnpeopleth where 
as people be: DFenmpes the maketh krendes, and of frets 
des enmpes, and dilpoileth the vanquyſhers, a crowneth 
them that be ouercome. Ot traytours (he maketh trewe 
men, and trewe men (he maketh lulpecte perfonnes. And

ſtylementes: Beleue me in one thynge Antygonus, and 
doubte it not, if men lyued lyke men, and chaunged not 
the rule of conditours, the goddes wolde then be always 
as goddes, not to caule vs to be boꝛne of our mothers to 
gyue vs fo cruel chaſtiſemẽtes by the hand of monſtrous 
beaſtes. Certaynelp it is iuſte and moſte tufte, that bzute 
beaſtes be chaſtyſed by other brute beaſtes, and the mon⸗ 
ſterous by other monſterouſe beaſtes:and ſuche as ofend 
with greate fautes, to be punyſhed with greate paynes. 
J fap to the one thynge, the whiche ſemeth a newe thynge 
to the, and that is, the euyll perſonne offendethe moꝛe by 
infamy, than the goddes gyue theym payne foz it, rather 
than fo: the offence that is comytted agaynſt them, as the 
goddes naturally be pytietull, and alway haue the name 
therol, fo we are alwayes euyll and our euelnes a wa 
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full werkes deſerue to haue fore chaſtiſemẽt. Che ſpmple 
kolkes call the goddis cruell, in that they ſe theyꝛ chaſtile⸗ 
ment openly, and fo2 they fe not our ſecrete ylneſſe. Than 
the goddis haue reaſon to complayn, bicauſe we with our 
ſynnes offend them, e they by our cruelnes are inkamed. 
An ineffable rule it is, that the pitieful goddis do not pu- 
nyſhe extremelp with extreme chaſtyſementis, lythe that 
firſte the vicious men do extremely with extreme vyces. 
The tyme that Camillus was banyſhed Capue, and that 
the frenche men poſſeded Rome, Lucius Clarus confule 
was fent by the ſenate to the oꝛacle of Apollo, to demande 
councell what the Romayne people ſhuld do to be delyue⸗ 
red out of their greate peryll. And there this conſule was 
xl. dayes within the temple on his knees before Appollo, 
offerynge right ſtraunge ſacrifices, and ſhedde many tea- 
res with wepynge, and pet he coude haue none anſwere: 
and ſo with no ſmal inconueniences he returnid to Rome. 
Than the holy ſenate ſent out of euery temple two pꝛeſtis 
and whan they were pꝛoſtrate on the erthe, Apollo layde: 
As one begynninge is coꝛreſpondent to an other begyn⸗ 
nynge, and one place to an other, Meruaplle thou not, 
though by the reaſon of an extreme demaunde, J ſhewed 
my ſelfe extreme to anſ were. Le Romaynes lithe pe fayle 
men, pe come to ſeke to the goddis, fo: the occafion wher- 
of we wyl gyue pou no good coũſayle whan ye haue nede, 
no? permptte that men (hulde fauour pou whan ye go to 
feke fo? them. Regarde my krendes, not forthe facrifices 
that ye haue offred to me, but forthe amptie that J haue 
had with pour fathers in tyme pat, J wyl diſcouer to you 
a ſecrete, the whiche is, that ye ſhall fap to the Romapns 
fro me, bit. thynges The fpafte is, tette neuer man leaue 
the goddis fo2 an other man, fo2 feare that the goddes dez 
parte fro the myſerable man in his moh 1 neceſli⸗ 
1 tie, 
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tie. The.ii. is, that more auaplleth to holde the parte of 
one of the goddis immoꝛtall, that is in heuen, than with 
all the moꝛtall men in the woꝛlde. The. tii, is, that menne 
Mulde beware to anope the goddis, foꝛ the ire of the god- 
dis doth moze domage than the iniquitie of all men. The 


if the goddis be foꝛgotten by men a. M. tymes. The. v. 
is, that the goddis do ſufkre that one {hall be perfecuted 
by an other that is ylle, oꝛ they haue kirſte perſecuted ouc 
that is good. And therfore pe are ſtrykẽ with the feates of 
the frenche men bicaule pe haue perſecuted and baniſhed 
Campllus pour naturalle neyghbour. Che. vi. is, it the 
men wyl haue the goddis fauozable in the tyme ok warte, 
they mufte lerue them fpatte in tyme of peace. The. vii. is 
that the pitiefull goddis ſendeth not to any realme ſome 
extreme chaſtiſement, but if it be foz fome extreme offen- 
ces commptted in the lame realme, And ſhewe to the Se⸗ 
nate, that J wold make none anfwere to Lucius Clarus, 
bicauſe they fent fo pil a man to their god Appollo as am- 
baſladour, the which they ought not to haue done. Ye Ro⸗ 
mapus take this councell of me, and if pe kynde it yl, take 
no moze of me. In a ſtraunge meflage lende alwayes the 
moft eloquent menys in your ſenate fette the wpfeft men⸗

dis be ſo iuſt, that they wyll not gyue iuſt thynges but by 
hades of iut men. Finally J fap it ye wyl drue the freche 
men pour ennemies out of vour landis, firſte caſte out the 
patios fro pour hartes. Thynbe foʒ tvouth, that the 80D- 
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ids wyll neuer due pour ennemies out ok Italy tyll Ca- 


myllus al the gyltleſſe that be banyſhed, be returned a- 
geyn to Rome. Certaynly the cruell warres that the god- 
dis permytteth at this tyme pꝛeſent, is but a warnyng ol 
the chaſtiſementes foz offences paſſed. Foz that the yl men 
haue done to the inocẽtis in diuers days, after by p hades 
of other that be pl, the payment is made in one day. 
This anſ were Apollo made to the pꝛieſtes flamynes that 
were fent to hym out ol Rome, which thing made the fe- 
nate ſoꝛe abaſhed. J remembꝛe that in the boke of thean- 
were of the goddts, in the annales of the capitol there J 
founde it: the whiche boke the firſt day of euery monethe 
was redde by a ſenatour, befoze all the other ſenatours of 
the ſenate. Therfoꝛe frend Antigonus, as the god Apollo 
fayde, if thou wylte not beleue me, that am thy frende be⸗ 
leue the god Apollo. O Antigon? behold how p vnderſtã⸗ 
ding of bayn men are but beltly to the ſpiritis of the god- 
Dis, whiche are fecret a her where as they ſpeke, all 
other ought to be ſtylle. Fos one councell of the goddis is 
moꝛe Worth in mockerie, than al the coũcels of më though 
they be nener fo true. OF whens thinkeſt thou that this 
cometh ¢ I (hall ſhewe the: The goddis are ſo perfyte in 
all bountie, & fo wife in all wyſedome, and we are fo pilin 
all malyce, ſo fimple in all ſymplenes, that though they 
wold erte, they can not bicaule they be goddis: and we $ 
wolde be allured, erre, bycauſe we be men. And herin F fe 
what a bꝛute beaſt man is: foꝛ al/theſe moꝛtal men are fo 
entier in their owne wylles, that they wyl lole moze in foz 
lo wing their owne opinion, than wynne by the councel of 
an other manne and the woꝛſte of all is, that they take 
ſuche a bytte in doinge yll, that there is no bꝛidel that can 
rekreyne them.

great renoume, there were innumerable beattes ronne at: 


This captiue pꝛiſoner lept into the parke, and kylled two

| Capus Cefar beinge ponge, kleinge the companye of 
Sylla, bycaute he was perteyninge to Marius, he being 


among the Rodiens wan his meate with courſyng æ run 
nyug of hoꝛſes, with his handes bound behynde bym. It 


was a monſtruous thynge tole, as the annales wytnes, 
| bowe he wolde guyde the hoꝛſes with his knees fo fatte, 
| as though he had dꝛawen them with the reynes of their

In the. xv. pere that the capitapne of Cartageniés en- 
| tred into Italy, our aunctent fathers fente to the realme 
ol Frigie foz the dyeſſe Berecynthia mother of the god- 
dis: and whan (he arryued at the porte Bottie, the ſhyppe 
| that he came in, ranne bpon the lande, and by the {pace 
ok. liii.dayes. xxx. M. men, that came in the army coulde 
not remoue it: by chance came thither one of the virgins 
bveſtales named Rea, whiche with her gyzdylle tyed to the 
chyppe, dꝛewe it to the lande as ealily as the wolde m 
dꝛa wen 
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dꝛa wen a thꝛede from the dyſtalfe. And to the intent bu 
we ſhulde beleue luche thinges, as we here were done in 
times paft, we may know it by dedes done pꝛeſẽtly in our 
days. J remembze whan my lozd Adrian came fro Dacie 
he dydde celebrate a lpectacle in Rome, wherin there was | 
mo than. ii. M. wylde beſtis. And the thing moſt notable p 
we haue fene, there was a knyght bome by the riuer Då- 
nubio, who toke a hors, a ranne into the parke, and ſlewe 
fo many wylde beſtes, that there fledde fro him Ipong leo⸗ 
pardes, beares olyphantes, and we dyd fle fro them: and 
be (lewe mo of them than they dpd of men. Thele rage 
thinges J haue recyted to the, that ot all theſe Jam not 
fo abaſhed as J am of the, to ſe the redye to doo armes az 
geinſt the goddis, and againſt the ſenate, and ageinſt foz 
tune. Chele thre are gvauntes in vertuous valpauntiſe, 
and happy at al tymes: and they be ſuche as commaunde 
them that commande other. The goddis by their natura⸗ 
lyte and power clofe vp the furies, and gouerne the ſter⸗ 
res: And the ſenate with their Juſtyce ouercometh real- | 
mes, and ſubdueth tyzantes: and fortune with her tirãny 
tak eth them that they leaue, and leaueth them that they 
take: and honoureth them that they diſhonour, and cha⸗ 
ſtyleth them that lerue her: ſhe begyleth euery perfon, and 
no perlon begyleth her: (he pꝛomyſeth moche, and fulfpl- | 
leth nothing: her ſonge is wepynge, and her wepinges is 
ſonge, to them that be deed amonge woꝛmes, and to them 
that lyue in foꝛtunes, at them that be pꝛelent he ſpurneth 
with her fete, and thꝛeateth them that be abſent. All wyſe 
men Minke fro her, but thou lyke a foole ſheweſt her thy 
face. Ok one thynge J am abached of the, to complayne 
of the ſenate, a pet 4 meruaple not: foz in conclulion they 
be but mẽ: pet of trouth in thinges ol Juſtice they ought | 
to be moze than men.

Take 
this fo: certayne, that the Cenſures 02 minyſters of Fu- 
ſtyce, foꝛgettynge the pitie of the Romayns, hall be repu 
ted cruelle, as Barbariens, Noz Rome (hall nat repute 
them as her naturall chyldꝛen, but as cruell ennempes:

ouercome with prayer, J neuer feared with thꝛetnynges: 
where as I myght remedy lecretely, J dpd neuer chaſtiſe 
it openly: them that J myght coꝛrecte with warnynges, 
I neuer hurted with beatynges: Suche as Ichaſtyſed 
openly, I Evatt aduertyſed ſecretely: and kynally J neuer 
chaſtyled one, but J forgaue foure: J am right loꝛowkull 
bycauſe that J haue chaſtyſed, and am glad bycaule that 
I pardoned, In as moche as J was boꝛne as a man, and 
my kleſhe is here eaten with woꝛmes, and bycaule haue 
lyued vertuoully in my lyfe, my ſpirite (hal now ret with 
the goddis. 
¶ owe thynkeſt thou my frende Antygonus; what an 
Epitaphye was this? And howe glorious was his tpfe, 
ſythe the memoꝛie of bym bute this dape abydeth fo im- 
mortal? And as the goddis may helpe me in al goodnes, 
and defende me fro yl, J haue not fo great delyte at Bom 
pep with his armpe, noꝛ at Gaius Julius Cefar with his 
Gaules of France, noz at Scipio with his Affrycans, as 
IJ haue at the king ol Cypꝛes with his ſepulchze. Foꝛ that 
kynge bath more glozie in that mountapne beinge deed, 
than all the other had in all their lyues with all their try⸗ 
umphes, that euer they had in Rome.

¶ This inſtructiõ Auguſt Cefar gaue to a gouernour of 
his, bicauſe it was ſhewed him, that he was ſom what cru 
el in p realme. Certainly they were (hort woꝛdes, butthey 
were right cõpendious: And Wold to god they were wit- 
ten in the hartes of our iuges. Thou wziteſt, how that ile 
is (022 troubled by refon of the cenſures a iuges therof. It 
ig a noykull trauayle to receyue the auctozitte of Juſtice 
into the hande of an vntuſt man: and it is a thynge not to 
be luffred, that one with tirãny Huld tirannyſe dyuers o⸗ 
ther: not with the lpte, but with the auctozitie to coꝛrecte 
good mê therby to be called a good cẽſure. The auctorttie 
of his ofice giuẽ to hym by his pꝛince ought to be a ace

The fecond to put downe 
Graͤccus Valerius, bycauſe he was lo cruel and in hatred 
with the people. The third they pꝛouided Pplate of Lion 
to be pꝛelidente of that realme. Than bowe lemeth it to 
the my frende Antigonus, dyd not this Hebzewe ſpeake 
hyghly: O Rome without Rome, that of Rome holdeth 
nothynge but the walles, and arte fallen into vnthziktie 
bices, what dyddeſt thou whan fuch a ſhame was laiwe to 
the by an Hebꝛewe in the myddes of the lenate⸗ Certainlp 
the greatteſt plage amonge all plages, and the greatteſt 
loffe amonge all loſſes, is whan the punce bath his tpfe fo 
without lyke, his tuſtice fo without tuſtice, his dedes foo 
ikada Pepes g in all euyl ſo bolde a hardy, a in al good- 

nes 
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nes fuch a coward, that rightwyſely his owne men do ac⸗ 
cule him, and ſtraungers repꝛeue hym, none dothe loue 
hym, but al hate him, and his frendes wyl not helpe hym, 
& his ennemies wyll perlecute bpm: They that be pꝛelent 
rekuſe his goodnes, and they that be abfente procure his 
vll: They that lpue take away his Ipfe, and the deade his 
fepulchie. Nowe to retourne to the purpole of our iuges, 
J pray the Antygonus, ſhewe me thy mynde, wherok co- 
meth nowe a dapes the great ſelaunder of the people, the 
infampe of the prince, and the peryll in Juſtyce: If thou 
knoweſt it not, barken and J (hall ſhewe the, wherby all 
goth out of oDer. They that be pꝛiue are ſo impoztunate, 
and the pincis not rekuſinge them: they begylyng and he 
ſuffringe to be be begiled: The one with couetyſe, and the 
other with ignoꝛance, doth gyue to ſuche that he ſhoulde 
take fro, and take away fro fuche as he hulde giue vnto: 
and honoureth them that diſhonoureth hym, kepeth the 
ryght wyſe in pꝛiſon, and delyuereth the vicious, diſpileth 
experte perſones, and truſteth them that be leude: and fi- 
nally they pꝛouide not offices to men, but men to offices . 
They oꝛdeyne the vniuſt to miniſtre Juſtice, and do iniu- 
rie to them that be tuft. Vet here and J thal ſhew the move. 
(Chele myſerables after that they be appoynted and fette 
in their offices, wherof they be nothinge woꝛthy, moꝛe foz 
their auctozitie than foz meryte of their perſons, they are 
feared with their ertreme iuſtice. They take on them the 
ſtate of greatte men with the ſweatte and labour of pooze 
men. They ſupply with malyte that they wante of dilere- 
tion. And wort of al, they melure the Juſtice of other mẽ 
with their owne propre vtilitye. Let harken and J Mall 
fap more. Biter that theſe ideotes fe them ſelte in the gulfe 
of theſe vayn belinefles, tha they lacke the reyne of know⸗ 
lege, the layles ol wiſedome a the 5 of experience, 
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1102 can not remedy a finall matter, but inuent other more 
greatter, altringe and troublyng the peace foz their owne 
particular welth. They wepe fo2 their owne harme, and 
no leſſe fo2 the welth ol other, and finally lefe them lelfes. 
And therfore they aduenture them felfe into the gulkes, æ 
inflame their loꝛdes, that haue gyuen them Cuche offices, 
to giue to ſuche as hath not deſerued them. Thou mayſte 
know, that the beginnyng of them is pꝛide and ambition, 
and their myddell is enuye and malyce, and their ende is 
Dethe and diſtruction. And ik my councell were taken, fu- 
che ſhulde haue no credence with princes 02 gouernours, 
but as ſclaundꝛed men to be ſeparate, not all onely fro the 
common welthe, but fro their lyues. Surely great is the 
couetyſe of them that be ſhameleſſe, which without ſhame 
demaunde offices of the ſenate oꝛ pꝛincis: but it is a moꝛe 
boldnes of malpce foz the pꝛynces to gyue them. In this 
and in other thynges thele are {oo dampnable, that nep- 
ther the feare of the goddis Doth withdꝛawe them noꝛ the 
prince Doth not refreyne them, no? vengeaunce dothe not 
lette them, no? the common welthe doth not accuſe them, 
and aboue al other reaſon dothe not commande them, no? 
the la we fubdue them. 
¶ O my frende Antygonus note this wowe that J write 
in the ende of my letter. In the pere of the foundation of 
Rome. vi. C.xlii. as the Romayns as than in the woꝛlde 
had dyuers warres, as Gapus Celius ageynſte theym of 
Trace, and Gneo Cordon his brother againſt Saropne, 
Junius Syllo ageinſt the Umbꝛes, Minutius Rufus az 
geynſt the Macedonyens, Seruilio Scipio ageynſte the 
Luſitayns, and Marius conlull ageinſt Jugurtha köoyng 
of the Mumudtens, It bekell fo that Hoco kinge of Mau⸗ 
rytayne fauoured Jugurtha, and bpon them triumphed | 
Marius, and they laden with chaynes were ene big 
chariot, 
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chariotte, not without great cõpaſſion of them that fawe 

it. Alter this triumph done, incontinent the lame Daye by 

counfell of the ſenate, Jugurtha was beheeded in pꝛilon, 

dt his companpon Borus had pardone of his lyfe, and the 

caule was, It was a cuſtome none to be putte to Juſtice, 

but firſte the auncient bokes hulde be ſerched to le if any 

of his pꝛedeceſlours had done before any ſeruice to Rome, 
wherby the captiue ſhulde meryte to haue pardon of his 
ipfe: and than it was founde,that the gratitfather of Bo⸗ 
cus came to Rome, and made gret oꝛations before the fe- 
nate, by whole woꝛdes and ſentences, his fatd neuew me- 
rited to haue pardon of his lyfe: and amonge other of his 
ſayingis, he reherſed thele verſes that ſayd: v ohat is that 
realme, where is no good amonge the pll no: pil amonge 
the good? what is that realme, that hath their boutes ful 
of good imple perlons, and banyſheth away al wyldom? 
Oz what is that realme that ſuche as be good are cowar⸗ 
des and the yl hardy: 02 what is the realme, where al pes- 
{ible are diſpleaſed, and the ledycious pꝛayled? What is 
that realme, that Cleeth them that wolde their welthe, and 
are angry with them that wold helpe their pll? oꝛ what is 
that realme, that permptteth the pꝛoude poze folkes, and 
the tyche tyꝛantes? oꝛ what is that realme, where they al 
know the euyl, and none pꝛocureth any goodnes? oꝛ what 
is that realme, where luche bices are openly commptted, 
that other realmes feare to doo ſecretely: oꝛ what is that 
realme, where as all that they delite they procure, and all 
that they do pꝛocure, they attayne, and all that is vll they 
thinke a all that they thynke they fap, a all that they ſaye 
they may do, and all that they may do, they dare do, and 
put it in operation that they dare do: and woꝛſt of al, there 
is none lo good to reſyſt it.

condempned to be hanged by the ſenate, for one {mat laut

than thou arte, and thou a woꝛs theke than J am. 
C There were high woꝛdes, and well receyũed of Alexã⸗ 


der: and of trouth to fe if his woꝛdes were coꝛreſpondent 
to his pꝛomyſes, he made hym from a Pyzate a great ca- 
pitayne of an army: and he was moze vertuous on lade, 
than he was cruell on the lee. J prompte the Catulus A⸗ 
lexander dydde ryght well therin, and Dionides was to 
be pꝛayſed greatly foz that he had ſayde.

Lyuius, and in his hiſtoꝛies. ſ were to the by the immoꝛ⸗ 
tall goddis, that al the Decade was written with blache 
ynke, and thefe woꝛdes with redde vermylon. J can not 
tell what woꝛdes J ſhulde lende the, but that euery thing E 
is fo newe and fo tender, and is ioyned with fo pt foment, | & 
that J feare me all wyll fall f odeynly to the plapne erthe. 
I tell the that Come are ſodaynly rylen within Rome vnto 
valour, to whom J wyl rather aſſure their fall than thein 
ipfe. Foꝛ all buyldynge haſtely made can not be ſure. The 
longer a tree is kept in his kynde, it wyll be the longer et 
it be olde.

D howe many haue we fene wher⸗ 
of we haue meruayled of their ryſinge, and abaf Hed of 
their kalles. They haue growen as a hole pece, and toden | 
ly waſted as a (comme. Theyz felicite bath ben but a ſhozt 
poynt, and their infortune as a longe lyfe. Finallpe they 
haue aredyed the mill, t armed it with tones of encreace, 
and after a lyttell gryndyng left it, in vtyle al the hole pere 
after. Thou knoweſt wel my frend Catulus that we haug 
fene Cincius Fulutus in one pere made Confute, and his 
chyldꝛen tribunes and his wyle a matron foꝛ ponge mapa’ 
dens, ano belpde that made keper of the capitol, and on y 
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that not in one pere, but the fame day we ſaw Cincius be- 
heeded in the place, his chylderne dꝛowned in Tybꝛe, his 
wyke banyſhed fro Rome, his howſle raced downe to the 
grounde, and all his good confil ked tothe common tred- 
fourte, This rigoꝛous example we haue not redde in any 
boke to take a copie of it, but we haue fene it with our etes 
to kepe it in our myndes.
